It is rather a coincidence, that I should 
harebeenthe first European the Lama of Tollng ever saw, 
and you tbe lost he can, in all ham an probability, emsee. 
On tbe 20di of October 1842, t introduced tbe gentleman to 
European society, in tbe Tilley of the Visfa^o Ounga, at (he 
town of Mana; and on the l^d of June 1842, you garehim a 
let glimpse of it, in bis own country, at tbe distance of only a 
f&wjniles from his own home, which tbe discomfitureof (be 
Sikh inradere (hen allowed him to revisit. After all dre 
kindjMsa shewn him while a refugee in ouc territories I 
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serfs Ue was «nrag^d at jour passage of ibe barrier, wluob 
dirides us from Tartar^ ; buttbat should only be judged of 
vithTsference totbe exCraordi&ary jealousy of the Cbmese 
goTemment, and not as a trsitof indiTidual character. Let 
as cherish (he hope of oun yet meeting tbe old gentleznon 
within (be sacred precincts of Toliog itself, and of teaching 
him to compound a better mixture for the care of his nerfoua 
irritability about European intercourse, than tbe Ciiineee 
decoctioD of tea* to which be treated you at Lufkhel, beyond 
tbe Oonta Dboora pass into Tartary. In conclusion, peiniit 
me to dedicate to you thiBsmaU work, as a trifling memorial 
of tbe friendship and eeUem of

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INTRODUCTION, 


The following notes of a journey ma^e ii> search ofLealth 
andecenery, were onginally given to the lote Editor of the 
Agra Uhhbar{hlr~ H. Tandy) eea mark of personal regard 
Oil til apart of tlie writer, with the hope that the scenes and 
adventures described might occasionally afford some acDuee- 
menttothe readers of that Journal. Several of the writer's 
friends Laving expressed a wish to have tliem entire, be bad 
intended to tfave a few copies thrown off for privnte distri- 
buUcnt, aad the printing bad actually been begun. In tbe 
cDoantiino, however, a writer in the BilU” newspaper, uii> 
der the onine of “ Bagman,” having contested many of the 
statemente ill the notes, and given a fkUe colouHogto others, 
that which tbe writer deemed of interest only to bis private 
friends was forced by misrepresentatiou into public uo^ce • 
and a uamber'of gentlemea having urged tbe writer 
to publish his notes by subscription, be has been induced 
to consent. There are nearly tliree hundred subscrlbera 
to the little work,and Ute overplus, after payment of expeo* 
ces, is to be banded over to the residents at Nainee Tal to be 
isid ont in improving the approaches to the lake. 

Pilgrim trusts that the defects of style maybe leniently 
dealt with. They might easily have been amended, but on 
bis taking the advice of several friends on tbe sulject, an a- 
ward was given In favour of the ” NOtsa” spearing as they 
were first written. He only pretends to describe, without 
enbellisbiQent, scenes and adventures as they appeared at 
the time to impress themselves ou bis mind; and by maoy 
who are conversant with them, bU descriptions have been 
considered very faithful. First of all, tbe author’s inten^oo 
was very far from dial of publishing bis notes; indeed, but 
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for the unexpected and highly interesting incident of hU 
meeting a laige eacajnpmenc of Chinese Tarlare, (driven from 
their country by the Sikhs) at tbe town of Mnna, two or 
three miles above the leropie of fiudrsenath, they would 
ne^r have appeared in any other shape than that of a sort 
of guide book, in manusedpt, for tbe use of aey of bis 
fHeixH, who might ever have been to follow hi» ex¬ 

ample in exploring the wodderful scenery in the interior 
ofrhoHimmala, aromid that celchrated temple, as welLas 
thatufKednnmth. The bcideiit nUudcfi to, induced PiU 
grim to believe ibu aa aeceoMof it might be nceeptable to 
die forowf Bdifforof tbe hU. Taody; and this 

atfbesfufatly led to the request made by hu^ fee tbe whole of 
tiie journal being placed at bie disposal. The groH abuse 
which Pilgrim tpcuried from tbe HUU aod its partyywes 
what might bare been expected, in any kstaoce, where an 
individual attempts to do a public good from which privaft 
interests are likely to eatfor. Every kind of mercenary mo¬ 
tive was Atiribiited to Pilgrim, as well as wilful deception 
and •esaggeratioa with the view of entrapping others mto 
XuMwSal Apaeulatiooa These ausrepret satationa fell to Oie 
ground, on its being found that Pilgrim never entertamed 
die most rRDOte idea of speculating at Maine e Tnl, and that 
the extent of his exaggeration bad been to make a 
about the size of the lake. A short time after, ha was favour¬ 
ed with a work lie had never before seen.—“The stali>;(ical 
skeidi ofKumaon by George ^PUNam Traill,” Commission¬ 
er of that Province. This is tbe Mr. Traill, who wss so flaUer* 
ed aud worabipped by the party of tbe jmUs, and for douhtiog 
whose iufallibiUcyfby alUiaione to ons ar two ridiculous points 
in his otherwise highly estimable character, about the exclu- 
eion of Europeans from the Province, Pilgrim waS'SO plen¬ 
tifully abused as an interested calumniator. That be nerer

In can you should not happen to know the locality or 
epoL* from which I write, I must tell you that it U situated in 
the centre of the snowy range, in the ralley of the Vishnoo 
Gfloga, above (he temple of Buiirinath,a( an elevation of a* 
boat eleven iJtousand feet above the level of the sea. For four 
or 6ve months in Sumiuer and Autumn, itb a place of coa> 
eiderable trade, being a sort of ^ntrepSt for the comiQerce of 
Cbinsee Tartary with our bill territories. 

We have accidentally come here at a very interesting*period, 
the Siklts having ovaT'^on and conquered the whole of Chi¬ 
nese Tartary beyond this part of the snowy rauge, and it is 
for the purposeotglving you thelateet news from this quarter 
of, the Celestial Empire, that I now write you. You ace. a ware

of the present Summer, an Army of four or fire thoneand men 
under a Sirdar called-Golab Sing*. They commenced further 
operatioiiB m Chinese Tar tary abo u t the begiun log of Juno, an d 
detached parties of their force in every direction (o take pofu 
aesaiou of the Ports and Teinplea. Heera Sing besieged and 
captured Cbaprung, the magazine of that part of Cbineae 
Tartary, after a feeble resistance on the part of the garrison, in 
whicli the Governor (Zoompong) was killed. From Chap- 
riiDg.asmall force was sent to taka possca^ioii of tlie inagntfi. 
cent Temple of Teliag, the residence of the Head Lama. Here 
they met with no opposition, the Lsmas dad in dismay; the 
whole of their private property, cousiating of gold and silver 
vessels, sheep, cattle and also different kinds of merchandize 
belonging to the 'farTar traders with our bill territories, was 
coudscated, or ratlier plundered by the invaders. Another 
force was sent out to attack GurCope, under a Chief called, I 
thtnh, Zoranui’ Sing,—here also tliey were victorious. Every 
otlier post of minor importance ^en submitted to the Sikhs, 
aixd Qp to the present moment they are said to be extend log 
their territories rapidly towards the inner Thibet, called by 
the Cbineee Tartars, “ Chota Cbeen,*’ or Little Chios. I be* 
lieve Gclosing, the Siri|arof this invading Army, is a rebel 
against Lie own Qovemcnent; ifso, we have anew powerspriog* 
tugnp between us nnd the Chinese Empire, and it would be wise 
in our Governmeut to watch its progress iu time. The Sikhs 
have been guilty of great cruelty to the Tartars, who are dying 
fi’om them in every direction. Great numbers have crossed 
the Himmala, and are now congregated in our territories for 
protection. For ^the last few days of our journey, we were 
rather sarpiised to meet numbers of Chinese Tartars, who 
could not speak any langiiige inlelligible to us, and who 
eonscquently could give no attfount of themselves, further 
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than that they vere ** Oheea ka Admee.*** W« werepuztUd 
what to think of suob an unuana) ocourrence, atd, consideriDg 
the state of our relations with tlie Cliineae Empiref we tbotight 
it just possible that these strangers mig'ht bo sent b disguise 
toratageoiir defenceless hill territories. Oa our arrival at 
Man&> wo had everything explained; they had allhed froui tiu) 
cruelties of the Siklis, aud the scene, now befuro us, is one of 
the most painfully interesting it has ever beou iny fortune to 
witness. The sudden transition we have ondergonCf from 
civilized to savage life in less than a innatli, appears to'me so 
strange, that I must tong i‘emember it as a remarkable incident 
in my travels. About twenty hve days ngo^we were at Mu^ 
sooris; now, wo find ourselves in the centre of a Chinese Tar¬ 
tar encampment, surrounded by Lamas, Tartar men, women 
and childreo, all screaming wltb delight at some Httls exbi* 
bitions of European science which we are showing off, such 
as striking a light with common lucifera, and producing fire 
by tl)e simple compression of air in a brass tube. One of the 
Lamas is a fogitive from the grand Temi^e allToling, aud 
is living in a very capital tent made Tartar fashion. lu 
my boyisb days, more ilinn twenty years ago, a picture 
of a Chiuese Tartar eocampment in the snow was familiar to 
nio—the sbupe of this tent I indeotified in a moment, aud the 
remembrance of its likeness hi tied across my memory like a 
thing ofyesterdav. Ws soon established a friendly acquaint- 
ance with this Tartar community, the members of ^bkli 
were the strangest looking hutnan beiugs we had ever come 
across. We recognised two distJact races, one, generally 
called Booteca*!, are dark colored and very hideous in ap¬ 
pearance. Many of them live in caves beyond the snowy 
range, and might be jusdy classed as a gradation between

emineDtIy gifted wUh the spirit of cariosity. Familiarity 
doee, undoubtedly, breed coutempt, fur brfore a quarter of 
an hour*8 acquaintance, wo fomid oursolvca in danger of be¬ 
ing jostled and jockied by ib^se tiaiigliters of the wilderness. 
Some of them were very good looking, with piercing cyee, 
and arched eyebrows, one eyelash generally a little more 
shut than the other, which gare a coiaical roguInU cxpredion 
to (be. eountenance.'f Their frames are rsry ^werftd, and 
they are tall in stature, in fact 1 should be sorry to have 
adtirinish with them ia ease of verifying ifae old adage of 
catching a Tartar. ** The whole encampment had arrived 
only a few days before us. They bad crossed the snowy 
range by tlie Mans Pas^ ihe crest of which is eighteen thou¬ 
sand feet al^tiveibe level of the sea. You may fancy wUac 
cruelties roust have been perpetrated hy the Siklis, to 
drive the inhabitants across a ctonulaiuous re^ioo like (his, at 
(be comviencement of winter, where ^ey liad to wander for 
days through deep snow, at such a height that human beings 
find it difficult to breathe* and where, for nearly a week’s 
journey, there is neither grass, nor sLuHo, nor tree. Id spite 
of ail these obstacle^ these sons aud daughisrs of tbe desert 
have brought tbetiiselvesin safety to our territorfee with their 
old men,and little children, as well as tbeir Docks and herds.

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Tliey seem, truly, to bare /ntmes capable of enduring the 
oiaximnia of human eaffering. One of ibem wu au old patri¬ 
archy certainly a hundred years of age, and is now* bent 
almost double. In manhood, he must bare been a perfect 
giaaty fut I never saw a luau approacbiiig bis sise aod stature. 
Sheep, goonts, (liUl pooiea) and ehavrl wool goats were 
scattered about the eocampraeot. We purcliMod a few of 
the latter; they aro beautiful creatures, and have at present 
a very Sue coat of^tho celebrated Cashmere trool, under 
their outer covering of long coarse hair; but 1 despair of 
their reaching ihe plains alive. 

Aftera ioog conversation tvith the headLainu, I took leavCy 
making him a praseut of some tncifer^, which seem to take 
the Tartar fancy above every thing else. They had never 
seea any European before. 1 received a few large scrolls of Thi¬ 
betan theology or literature from the Latua,* which \ consider' 
a great cunosJty. The priut is in gold ou a thick kind of paper 
Tarnished black, and is beauufuly although it looks as if a 
couple of centuries old. f had it expUbed tdthese Tartars that 
most probably our Government would etc loog be obliged to 
send Troops into thriv country, and drive out the Sikhs; on 
Ch» they set np a shout of joy. Through the medium of an 
mtelligeut'Tartar merchant as inter prster, I obtained a great 
deal of very interesting Information regardmg this part of the 
Chinese Empire, the system of govemmene, its Temples, Forts, 
Biversy Lakes and Mines. The Lama hoing a well eduasted 
many Cold ne a great deal regarding the literature, the temples 
and libraries of Thibet; sad the Tartar merchant, having tra¬ 
velled 80 much both there and in our territories, and being 
evidently a close observer from die remarks he made ou the 
latter, of the correctness of which I could judge.— I co naidsr

by all accounts, rouft be 3 auperb edi6ce. The magea are of 
pure gold, &8 well aa the whole of the ornasieote. There are aleo 
several Hbranee of Thibetan religtoua and literary work*, the 
greater number printed or written In gold. The Sikbe Iiave 
aayeCsporcd the temple, liie idolannd books, but plundered 
every (hihg else. About half a day’s jotimoy beyond Tgf. 
Ing, ieon bva «u; 7 >Mrton briiiffc over the S allege ^ the lime 
of itacrecciori, they any, h i>o( known, ^ remcmborecl. Hero 
you see we hnve libraries of printed bo(ikx,nud an i ron aitspoii- 
ston bridge, all which appear, clearly, from reaonrehes made, 
(ohave been in existence, wheb Europa wq« sunk m the 
igtiorance of the dark middle ages. Yet we talk About, and 
put in our chronological tables, the date of (he inrentioa of 
printing in Europe, and 1 suppose aiuponsion bridges too. 

* The credit of invouting rope bridges, I believe, in this coun¬ 
try, te given to a Mr. Sliakespenr, ami they are called Sha- 
kceporian bridges. Hope bridges of this construction have 
been used in our own Hill terriUirice for conluries, indao<l 
from time immemorial,* Many such Mlacies have been ex¬ 
posed by travellers of the present day. The governaiont of 
(his part of Chineae Tartary was vcste<1 in tbo Head Lama 
of Toling, who received liis orders from the grarid Xauio 
ofThibet, residing at Lasse. The latter rec'ivoa bis ordera 
for the adininistmlion of the Oovcrniueut of the whole of 
Thibet and Ohiueso Tertary,diioct from the Emperor of 
China, who resides, they say, at Ghhiuk—Pokiii 1, suppose. 
The whole of Thibet, indeed Cliiiieae Tortary in gsnerai, 
goes by tbs nam^of“ .Cbo(a Cbesn,"and China proper is 
called Burra CJieen.” From time to time, a few Chinese 
are sent by the Emperor, as guardians of (be outposts of

iafbrmQiita t» be, what they are m every country to wbicb 
they einig'rate, tlio >nost induetrious race under the sno. 
They occupy tbeU* spare time in the mountains, snaring, 
ehootin^ and stuffing; all kinds of birds end beasts, and 
collecting feethors toeend to China. The Tartar merchant tells 
me that the Chineso areas a race as ourselwsy and 

are very id noli beloved ns aiasters by all tbe tribes subject 
to dieir rule. This is conhrmed by what tbe Lama (ells me, 
and is ratlier a curious ffict. It is ruetouiary with as at the 
present time, to try to aiake tbo world believe that the whole 
Chioese uatioo is anxious fora change of masters; but this I 
do not believe. The Sikhs are held in de testa lion by every 
surrounding nation. Wonders, however, will uever cease. 

It does certainly appear to us an anomaly, when we consu 
der (hat, at the preeeot moment, vhile our armies are invading 
China to the Eastward, perhaps, ere now, destroying cities 
and devastating provinces withdre and sword, aod (he Wes* 
tern extremity of this overgrown Empire is being oveTN*run 
by a horde of eeml*barbarians, the subjects of his celestial 
majesty, the descendaul of tbe sun audiuoon, are pouring Into 
our territories for refuge. The Tartars tell me it takes a year 
fora man to reach tbe capital of China, and two mouths to 
send a dispatch, Tartar fasliioi). ^ 

Tbe Port of C ha prong, (bey describe as a place of consider* 
able strength, built of etoue, and containing an arsenal well 
filled with every description of arms and ammunition for 
the equipmeot of several tbousaod Troops ;*it mounts five 
brass guns. Qurtope is also a place of some strength, with 
a Forts it (9 situated beyond tlie Indus. Tbe mountaias 
about here contain gold mines, and the Tartar merchant tells 
me, (bey are more productive of tbe precious metal than h 
generally supposed. The salt mioes lie between (his and 
Upper Thibet, and are said to be tiiexbausUble. traders 

«• 
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froiD our bill tern lories g^eraHy take moaey with th«m, 
wLeti ibey go to Tartary, to purcbaao Ibis necessary of life,— 
somatiiDes ibey get rice bartered for it, but tbe demand is 
very limited. Commoo wool is also purchased largely in 
Tartary for ^e use of the oatives ofibe Hills on ibis ride, 
bat the purclieses are nearly all loade by payment in money. 
The mercbandise is conveyed across the PusNesof the Him- 
iimla on sheep and goals, of which wo have aecn hundreds so 
employed in the course of a day’s jociruey. 

Being nrixious lo form a notion of the elevation and appear¬ 
ance of CbiDese Tartary on descending the Iliincoala ou ibe 
North ride, I made very particular eiM[Ukriee of rhe^o ^>onple 
ngarding it. Mana, where we now are, is aboat eleven thou¬ 
sand feet above tbe sea; the crest or ridge of tbe Mana Pass, 
from which tbe plains of TurCary are first riaible, js'rigbtsen 
thousand feet, leaving an aaceot ofaeveo thousand feet. Tlie 
only way 1 could think of, for making them comprehend 
wbal I woQied, was to ask very particularly as to tbe pro¬ 
portion which llie descent iuto the plains of Tartary, from

wheat, are produced without difficulty. Tliere is do parallel 
to this, I imagine, in aoy other part of the world. A moauiain 
tract of very large extent and height with a table land a 
little lower, seems to raise up and retain within itself a ntucb

The appearance in general of 
Chinese TarUry, is that of aalmmanee plain, rery rugged 
and bleak) intersperied with hills and deep raTioet, which 
are the channel* of (he Hrers. The climate they deecribe 
ae excellaBt, 

We Tsry lAnch regretted not haring been oble to lea re 
Mtosoorie a few weeks earlier, because, if we bad reached 
this place by the middle of September, we might hare 
penetrated into Chioese Tartary, by either (he Maaa or 
the Neetee Pass, and seen Toltng, Chap rung, Gurtope, the 
gold mines, lake Maoirawar, and many other places 
which Chioese jeidousy has hitherto kept sealed ap from 
European htercoorse. I do trot ibenk we cobid hare had 
any tbiog to fear from the Sikhs (Sioghs, the Chinese Tar* 
(art c^l them), had we gone quite unarmed, and strictly 
aroided the discuseioa of all iolemational politics. Not* 
widutanding the lateness of the sessoo, we had almost 
periuadsd onrssires to attempt it. Donbtlese we oonld 
hare “ pared our way’* into Tartary •, but by (lie time 
we could bare visited bdf the places worth seeing, erery 
pass of fbe fcltmmalamust bare bees elosed,aQd we could 
not bare retunMd to flardoMtan till next summer. The 
proepect of baring tO. win ter in Tarlary, with the othe^ 
owusequent risks, very quickly damped our exploring eo* 
Urasiasen, and induced us to tnm our backs on su^ 
ungeaia! regions ; but I parted with my friend, tbs Ihrtar 
raerchsM, under a proouse of returoiog next summsi’, and 
trar^Uag all over-Tartary wkh bim. This ie e<s7 an- 
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likely to lake place : lam new tired oi tbe mouotoJDs.

My firat joaroey, many year© ago, to very propi-

I fency you are now pretty well tired of me, I hawe 
gone 00 with a rambling description of this pt^ of par 
too much greater lei^th tliaa 1 ojiticipatad 3 hut 
joa may cut and clip, and sift the wheat ir<m the chaff, as 
you please, only don’t co&srgu it to the Balaam box i be* 
cause I knowbts of Editors who would (bankfuIJy receive 
it, aud laugh at you for your fostidiousnese» besides paying 
the poetage. If you. fancy the thing, and aik for it, 1 may. 
perhaps, give you o compendiiiin of ny whob Journal ; not » 
^^derous adbir like a book of logarithms, wbidi some of

U >e eaid, 
the latter bare mode a very masterly moremeut, and that the 
Sikhs most very aoon be heiatAed in on arery etde. Itoer 
quarrel with China is not settled before next summer, we 
need not be surprised to see these same seven thousand 
Cbineee give ue a tittle trouble. 1 kuow it Je the custom for 
all you Wlandera, UrcDg emdef (he protection of forts and 
great guns, '* worked quick and weU,” to sneer at all idea 
of danger from Chinese inrasion ot tbie side. 1 losow too, 
that (be moat deplorable ignorance prevails regari^iig dteee 
raoautaiDs and the passes inio China, which we suppose to 
be impracticable for an army. I can only (ell yon that orer 
one PoiS alone, merchandise to the amouul of almost (wo 
lakhs of rupees was transferred last year; and I should think, 
whare that can be done, tUare could be little difficulty id 
paesiog over a couaderable body of bghrly equipped troops. 
There are about six good passes altogether m our territories, 
exclusive of several in Nepaul. The whole of Gurhwal and 
a great part of Kumaoa might be plundered before our troops 
could even move; tbe Hill men would fly down to (be plaroe 
like sheep, and carry with them a panic, which, if I mistake 
i^c, would ligbt up the torch of rebellion among many of (be 
nawe powers. Fifty men and cue small gun at each paas, 
wooKt ba sufficient to stop tbe progress of an avmy. 

1 shall be able very aooo to tend you snme account of the 
trade between (bis and Chinese Tartary. The Kumaon trade, 
ae well as tbe political importauce of the Province, seems 
to be greatly underrated. This is a mistake, which 1 suspect 
will not be of long duration, judging from present affairs. 
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Pcrtap* you Bwiwt ftvaro that tea mi4 ^o 14 aie among 
ih© importa from Chmose Tartary, by the paaaea of the Hub* 
mala j of irhicb roor© by and by. 

The laat time 1 wrote to yoti, traa for the purpose of 
opmnHioicniiiig the news of ibe auccesaful advance of the 
Chinese troop© agaiuet the Sikb ievadera of Thibet; and I 
now take the opportunity of letting you know, that my for¬ 
mer intelligence of Cbetr movements baaeioce been coodrmed, 
aa far as can be aacertahied frtHO the uircertaio natare of 
onr communioatiou with the countries beyond the fnasec, 
at tbit seaaoB of dte year. 

It it now certain that Zorawur Singh bimeelf, and the 
body ofhis troops have been aUacked, and lost a num¬ 
ber of men. There are about fifteen of (hem who fled, and 
made good their road across the HimmaJa, who are now in tlie 
Kumaon territory, on their way to Aimorah; where they are 
to be lodged rn the fort^ uatil orders are received frooi Go¬ 
vern meot tc#tbeir final disposal. There can be litOe doubt 
of (heir being set at liberty, a a mailer ef oenue. They 
must have suffered dread fiilly ou their jouraey; the pasea 
were all closed for a month back for every ordinary purpose, 
aad it is moat astonishing how they could have managed le 
reach thk side in safely; botlaupposs, terror of the Chi- 
nsse and dwir Own cowM^ce accomplished what prndeace 
and courage would never have ondertaken. ' . 

The 6ikha are donbtleaa, em now, midergoiag « w^l 
saersled retribution fi>r the cruelties they mAieted <m<the un- 
emending Tattars during. ^ late, iownien, to plundering 
them of every thing, and then driving them from their homes 
•aodcewitry. lam sure no one can feel the least r^^el at 
ihe retaUatioo; for never waa (here a moreuuwarraoSed, or a 
more wanlon aggeeaeion than that of the Sikhs, to, their ^ 
▼asioB uf TfasbeS. 1 cannot help bdding them in the same 
dateetatiea as the TarUra do; 1 (hink $hey are u oa-

ignoranc of dl cmlizad wtioos of HkidoosMa. The rat- 
ley of Cashmere ia ao exrstir^ endeoee of these asaeilione j 
and ID proof of tfaeir exti’eme ig;noraiice m general, ic is a 
fact, that Zorawur Singh etarted from Ladak, with a vague 
sett of notion that he would in a few weeks reach Laeea, and 
be able to ploodar it, bariugbeard that it waa a place cf im- 
nense wealth and resources. His astoniehiDent was great, 
wbeo, nt (be end of summer, be found himself not oiie^tbird of 
the way to the capital of Thibet, with bis oppODenta gatber-. 
ing strength in erery direction. -Hie attack on Chaprong, 
followed up by the capture of Totii^ and Go nope, were 
merely preparatory to tbegraod objaoi of tua uopriacipled 
expedition, which was the pillage of Laaea. So much fbr bis 
gec^rapbical knowledge; ead ho is o^idered lobe superior 
to most of hia countrymea of tbe eame clase. My last at^ 
couDta report that UU retreat to Ladak is now cut off ia er^i^ 
way, not only by the Chinese troops, but also b^the extreme 
severity of tbs present winter, which of itself, I am assured, 
caanot of proving tbe deetructioR of every man of hit 
band. Tbe Oblflese are uot vaty .c^ebrated for wasting 
human life in battle, where it is pos^le lo arwd It; aud 2 
thjuk ii most probable, that they will now leave tbe elemests 
to do the work of destruction. Thusmtiet the last remi|;p of 
the Sikh invasion of Cbioa disappear, abd in a few years it 
will be talked of among the Tartars, ae a taleof by-^one dkyi. 

. J think the consequences cannot fail of beft^ advaotageoue 
(ooar interests, as ftr as tbe intercourse of the tw^ Aft* 
tions is concerned; as so many of tbe Tartar lefugees have 
found in oor tercitorise, doeic^ their iDiafurtuneo, that pro* 
tection against (heir invaders, which tbeir own Govermueiit 
for tbe time were unprepared to afford them; and' they, un¬ 
doubtedly, must return to their own country with oHtfs 
ld>ers( and enlightened notions of tbacharacter and prMplea 
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of tUe Brit^b lodiaq eo^iri^. They hare hitherto been 
taught by their ruUra to consider Chine as all povrerfiil 
among' the Asiatic notions, and to look upon erery otbec wiUi 
coQtenpt and suspicioo. Nothing either has crer been dofte» 
cm our pert, to correct these impressions, owing to the wise 
poUey of our Gorerocnenl in aroidiog, as wuckas possible^aJI 
tucb intercourse with TarUry as might attract the at* 
leiUioD of tbe Chioeee Govern moDt to cm froutier on the 
Hinunala aide. None of oj>r Offioera bare erer bad any ot6* 
pial oommunicaiions with dioae of Cbioam this quarter, and 
neither pwty appear to bare sought for it. Tbe passes oyer 
ibe HiuDkata have, in oousequence of our taking up akindqT 
De^iral position, been virluaJly under the control, aud in 
lbs possession, of tlie Thibet Government. Aoy courteous 
oyertures, on the part ot* any, of oor Officers, towards ai^re 
frisodly intercoarse, Itave beau received jn the ueual way, 
and answered as might be expected. We dp imt recog- 
pise asy OoverDmeut beyojid our cwa frontier; wo aee^p 
you* we are quite igitorao4c/aoy« yoaaad .yoMCM

It need 
not then create juuch eurpriee to liiid, that the iohabitnots of 
the moiintaiue, residing near the passes of ibe Himmala 
witbin our own territories, look upon China as a much 
greater notion thau England. There is ecarcely a ques¬ 
tion }ou can pot to tbero, or a wish that you can ex- 
preai» or a SDggestion that you cao make on niiy sub¬ 
ject, that is not instantly answered with Cbeen ke hookm 
nubeen "—(no orders from China); and if yon attempt to 
ai^ae the matter with them, (hey look upon yon as a mad- 
mao. The Chinese officers conduct themselres with great 
kindness and indulgence towards the merchants engaged 
in the trade on both sides of the passes, which, as 1 said be- 
fbre, are riituaJly in their poeaeasloo. Ooe'of the TTcetuya 
preceeda rvery traiBmer to the principal pass, and opens ft 
with ell doe deremcmy; till (rhich eftrre not a maa ftoft eitbei' 
afd^ould dare to cross. Indeed, thklog it altogether, diU 
ramifiCBrion of their Government seama to be well adapted 
to the condition of the pe<Tple; and. mslead of viewiD(f H wflh 
the contempt which issoiasblonaldo at (beprcMit day, lam 
jocliued to view it with an eye of admtraftn. The life and 
soul of their Govern men t appears to be iundc&ue/; emry 
subject of the empire feels the arraagemeots of bis ralera Co 
be unquesrionabla in wisdom, in their regard for life and * 
property; and they all ftel confidenl ofa pataro^ solieitode 
and watch fulness, oo tbe pert of the Emperor, against any 
palpable oppression of tbe subordinate Viceroys. A gentle- 
OifiD of the CivU Serriceat Almorhh, wbo is intipiately ac- 
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quaiiited coaoirtea^bejoiH] the passea^liM iMittioned 

to memadj di69t surprising mstances of (he almost in^edtble 
acpictnsasforsuryeillancs ex^rcis^d by tbe bigbor Cbiae^ 
Oftcera at Pekin, over tlko GoaerBors of ihoir PtoTincee, 
anrf distant colonies, If you eiay so call them. 

It is my tirm * belief that, from tbe loog experience tbey 
have had of (be good vorkli^' o^ their own Govemioent, 
while other nations and kiagdoms haro been tbe prey of 
rerolutions and civil warb, and theli' Waht of kno#' 

ledge of tbe reel of the world, they are now arrayed against 
us in war, iiv real undisgiiii^ed ignorance of our great power, 
asd e«r hrj^'etnndard in the scale of nations ; and it is to be 
hoped we may ere long succeed In getting better acquainted 
with each other, although It is to be feared not without a de¬ 
plorable waste of human life. I should predict our becoming 
the best of friends, could we once open tbeireyes to a just 
knowledge of oar position amoug iiatiQQ8,and conybcc them 
that we arc not a horde of piratical rovera and a puhUp nui¬ 
sance to all respectable ua^ons like fhemselres. Tbis’is ^ir 
opinion of us at tbe court of Pokln; and for a century back 
we hare been doing all we could, by self-degradatlou, to 
coofitaa .them ii^tbe very blunder for which we are now 
ebastisiog'Utem. For this reasoo U is to be hoped, that we 
shall succeed in relrieviag^ or rather e^blishmg, our* cha¬ 
racter with them ia.as merexfuJ a luanner aa* may .be* 
sist^t with ftreuaess and oatiDoal bonour. *

come proverbial in Nepal. 1 do npt look upon tbe foot of the 
Tartars baTiog fled from tbe Sikhs as aof proof of their want 
of courage> for they bad no leader, trbich, to aucb a naiioo, U 
the moat essential of all the eluents of war; and they were, 
besides, completely taken by surprise by their cowardly in* 
raders. Tbe Siklis too are dastardly and unworthy enemies; 
and tbe terror of tbeir cruelties was suflicient, for a time, to 
disarm the courage of a pas toial nation likeTsrtary. Look at 
Cbaprung, where they assured me that the Chinese Govern¬ 
or, faithful to bis trust, made a short but gsHnot resistsncei. 
and a4ar cntUug down two or three of the Sikhs with his 
own band, be was captured and butchered in cold blood.

My objects in making sucii a protracted pilgrimage, are 
iknovn onty to myeeif, and your matter-of-fect readers are 
not entitled to any explanatioD. I had marked out for my. 
self a route of about eight hundred miles on fdOt> and I was, 
by no means, ignorant of the dtfficnieies, the dangers, and the 
fatigues inseparable from fte acoomplisbmenr. Many years 
ago 1 had m^ased tbe Himinala in another direettun, Jonr. 
ueyiug almost t»fhe Thibet frontier, nnd returned^ after per¬ 
forming on Ibot about six hundred miles, so exhausted with 
fatigue, that 1 promised myself nerer to do the like again. 

1 was easily tempted, however, to be inconsistent oo this 
occasion; being a lover of every kind of mountain scenery, » 
a lover of sport, of which there appeared every reasonable 
prospect—in short, on principle, an advocate for travelling, 
which comprehends all the others. TraveUii^, l^thldk, enw 
iivens the mind with habitual cheerful ness, and increases the 
variety of onr conceptions. The contemplation of the stu¬ 
pendous wor)ca. of nature leads US to imbibe a taste for pur¬ 
suits, ^hiph o^atvise might not have suggested • themselves 
to us; ii4cidpi;^iis with resolution to overcome difficulties, 
and combat with adversity ; it gives rsnewod vigour to the 
body, and softens the heart and mind ; and awalceae akSO> 
o^oas, which, by direct!ag our thoughts more impreSiSirely 
towards the fives gwogt .canssygiyfe ns forittdds -to bear dis¬ 
appointments and afflicticHis, and furnish new impulses fo 
the anxious and ini^uiring mind. H These I look iiptm as the 
advaolages of travelling,* ami leave to such of your read¬ 
ers as may thii^ it worth while, to fiud out which tfr^ , 
J[ went ku search of.

4 aaaure you this was a matter iX 'bo amail 
anxt^y altogether; for you muet rem ember, d)at 1 bad to be 
f»repared against siekncsa, and accideata of every deaerip* 
lion, which, ia (rarelliBg iu the Hi&maJa, are common 
enough, besides the mere 'precautions ncceaaary against 
starratioD. With each a npmbef of men for cariying our 
baggrtga too, ‘(about 75), yoo wilt be rather surprised, I 
dare say, to be told that I was so bard pressed for' conrey* 
afice, as to be compelled to leare beltlnd a great > uuiiriw of 
articles,'which, under ordinary circumstances, you iTonld 
consider mdispensable. A dad who is anxious to leant a 
little of geology must be bard pushed lodeed, when be bas 
to avoid tbe eacumbrapce eren of a work of three voloracs on 
that sciSDce.

Tbe extraordbary figure 
we tat on our departnre, altogether,'is net easy to desoribe. 
Tbe strange mi xtuK of people tbac acconipai)ied tie; men 
from tbe Snowy ratige; from aU parts of ibe bilb and plains, 
down even ta Madras ; from the Punjab and Casbraerej tbe 
variety of lig^t casip oqdipcnoat aadsuppliee ; implediaecrts 
of war/are for tbe destruction of tbe feathered, tbe f«»ar«>£>ct- 
ed and ibe fu^d iribes, made an exhibition not to be o^o 
paralMod, We bad not forgotten in piemen te to cut out roade 
where necessary ; accordiiigJy we could turn out a very fair 
display of spades aud pickaxes, hatchets, saws, and such 
like 7 haring, at tbe same time, a rather watchful eye to some 
very peculiarly constructed bridges over mountain torrents, 
which we>kdew we bad to encounter, 1 bad iaul Id a good 
supply of ropes Co assist us in nssjk We might Mva 
passed muster as an explormg'partygojqg to (be mterior^of 
a newly disoovered country, or wauderiiig in search of a land 
la vbicb (o settle. 

Tbara ars two routes fhim Mussooree to Kedar Nath, viz., 
ao easy One, by Teeree aod Sreenuggur, up the valley of tba 
Madagance river (Kedar Guoga); but it is a very ccreoJtona 
Olio, and the valleys are supposed to be unbeSliby in the . 
(reme, tiniil November. The one I took (o .prefer mkm^ 4ed ua 
aorossall tba bigb •dwofr of'daonatafos eieuMed nuder the 
Soowy range, by wbicb, hveo wbefreroesreg the rivers, we 
were able to keep at a much higher elevatiou above tbe sea, ^an 
other route; and the cbaocee of escaping sickosss there*, 
so much more b our favour. The first'part of'Mtr 
first 'dayV Journey was aloug tbe high road to'Stoenu^* 
gttr,- on .the Ijaudoar range; and after about.fiva'imNe 
we cana suddenly bo a gorge hy 'which Whad to 
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descend to our eucninpiog ground. TLis gorge affords tt> 
tl)e traveller a y^Tj ftir epecimun of the difficulties for 
wbich he has to be prepared; it a rery abrupt* ner* 
row «nd precipitou9> and it looks At Ant as if it defied your 
further progress, except bj throwing yours^f headlong 
down it. Here loo another diecoureging prospect opened 
upon us; the raJo cotninenced falling in torrents, which I 
could not help looking upoo as very oioinoua of our future 
jouroey. Before a quarter of an hour had elapsed, f think, 
we bad all enjoyed aur hint tumble on tlie slippery ground, 
and 1 lamed myself quite enough to keep my recollections 
of it alive ior a week to come. In the eveoijig wo reached 
a small village called Belee, and encamped for the night. 
On die 24th September weetarted, with a steep ascent be^re 
us, and haviog sarmounted jt, we went along the ridge 
parallel to a river b^ow ue, called tb« ^glar, a tributary 
o^he Jumoa, for a few miles ; ^er which we descended to 


it, and continued up its valley to the village of Bhal. 

Before descending to the Aglu civv, there u:a*belEatzM 
view ^fditS rtto iinf a?ny :^ ^g( ^^y pqdpppij4e tha v^ev $ they 
are studded with village, and corered over^^lh cnUitatioo, 
and the bottom. of the valley .lookx from a distance like a 
garden. Many of the ecoall villages were perched high up¬ 
on the mountaiuS'; and giving the imagioatiun a litUe soopV» 
bore tile appearauce of beediives more diao any tlihig else. 
Bice is extensively cultivated in the valley of the Aglar, and 
h^a very productive crop. The river affords irrigation to 
any extent wjth the greatest facility for this, as well as for 
the wheat ^ps, wlpeh in win tec are cultivated largely. The 
produce is all conveyed to tbe l^udqvt u^rkett } and 1 aiu 
assured that the extensive sale there for.erery ^od of field 
crops, has been the cause of a general increase to cidtivaliq^ 
and consequent addition to the comforts ofthspe^fofor 
maoy days journey around.

our party of three, who riiited tbe mtemdog spot in Xo- 
rernber, may have mentioned it in ilie course of conrersa- 
tion^ I take tbie opportunity of sending you n fewlioes on the 
subject, by way of correcting one or twomietakes which 
bare crept into die account gtren in (bat paper. You know 
I intended sending you a full account of it, but unfortunately 
I am compelled to disappoint you, haring lost my original 
notes on this part of my travels; so you • must be sadsfifli 
with the following very brief sketch. 

The lake is situated on the range of laountaios ovethaag" 
ing (he plains, called the Gsgar, and is distant about $5 milea 
from Almora, Its height above the level of the sea is 6,300 
feet; this I ascertained by repeated trials of the thermometer 
in boilnrg water, whidi shewed temperature of 302^ Fabren* 
heit. It is slightly curved in shape, about to milsshi 
ieegth, and its greatest breadth, I should say, about three 
quarters of a mile. The measureoient, or rather calceltrtsti 
of distances, by ilie bye, it must be r^smbered, is biglify do* 
ceptive in mountaiO' scenery. 'Ate water is as clear as crys¬ 
tal; a beautiful little stream, aupptied from the springs of ibe 
overtopping mouucabe, is contiouaJly running into it, and a 
srsigller one flowing out of it, at the Ofiposite extremity, the 
depth must be tremendous, as the banks below the water’s (e» 
vel shelve down almost perpendicular as far as the eye can 
re«4b—infset, they are a contiouation of the precipiteos moun* 
tain sidas around the Uks. The ouiletis through a narrow gorge 
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of solid rook, whie^i i« so hard and durabl^ifr to hare resisted, 
for ibe sgee liaised 8bc» fcko fpEamka 'at the iske,

Sickly wooded down to the watet*s edge. In one diri^oo, 
you seeaDioontun side adorned with dunpa ^ sioafl ctMely 
eypreas trees 7 the height of many ofth^nt must be at le^ a 
hundred and ffty fees, and all as straight as an arrow. Tbe 
branches and foliage droop slightly towards tiie ground, and are 
so arranged os to make the tree appear 0 perfect cooe. One

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-sre cerUmtj extraordinary recomosendatiode ; and yet tbeir 
existence ereo appears to bare been alinoet ankoown op to 
the time of my risit tu the lake; no Eoropean eAen residing 
in KumaOD bad seen it, and I hare been noeble to discorer 
more tban three visiters to it, since tbe province came into 
onr poseession. Possibly there may hare been one or twi> 
more; ahbough theprob^ilities are macb against iti-con- 
sideriag the obscurity to which such a wonderful place ap¬ 
pears to hare been consigned. The oatirea cortaioly shewed 
tiie greatest reliictaooe to guide us to the Inks, by plnading 
entire ignorance of its locality ; at the same time (hat we had 
coQTiDcmg proof of its being as well known to all the bill, men 
iritbiQ sereral days’ journey, as the feet of the sno shining at 
noon day. Ou reaching the lake, ws fonnd that on the level 
g^roQod afeir was held every year, and evidently one of great 
resort. In the centre of the market aits is erected a very 
large swing, of most substantial construction, with massive 
iron chains suspended from it. I could get no information 
regarding the purpose for wblch this fair U bold, ersry one 
of the hill msa looked mysterioui on any thing connected with 
Trainee Tal. On my return to Almora, I andearonred to 
hare some light thrown on the aabject, bat without much sire- 
cess. My friend Mr. B., of tbe Civil Service, to whom 1 ara 
indebted for much that is interesting, and who iaiaore fnfi- 
mately aetjuaiuted with the bill people and the bill resonrcei 
than any one it bad prerioualy been ray fortune to meet, sag* 
geeted (hat lakes in general bore a sacred characteraasorig (be 
natives, and that he believed NaineeTal to rank so high, that 
they wera anxious to avoid its pollutioo by straogers. It struck 
me and tny friend W. that very probably it might be the 
scene of seme rites, or ceremonies, or orgies, which the natives 
wished to conceal from the knowledge of the local Officers 
of Government. Another solution of the mystery is, how« 
ever, feasible, aad, added to thesuggesdon of Mr» B„i9 llkei^.

I think, to be the (rue one. Mr. Trail, the l&te Gominba 
eioner of SomaoD, who is said to bare paid a risit (o tbis 
lake many years ago, it is well known, possessed the most ex* 
traordinary influence among (he natires of the hills, nod en* 
tertaioed {peculiarly illiberal ideas regarding the influx of 
European rmters into the Prorioce. This feelbg of jeal* 
ousy, it is notorious, be carried to an incredibly absurd 
extent; and I would rentarstosay,and I sm sure many 
will beor me out in the assertion, that be did bk best to cen- 
ce^ the exUtsoce of such a place as Nainee lU, from all 
EuropeoM; koowiog well tlxat onee Beeu,U could not fail 
of being selected as a site for the erection of a Sanatariura. 
Any one conversant with bis aysCeni of administration in 
Kumaon will understand me at onee, and feel conriDced bow 
easy it was for him to soocessfully conceal it from the know* 
ledge of Europeans; and it must be remembered that his 
orders (o (be natives with this view, were peculiarly agrees 
able to their own wishes. I have beard ioreodoles of Mr. 
T.*6 jealousy of European trarellers, which exceed even (hat 
of the Chinese ! llie late Mr. Shore acted, when in the 
on the same principle, sod was accustomed to call the 
influx of European vjeitera to Mussooree and Landoor, 

a public calamity*’ aPiodaree invasion," &c. A ohaago 
has come over the spirit of die dream in Eumaon, for,at 
this moment, more liberality is practised to its adminiatre* 
tiou^ than in any other part of the ^country where I have 
travelled. 

I mentioned before, our having a most unwilliug guide 
OB. our trip to KsiueeTsl; and we had to use someth ing 
Uke g^tle violence to prevent him misleading os.* We 
were too old travelWs on the Himmala to be very grossly

Tbe bill 
men are gsoerally great eimplctoiis, and are very easily 
made to betray tbernselves. If you ever go to Nainee Tel 
witli a guide who prufeases never to have seen the place, 
the folioviiig is the recipe for making bim 6iid it out. Pat 
(be big atone on his bead, and toll bim be has to carry it to 
Nvnee Tal, where there are no stones, and to bo carcfnl not 
to let it fall'and break, because yon rsc[n!relt there; and, 
with the view of getting relieved of his load, he ivfll soon 
admit that there is no scarcity of stones at tbe spot, a fact 
which be could not have known without baviog been an eys 
witness of it. We relieved tbe geutlrmaji of his burden nf^or 
a mile’s walk, and heard no more of his ignoraoce of tbe 
road. The bill men are also very egregious block-heads, i 
was much amused with an anecdote of tbe first clumsy 
attempt of one of them at embeztUment. Be was sent by 
his master widi a few rupees to psy to a banneca. Tliese 
rupees were the new King Trilllam coinage; and Jie return- 
ed not long efter, with a similar namber of copper counter* 
fcits in bis hand, of the old Puruckabddee coinage, declared

The Sculedge has 
nearly the same tinge; and^in ganeraJ^you oaa tellYi'orn the 
color of tbe water of any of tie Himmala rirsn, vbethertitey 
have their soured la os bayotid the aaowy saoga^ the farmer 
being dear and ihe latter turbid. 

S8(A Sfpt.-^TotAL our departura from the banka of the*' 
Bageofi^ Gtinga, and the entire day'ijouiney was a very atcep 
ascent on the ridge of mouutaina overhangiog the river on the 
east aide. We had» on tbe ^I6tb» descended tbe limit of tbe 
ridge which separates the Jumna and lie tribnlariee from tba 
Bageerut> aud now we had to ascend a similar ridge lepar- 
rating it from the Julkhor,, the nest river in. ear route. We 
encamped at a small temple,, above the viUsge of Jijgut. 

S9lk S€pK-~^K oantin on t ion of steep ascent of tbe xQoun tabu 
ous ridge of yesterday. We bad to attain aUeight of more than 
sloe thousand feet above the sea to clear its summit. Our 
prospects tO’day ware of tbe most discouraging kind. Along 
wi^a servaju of ouronmpJ wsaseized with fever, doubts 
less caught in the Deyra lUioon, where we had bee& a day or 
two before leavingMuseoorae. I had besQ tempted there l^Yoy 
favorite sport of dsfaiog» and tbe aervant had adcompaoied 
me. Being dw only wo in a camp ota hundndi. who had 
gone to the Dhow, and the only two aUacked» we could cot 
well console ourselves with the idea of ita bring a niistakv 
aad I vonld at this moment have given a great deal to be 
able undo the coose^uenees of xny own imprudence. Th* 
other mlsfortnnes in our camp, arose from the effect* of tne 
bite of a small insect which iufests the Tallies of rivers at low 
slevatioas. We bad been utackad by them oa the banka 
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of &ad ne&rly were saffsrmg tortures from 

thrir poteon. Tbolr bit» » scAreeij penseptible for some 
boursr aftoff the ports be^a to swell t sod some of oar 
JiSkods had boeo so Ticdmiasd, that they Had beeomo a 
shapelssa m«s offish, withoottbepossihiijly efdistiu^isb* 
rag ajoioi^any of tim fin^rs. Tho irritation continual 
for weeks afterwards, and in some eaiea iha wounded part 
forms into daDgei^oue ulcers. On tlis top of tlie high ridge 
we passed over, tbe climate was delicious, and the foreet 
scenery finer then eay we bed yet eecti. Our path cine By 
lay up the mouttiain udOf wooded with oak uocl rhododen¬ 
dron wbtok shaded as eoiapletely from the sun's rays i and 
on the aides of lbs still higher peake around os, we could 
distinguish ocoasiouel olompe of the cedar fire, the lope of 
which reared them res far ebors every other tree in the 
forests. From the crest of the Pass of this chain of bikU, 
we bed to descend about four thousand feet, first to t?ie vj|« 
Isge of Rske, and then to Moksem whero wo oncanipeJ. I 
bad succeeded eo far in defying tlie fever, which luckily 
was not yet very severe, by dragging myself along, and 
dvhiking a fow mouthfuls of water erety two or three 
bnndred yards. This, with the gresrt exertion required 
during the very steep ascent, fiindocsd a violent porspira* 
tion, which proved most beneficisl. 

SOrb Halted on account of the sichrfess in our 

' esinp. Wo had now to detenniae wbother'it was adrisable 
fov tbs two sick unfortunntes to proceed on tbe jnarooy, or 
to return to Mussnorse, The result was that severe 
Irsatmeht hf the fever, and abandeat eppliwkioa Of Qt^ine, 
whiebby the bye prodaced a remedial Csnr, -altnoet ea 
bad ns ibe disense which rt nentralixed, afforded a reasous" 
ble prospect of air of as bmog able to purewe the joupoey } 
mors particularly as wwkoew every 4ay*e prt^rees would 
Muiog: us into a better climate. Yesterday 1 had tried for 
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(be fi»t time b«iog* carried m a kiodot bammock eaUed 
a Puhdae, bot after'ihraa or four milee of it, I abaodoDed it 
IQ despair. .Tbe appearance of ibe precipices, aloDg^> tbe 
brink of »bicb 1 had to be carried, waa ao terrifying', tbatmy 
Deires, even ivltfa all my eicperience in inouDCain joumeyn, 
were completely at Zero, and'the biU men’ccnfdoyed ae tie 
bearers, thought ootbing of tumbling and faUii^^ «r of 
noniDg yonrlege ap against a rock or a ^e.» My next 
attempt at relief* until i recordr stnngtfa fee ascend- 

iag the steep prectpioan, waa to put a good broad 'be^t rouod 
tbe waist, aod fastea fire or six yards of rope or tape to eaeb 
eod of it. These ropea were pat over the skoulderaof three 
or /bur bill men, who went on ahead, and on whom now 
devolved tbe delightful duty of supporluig me in an upright 
position, leaving me little to do, but moveoa tbe legs. The 
relief afforded by this was beyond all conception»and I racom- 
mend aay one, eicMlarly situated, baring recourse to this 
simple contrivance. I used ii< occasion ally In steep aecente, 
up to the end of my jouroey^in December, end ita odd ap* 
pearaDceoceeslooedin Kumaon no little merriment at my 
expence, amoug Europeans as well as natives. One of my 
old frieods, of rather a Gcorkba appearance and, cognos- 
cAQl fAy^f^Qfpy, wbo once on a tiom did not slioRl a white 
bear when haougbt, used.wcall Itdrivingiandepi; fiaditop- 
iy wanted tbe long whip,to make, the turn out,an a^rd 
resemblauce of this.

T^de. la half ail hour tho ^vlinle horisou n nscorsrad over 
with clouds, which had rolled themselves Into onormoun 
masses, some of them as white as snow, and wore now lower, 
log tbemsalmdbwo oiitbe orerbangiBg peaks around us. 
1 { you have ever witnessed the bn rati ug ef a storm in ibe 
^jminale, after a sultry oppressive day of hast, yon need not 
be told dial it ie one of the sublimost icenea of greodeur the 
world can produce. The ever varying chaogee produced 
ia tbs shape and appearance of iho clouds spe rriagicaU 
their borders occasionally exhibiting (he ressmhlance lo htili 
and rocks and pesks, at one instant luminous, and, at an* 
o^fr, minghng into shades of darkness of every possible 
^ comHuatlon. They oooaaienally afferd a beautiful repre* 
saotat^OQof the varied scenery which is daily familiar to 
you Id your wanderings in the UimmaU ( ofisn and oAen you 
could/hnoy (hsin the idsntical endless ridges of cnounrains, 
and the multitudes of goigss and valleys over which you 
have to endure days and weeks of weary toil. The storm 
sooa burnt upoo us in all its grsndear with a few tremsodoui 
cnishea of (bunder, and strenms (not flishes) of iightati^ 
occaalMdllf desdelfding od the mountain eid«f^ One dleciri- 
cal stream buret almost over oar heeds; divided it. 
self Into two, aad, Uktng its directiOD aoron the river, 
shot Into the forest oo die bill tide yuef opposite our 
tent door, carry log destructien, as far as from appear* 
arices 1 could judge, to some of the devoted forest treea 
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I'lie Might of numberW BtBt«1y(reea laid tow by tbfl svhtle 
whicb'a travaller sees in the course of every day*a 
journey,is so well knuwu^ that I need uot again refer to ir^ 
I cannot say that we looked as If enjoying the magnifi¬ 
cent sight exposed (0 our view; our light teot afforded 
little or no protection against the torrents of rain wbiob 
the clouds bad let loose upon us ; and, for tbe greater part of 
tbe time the etorru continued, we were cowering under cover, 
sitting on our beds, in (he eznnlleet possible compass, under 
tbe shelter of uiahrellas.. This was a ludicrous contra it to 
die war Of tbe elements going on outside. We passed a 
most iiocomfortable evening and iiigbt under the wet canvas, 
niid our prospects of nn auspicious journey were very much 
at a discount. Tbe latter half of September, and Ibe whole 
of October and Kovember, in nine seasons out often, are re- 
rnarhable for cloudless days and nigbts in the I1imm8l& j hot 
here was aa exception with a vehgeaace, for this second timi 
iu a few-days, that we had been deluged with rain. Oa Ijie 
a&tU nod 30th, too, we bad observed tbe unusoal occurredch 
at this season, of heavy soow storms in tbe direction of the 
snowy range, which increased cur anxiety and fears for tbe 
result; ai'I finew^ that for every hour’s raio we bad in the 
lower bills, there would be at least three boursof snowott 
the higher ranges, ahead of us.

Maiiooros,tbe point from which we start* 
od, is aituatiBd OQ^pa^t of ilie great ridge of mountains which 
separate the Talley of tiie Juaiaa from tliat of tho BngeerutJ 
Gengaftadto reach Kedar Naib and Budree Katb. and 
eveitiually the Nepal frontier, ve had to cross separately, in 
Vuccsssion, not only every river, large or sniell, which, iaso- 
front the snowy range, unite in diiTsretit parts of the 
lower bills and form lbs great Ganges, but we had to climb 
up andficrsmbJe down every tremendous chain of mountains, 
that, shooting out, like spurs aa il were, from the base ot . 
tbe snowy noge, consiiiute the barriers which divide (be vaJ 
Has of dl tbeisri vert, ooe from another. This made cur ronlo 
4 weof nearly double did!calty end liboar, compared M’iib 
chose aelected along some particnier ridge, or up lbs bed of a 
river to one of (he Paassi, which is usual ly the practice iiv no* 
dertaking short trips in the Himmala. At tlie fibal Gungevi* 
Ter I found a land of bridge quite new to me, conaistlDg of a 
couple of planks, forty«dre feet in span, nnd each fifteen or 
sitleen Ibcliea wide. These were laid across the torrent, at 
4 height of some twenty or thirty feet above it, without a raiU 
ing or.stipporlo{any ktudoneiiberslde. The stream was of «• 
such a fizo, and foamed along its stony bed with sucb pre¬ 
cipitous fury, rbet no hninan being could have lived in it for 
, ten seconds ; to cross it by the bridge, we must. A abort < 
exaaiuatjoD of its construclioo, instead of giving confidenoa^ 
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only iocreiited our4itlik»to>(«so chore w«9i)oth>ng 
bul to screw up our nerves for an attempt at “ walkli^ 
pUnk.” We fouoJ, by the byOf several of tim men in 
service, from odier parte of the hills, sitting very dejectedly 
on the bank, with their burdens, eadeavouriog. to collect 
courage for a trip aoxise. Tbs sfgbt is enough, 1 cau oastire 
you, to unnerve auy jnan ; the hill meo are» geoeraJly apeak- 
iug, inJiAsrenteboBt these (Uageroua oontrleaDcea* but qr 
this occasion Isqw ssT^al very dark £scee wbirh .Lad her 
come uncotumoaly white. AOeryonget aboot a.tbircf of 
the way across, you feel every iRcUnatioo to uiake a d^iw 
rate run o^oT the remnmitig part of the distance, but the 
Vkllaiaoue elasticity of the planks give you worning of the 
impossibility of effecting your purpose by sucU euRK 
mary means. They cannot be called planks exactly, as lltey 
are Sr spars Haitsoed on one side down to the centre ; but 
they spring so much, even if you walk a little too fast, that 
yon stand every chance ef beii^ thrownovecbou'd, wbea«r 
ibiDg short of a miracle could possibly' save yon. « We. all 
managed, j^y some means or other, to reach the opposite aide 
in safety, and encamped at Kuitoor, close to a picturesque 
little tetnple unde;’ the shade ofa fine large tree.

Th« greotar number of oar bill porters were ns* 
tires of tbis and ibo sorroasKling villages; and we had nodiffi*^ 
catty m eompteriog oar cocaplement; although it was now in- 
possible to g^t up the articles ws had been obliged to leave 
at Moasooroe, for want of conveyance, wliich was ruoch to 
be regretted. We soon mode acquaintance with the inhabu 
tanU under these circuinatoiiees, and I think they seem 
rather superior both in physicil strsngth, as welt as moral 
feeling to most of the hiU tribes osar ilie snowy range. Ihero 
wesa total ahssnce of tbs childish sqnabblcaand ekmunrabont 
trifles, with which a traveller is so much peiascutvd in (he hill 
tillages. From one point ai tbs south sad of the viUsge, wo 
had a beautiful glimpse of the peak of the snowy rangSi up 
tbe glen of the river; (hey were nearly covered with an ow, 
which tbe Datives told us hnd bean fiUmg heavily for some days 
back, and that they anticipated a most severe winter from 
stich ID early commenrement. My sick semnt wot enrrU 
ed in the hammock during two day’s journey ; and 1 beliovo 
slept perfectly sound during its passoge across the two plank 
bridge. How 1 envied the Datives of tbs plains, their apolhy 
•0 eucb occasions 1 

Zrd Or/.—This morning 1 collected all the ropes in 
osmpand joining them together, produced a good etnut 
cable, which I bad itrelohed across the bridge, paraUel 
to (be planks or spars, at a conveDisDl height, for a 
railiog, and secured at each end by two or Aree 
men. This made the passage of Ois bridge cocnparatively 
easy, as tbe mere touebiog lbs rope with tbs band, 
gave a most comfortable feeling of seovrity. I would 
recommend any traveller who may hereafW select this route, 
to be well provided with ropes for rbe purpose; for, although 1 
had crossed many very bad bridges during my fonner tra- 
vsls in tbe Hiinmala, besides being pulled across large.ofera

and bth Oct.-^k contuiuation of the aacent of tbe bigb 
ridge of jeaterdajfOnding with the usual long and barmaa- 
log descent. Ob tbe 4tb, we encamped near the Tillage of Uo- 
wao, where we were again drenched witb rain, and eaw (be 
enow filing for hoiire on the beights around ur. On tbe 5tb, 
we bad three >iDOre of the pbak bridgee to croae. Tbe conatruo* 
tion of one of them orer a minor atream wae, for tbe snke of 
Tar letj I euppoee, wonderful!; improTed upon. The two 
spare were each about eereo iocbes diameter, and left quite 
roaad,besides beiogloosel; fixed at each end. Fortunate!; 
tbe epan waa not rer; great, or tbe rope, eren, might bare fail- 
ed here in giviog ue confidence. Tbe other two bridgea were 
OTertbe Billung riTer,bere divided into two branches; and, 
with tbe exception of the Bageemti Oungo, this waa tbe targ- 
eat stream we bad ;et seen. It was greatly swollen by (be 
mel ting of tbe recent ano w oo tbe base of (be an o wy range. It 
joins tbe Bageeruii Gonga, abont seren day’s journey below 
us. To«d a; we eooara ped n ear tbe Tillage of G u nd wane. 

6rA Oct—Our course now la; direct for the snowy range. 
We had to surmount the largest mouutain range of our tract 
called Pooaree ka Danda, which di rides the ralle; of tbe 
Billung river from tbe waters of the sacred Kedar Math; and 
imless we could manage to tnaka unusually long jouroeys, ire. 
were three days from tbe next nearest Tillage called Tirjogee. 
Oar eleratios above tbe sea, at our starting point (o*day 
from tbe bank of tbe Billung river, I calculated to be about 
five thousand feet; and tbe crest of tbs Pass of tbe range call¬ 
ed, 1 chink, Einkunnee Ghattee, 1 knew to be some when 
between tbirteeu and four teen thousand feet, which gave us 
a ladder to climb, upwards of a mile and a half in perpendi* 
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CQ^ar height. Notwiibstandlagthw arduous underfaking in 
view, we started in good spirits at the prospect of meeting, 
for the first lime during ibis trip, with abundance of sport, 
to shooting the beautiful golden pheasunt of the lliinmala 
called the Moosmi. In my former travels to the snowy rauge, 
when I went toKunawur, 1 had enjoyed lids sport more than 
almost any other, on the moonfains around Iluttoo and 
Kotguih, and Lad an impatient longing for a sight again of 
these oruaiuents of the forest wilderness. After seTeral hours of 
toilsome asrent, of four or fire thousand feet, ve reached iba 
boundary line of the domudons of these gorgeous birds, and 1 
aooo recognised the traces of my old friends on the road side. 
The moond being in the habit of digging up the roots of a 
Tariety of aromatie plants which fiouHeh bere, their bauots 
are at once identified. In a few ninutes, the well known 
plamtive or) gave warning of their ridnity, and, before bog, 
one of them took to wing and swept over our beads, down info 
tbs forest, with the velocity of as arrow from a bow. I do not 
believe (hers are many sportsmen who cooTdthiok of shooting 
lbs first moonal pbeasantthatcoraes in view. Should thesaa, 
at the lime, happen to be shining on the plumage of this 
magnificent bird, one is so struck wUb admiration of the 
sight, ^at be does notbtogbnf stare in astonisbmenf. Tbeir 
flight is most sublime. After tbs first flutter in risiog, they 
extend tbeir wings and make one majestic sweep down* 
wards, without apparently exerting a muscle or moving a 
a single feather, until they reach their roosting place in (be 
depths of the forest, perhaps a mile or two below you; when 
a repetition of the plaintive cry is heard, just as they dieap* 
pear from your view. Should one of (hem, which you may 
fiOi have beard or seen take to flight, sweep over yout h^, 
you bear a rushing sound like a rocket m its passage through 
the air, and the bird is gone, almost before you have had a 
glnupse of him . Tbeir flight, too, is so graceftti and eo 
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tie that it appears to be snlelf tlie resalt of rolition s 
vbiie tbe colours of tbeir plomage are ao brilliant aiij so 
Tariegeted utidef th4 dlfTe rent ebades of ligbr, that any au 
teropt either at painting ofdeaerlhing them would be abor« 
tite. 1 catinot ihhik of any thing so applicable tfl tbeui»aa 
tbe folio wtDg lines fi‘om Milton's Com us t

Often and oto> in seeing these proud birds nwiiomiDg 
above tbe foitst« and displaying tbetr matchless plumngei hne 
tide passes been euggeeted to msy that Solomon, in nit iiii 
glory, vu hot arrayed like one of these.'* Afier all our saQ> 
gnine expectatioDs, we succeeded iu deUroying only two of 
thaes denisens of the forest. They were in great abuadaoce, 
too/and not so wild ae T expected, but the troth is, I believe} 
we were ton nosteady, and too highly excited from over anxiety 
io eecurethem. Besides, I can eaeuro you (hat, to be at all euc^ 
cessful, you require to be in 11rst*r&Ce shooting precdca. To 
bring then down during tbeir flight appears, at 6rst,. almost an 
Itnpossihtlf^ ; and one of my compauions, oh seeing the flrst 
bird, accordingly eXchumedt In the qaietest mood of resigns* 
tioa, *' well 1 see I shall sever be able to knock one over $ so 
so use is trying." Tbs prediction, Jiowever, proved groundless. 
We encamped in a beaudful undulating lawn, just about tbe 
Hgbest limit of forest, near a shed built by the Rajah of 
Sraebuggur for sbelteciDg travellers during anow etorma. Tliese 
buildiDge are all over the bills, called Durr um sals. Here 
I took our elevation above tbe sea by the thermometer ; a mode 
which I have atwayS foui^d to be coMCt aaongb for every ordU 
nary purpose, and being so simple and easy, I think it may be 
yVorth describing for the benefit of those who may not have hap* 
peued to hear of it, or who may have forgotten it. Immerse

your thermoraeter in water, wfafeb tauit be kept boHmg on « 
brisk lire, leave it for aome lime, to let the mercury find ita 
level, and then observe tbe highest point it baensrh u>. On 
the present ocoasroo it rose to 193 which deduclrd from 213^ 
the boiling poiot at the level of the sen, leaves a diifcrence of 
18^ degrees; multiply this by 630 feet, the difference foe each 
degree, and the product is eleven tliousand two hundred and 
ninety feet, which was our present elevation. I had previously 
tried my thcrmoipeter on heights, determined trigonometrically 
as well as by the barometer, and found the Allowance of sis 
hundred and twenty feet, to each degree of difference in boiling 
tempersccre, to be as nearly aa posable correct.* Snow still 
falling on the heights above us, and bnug now fairly launched 
into the uninhabited wilderness, Icould not help feeling uneasy 
regarding the res alt of to-morrow'a jonrnoy which takes ua up 
to the line of perpetual snow.

7ih Oct *—After a night of aufferiog from severe cold, we 
started from onr ground at day light, the tliermoroeter at99? 
pursuing our Journey to the Pass of the high range wbicb, aa 
1 said before, liea between the fill Inug river and Eedar Xatb. 
We soon ascended above th« litnitof forest, and continued 
dragging ourselves along over ice and enow and ragged 
robks, of which there appeared to be up end. The path was 
occasionally lost, owing to the recent falls of snow, and often

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required a scramble vitb Lands as well os fleets to enable us 
to BurmoQoiit. TLe sun in (be early part of the forenoon 
wasreiy powerful, ani the melriog: snow, which made the 
path alippery, added to eiu difBcDltiea.4BuC to recom¬ 
pense, in some measure, oor l^urs, wa bad a view of the 
great snowy range, the parallel of wbich I suppose the world 
could not produce. We saw before us, liken turreted wall 
of marble, of which iho dimciisioiin secmod i in measurable, 
tbe mass of moiintnins from which tho Jumna lias its source, 
called Juinnootrse ; also Oungootree, Kcdar Naih and 
Budree Kath, and the peaks beyond them to the Eastward ; 
alt these we saw spread on t like a Panorama, niiil under 
peculiarly fovorable circumstances, the repeated falls of snow 
having clothed them in their wioier raiment of the most daz- 
zliDg whits. 

We were traversing one of tbe spurs of tbe bags mass 
itself; and every step we took shewed us how nearly we had 
approached the threshold of everia.sting winter. Tbe redac¬ 
tions induced by the gorgeous spectacle are no( (o be 
described $ eloquence icaelf, under the highest povera of 
language, seems but poverty in assisting to convey to the 
mind any adequate impression of its astouDdiog magnid- 
dSnee.- >)!! tbe monntams seem as if chained together, sup¬ 
porting each other in making a simultaneous effort to hide 
their beads io the Heaveos. This ie the gigantic barrier 
which baffles (he progress of tbe very elements them selves* 
forms the boundary line which limits the tropical sea¬ 
son of lud ia; beyond i i the rains do n ot ex tend, a nd the veasons 
of the temperate zone are at once established on the Noriberu 
face of tlire Ibe of towering peaks. Your admiration is more 
intense, when you recollect that you have before yon, at one 
glance, tbe fountain heads of almost all the riven which at 
once constitute India an agricultnrnl, ss well as a commercial 
nation of first rate importance. From these soowy monutaios 
rise on one side the Jumna, the Ganges aud tbe Kales; md 
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oo ibe other the SaHedge^ the Indue and Berbampooter; It ia* 
not, therefore, wonderful, that the oatWea of India should 
bare deified tbero by making them the roaulence of their 
Gods: in any country Cbey cnust bare been looked upon with 
feelings bordering oq venerafion, sod I hsre often tbougluof 
JohiiBOu*a Unee which are ao applicable to a spectacle liko 
tbis. It is indeed 

“ highly sad poK sad fit to make 
Ibe rsropsri of s Godhead dvoUiag.'* 

On it eye never wearies to dwell —it adbrJs a kindof 
enjoymeot which springing from the pnreet of all sources, 
die fonatain bead of nature, has a teudency to elevate tlie 
feelings of Ibe mind, and to exclude from it the working of 
all ungenerous and turbulent passions. You cannot help 
feeling as if partially elevated above mortolily ; the pride 
and tbe pomp, and the power of man seem to lie uoder yonr 
feet; aod yet a feeling from thne to time creeps over you, of 
shrinking from your own ineignificafice, in the preeenpe of 
such ei:amples of the stapendous might and power of the 
great architect of ^ universe. Wbat an atom in its system 
a human being appears; and bow bumiliated you feel, at 
baving ever expet^ed that tbe grati ficatjoa of your insignifi¬ 
cant desires and wishes could have been like any thing else 
but duet in tbe Balance, to tbe Creator of works like thebe. 
The heart, in which such aasociaiions could not be awakened, 
must be bard indeed ; and 1 indulged in them, as I bare ever 
done amidst the scenery of mountainous conDlriea-^tbeir 
iofiaence tend to soBen tbe memory of many pains and sor« 
rows, and on this occasion they served to bury for a time in 
forgetfulness, causes which had combined to induce my be- 
conoga wanderer fora second lime, after many yearn, 
amidst ^teee mysterious scenes of nature’s desol a lion.- 
iTbe threateoing appearance of the weather, ktrwever, 
which hM tcodsrgcais ooa of tbe sudden changtealmost un- 
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Icfin^rri bejood ibe botindaries of the HimimU, scon put so 
en<{ to the train of refiactioas indvc^ by (he coiDiaandin^ po> 
eiiioii ill vbicb w« ims^ioed ourself es (o be placed. They were 
succeeded by clbereof amors matter of fact kiod» as (he 
clouds wei’e fast accumulating over us, aud our elsToted 
Mtuation, dorlug: snow stamie, was one iiq( a little dasgeroue. 
We were now almost at (he luio of perpetual enow, and the 
rarcrcictioa of the atmospbero at such a height abore the sea, 
31 ever fads to prostrate the strength, ns well as depress (be 
spirits of theiiadfse, both of (he bills and plains. 1 observed, 
with a little alarm, oaeortwo mctaucee of its (aUog effect 
upon them ; this was an addiiloDa! anxiety, and altogether it 
looked again as If our journey was fated to be no propitious. 

The rarefied atruospliere first shews its efihets by bringing 
on a difficulty in breatbiog, and the bead gradually becomes 
heavy; tins is succeeded by a slight feeling of stupor aod 
apathy to what is passing arouud ; and lastly by a diszlneas 
and sic kness, wbicli not only Incapacitates the natives from 
Bay coDsiderabie exert Ion, but wakes their progress aloog the 
diffs aad the ^gsi of precipices, a work of some danger. 
Europeans saem (oeoffer from it io a very trifling degree 
coespsjed widi die natlvee, who attribute It, as you way bavo 
heard, to a poisonous wind (bis ka huwa) produced in the 
region of flowers, wUlcb ranges frwn aUnre the highest limit 
of forest, up to that of perpetual snow; and which ^ybe* 
lieve overloiidv the atiHOspliere with Its perfume. 

Accord!ugly; w e found our camp followers to*<Uy making 
less pr^rees than usual, uotwithstaadiiig a faeJiug of aiarau 
which VSB clearly abroad among Uietu, at the preparation of 
the elemeuts fu the iaipefidk^sttowstorm. M (bey ap|»are<l 
(0 be making every poesible eseyiloo to reach a place of safety, 
yet at uiaijy hours distance, we moved ou ourselves ahead of 
tbeui, with ail speed, with the luteniiou of lighting fires to be 
io readiitess for them the moment we mightagaia desosud Ato 
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tbe levei of forest, where we could obtain a supply of fuel. 
Oo crossing' (he Ghaut or Pass of this high range, we fbu&d 
ii, as usual, marked out by heaps of stones on each side, call* 
ed in Scotland cairns. Every traveller adds bis mite, in the 
shape of a stone, (o these memorials of perseveraucc reward* 
od, and L conformed to the custom, by placing one io the 
collectioii i having always enterUined a lightly superstitious 
levercnce for this harmless practice. From (he orestof the 
Pass where these calnrs were, we looked down on a preci¬ 
pitous descent ftom which we anticipated more difficulty 
tbau that of any day's jou ruey .during our short eicperience, 
as tbe saow had not only hid the path, but mode the fooling 
so insecure, (bat you felt as if walking on glass. 

We were obliged to be very careful indeed in our descent 
hero, for tbe slightest false step, if not recovered at the very io- 
slaiit, would have launched us far beyond ali human assistance. 
Ou getting over in safety tbe most dangerous part, 1 paused 
to take a look at tbe ground, aud tbe usual deception was 
more palptdole than lever recollect, of having overcome an 
absolute impossibility, With this deception the Himmala (nu 
welUr is familiar enough, in the case of wild goats and wild 
sheeps whicb are frequently seen scampering along the face 
of aa apparently perpendicular wall of half a mile or more 
in hei^t, aod you are oftau apt to be staggered in your be«* 
Kef as to the reality of what you see; but, ifyouexamin these 
eiiifs with a telescope, you can discover innumerable UttU 
ledges of roch which are invinbU to tbe naked eye. From 
&e top of the ridge We were travefsiug, (be large hill village 
•C*Oungnee was in sight. It is aituatod oo one of the 
tnOaptains which shoot out from tbe Guugootree mass, apd 1 
befi^ (he PilgriniB going from ibence to (he still mqrQ .ea- , 
cred 'Sedst Nadi have to pass thi'ough it. Formerly the 
inbabi taste were all bandits, who lived by the of tbe 

Pilgi^* and those ei^ged io traffic acrosg die Himmala 
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Passes into Tartary ; and there are a groat nnmherof unusc- 
atiy large auUtan^al bouaee in it> no doubt the fniito of their 
lawless profeuion. They hare bow turned (heir deatmcdv* 
weapons of offence into plot^h ^res, like the rest of the 
people of Hind oaten. Wt reached, about one o'clock, another 
of the sheds erected by the SreenuggurHajah for the pro tec* 
don of travellere from eoow storms ; lighted d rea, as we had 
again got into the forest, and sat down to rest oar weary Umba. 
We were iu a piece of comparatlro safety oursc!res, but our 
camp train was still more than an hour's journey iu the rear* 
and the 8 Q 0 W b^mning to fall onus hearjly, madousfeel 
TBucb anxiety for them. 

Immense falls of snow had, as we expected, occurred for 
maay days successi rely before our arriral; tbe aaderwood 
of tbe forest we had just entered, sad all tbe young trees 
were laid prostrate uoder tbe weight, as if an araianche bad 
passed orer them, and 1 nowrcdocted how thankful we ought 
to be for oar detention at Mussooree for tJie few days, at which 
we bad been so discontented ; for, in all probabiUty, wo must 
bare been snowed in for at least a day and a night, had wo 
attempted to cross this mountamous range, at aoy time from 
the 2dth September to 5th October. With two or throe feet 
of snow OD tbe ground no huoiaa being could hare kept to the 
paths,' and coosequently there was no possibility of adraBCing 
eren twenty paces of tbe desceni from the crest of the Pass, 
widiout the risk or rather certainty of either broakmg hla 
limbs, or slipping and shooting down aaonfatbouable rarine, 
iBto some madly roaring torrent with a cataract at erery ten 
yards. For die ffrst time during this Journey we fouad to-day, 
in tbe for^t, ahondaoce of black and red currants, and rasp* 
berries, their bushes forming the priiutipal underwood ; but 
iu this Ibad to put up wiUi dUappointcpept, iosignidcant as 
it was, like in erery thing else. The premature setting in of 
winter had destroyed tbe whole of tbe fruit, which, aJlhouglr 
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bang’ing; od the trees lo loads, was quite uniit to eat owiog to 
; tbe insipid sweetness caused by tie frost, and which makeo 

^ ite»en more nauseous chan when unripe. The foil mg snow 
; dUI Dot sQcceed in extingiilshing the blazing fires I had takea 

• care to Lave lighted, ainl for which w© had abaodanceof 

I fuel; $0 I sat myself dvwu on a stoue, mounted au umbrella, 

[ and impatiently waited for our camp followers to job its, 

: which they did gradually iu the' course of rather more thno 

an hour The hill men, being quite aware of the great danger 
they incurred by delay, bad made the most desperate efforts' 
to posh on. On finding all hands in safety 1 determined on 
making our escape doubly certain; and accordingly, after a 
little refreshment, started off, io the midst of the snow storm, to 
descend about sbe thousand feet) to the village of Tiijogee-^of 
itself alone almost a day's jouritsy distant from here. Our path 
wound through a deep forest the eafirs distance, connsting of 
fine fir, yew, oak, hone cheenut sad other trees; the descent 
▼ery sleep orer sharp pointed rocks, and ionumerable water 
counes of little streams of tbe clearest water. At last, we haU> 
ed with delight the first glimpse of a ham an habitation at the 
abose menficned village, of which we very suddenly came in 
sight. A month I had taken the precaufioa of hanog some 
little prepatafion made for our mote comfortable progress, and 
accordingly found a letter waitiug for me, very kindly sent by 
one of the Kum’oau Local Officers, along with a man, to be 
OUT guide to Sedar Nath and Qodree NaUi, aud to aswt us 
wher» requisite in die matter of supplies* Huts for our servants 
and hillmen had been constructed with the branebea of trees, 
sufficient to protect them ffom the frost, and firewood had been 
nt^ected; all which made this baiting place like a kind of land¬ 
mark in a desolate wilderness. 1 was nearly forgetUog to say*, 
that here we also entered tbe firicisb territories, and thatbi^er- 
to onrrowte bad been entirely m those of tbe Rajahs of Teree 
*snd Snanuggar. This^vus by far the most serem ^y'a work

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we h&d jet experieoeed, heviog been oa our legs ia incetetnfc 
zDOtiop from tiz, o'clock a. u., to fire o'clock p. m., eleven 
bo UTS) with the exceptioa ot ebout one boui’e reit et the travel- 
lee's shed, c« durtvUDsal. Dunng this time we had to make one 
geoesal ascent o£ about two thousand feet>iii a highly rarifted 
atiDoapherc, besides all the miuor ones; and a deseeafcof about 
e^kt thousand. The saBe termioation of the two last days' 
joujnejf as you lasj imagine, relieved the miud from a load of 
responsibility for the safety of so many hum an bebgG, and we 
could DOW enjoy ouuelvea aa far as our fauguce would permit 
us. The whole j^mp wu very soon a scene of comfort and 
chsorfulaesa. The expedition with which the Uttlo Cents are^ 
^cbed and the baggage arranged by the lull men, after a week’s 
preedee, seems Tua^eal.. They are uoUke thenadvea oftho 
plaios in rnaking every body's business nobody’s; they willing* 
ly asaisieaob other in wbatevexia going ou, so that by thia ays* 
tem you have every thing arranged in camp, in a very few 
ssinutes, in precisely the same roechiDieal order aa yesterday. 
After this comes the providiog for their own well eatned fivd, 
mrd.aiccor^^y a aimultaneous dispersion nf all hands takes 
^acft t tWA^y seuAds of vMcea ; thwhreslasgand msliing 
ofhsanckeaof trees inthe ac^ining copses t and soon after the 
the bUsiagaud oackliDg e£ muneroui dies, around which the 
diifeceDt dasaes ef hill men are seen collected in gcoopee. 
A alienee, proceeding from the enjoyment of their meda, doubt- 
leas a grateful occupadoo after a day of such labour, succeeds ; 
and lastly la heard tlm contented bum of voices which, in a very 
shoaOtime, dies away into a murmur, and then into a death like 
silence, seldom or eves disturbed till next moroiag'i dawn. lu 
hne weather, without sonw oo the ground or falUng, the passage 
of this chain of mountmaa would he the veiSy reverse of e hat we 
experienced; note difficulty or danger of any'kind, or even 
fatigue, beyond that of merely climbing up the locks^ in a 
rariOed atiaoaphere. 
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8 I& Oct—Surted early fbr our DezceoeuD^ofgrouid at the 
hot springs (called Gouiee Koond) ontheKedar Math moan- 
tun ; and in a few minutes we were on a beanUful road construct^ 
by Mr. Traill, the late commissioner of Kumaon, b direct de¬ 
fiance of the orden of GoTcrnmont- Of this more bye and bye. 
The change of scenery was iudeed Jelrghtful; instead of the 
gloomy pathless soUtodea of yssterday, we were trsTersing 
at once a forest, a shrubbery and a garden. The co^itrast was 
indescribable i we were now wandering beneath the arched 
shades of the woods, whicii were diffusing delight by their cool^ 
sass, thoir solecnnity and their cliarm; while the fragrant 
^ odours of the mnumorible little flowers, in every lane, afforded 
the most sensible pleasure. Tlic birds too were singing in 
every direction, and the rippling sound of the ctysUl strearas of 
water was constantly fiJUng on the ear; and still the tower¬ 
ing pinnacles of the snowy range were in sight, overhanging us 
in ali theii grandeur. The whole scenery'was so exquisite tha^ 
I could not help fceliog a kmd of bounding, exulting cheerfal- 
ne«, which is imported to the frame at any time when 4 he nind 
is suddenly and unexpectedly relieved from a subdued settled 
despwr, to a joyous sense of sanguine hope. Being on the 
pilgrim's roadfbr the first time, I ought, properly speaking, to 
have only-cotumenced my pilgrimage here; bsicad of whi^ 
Mr. Editor, I am gcang to end it for a tirae- Owing to 
occupations, I find I cacaot just now transcribe for you any 
more of my wandering notes 5 but you know that I -, d^all' have 
pleasure in resutob^ them, aa soon aa I can ^qvea|ent]y spare 
limsfoTit. Touare qu^ aware that I have written these 
notes gratuitously Co posa an idle hour, and for the purpose of

Oce.^We break fas led st (^nree Eoond, early 
in the Pioroing, and started for the Kedar Nnth Temple, a 
dislance of 13 to 14 miles of gradual ascent op (ha banks of 
the sacred rirer 1 the road sometimes being: almost on the 
brink of in chanoel, and sometimes nearly a thousaud feet 
above it. There are many points, where, from the road, 
although more than dre hundred feet above the chasm of 
the river, yon could throw a atone from one mountain to 
the other, aod we succeeded on one or two occasions in do* 
ingit. This will convey to your mind a better idea of the 
wild and precipitous character of the glen than an elaborate 
description, ^be gorge is tremendous; and coosideriog 
riiat rite mountaiOe on each side are of tea oearly perpend:* 
cular, ririog to a height of five or six thooaand feet, it ap¬ 
pears next to .impossible that they could be clothed with 
beautiful forest up to the highest limit of the iioe of trees, 
bat such is the case. Tou can imagine, after what I have 
stated, that the bottom of the glen is dark and gloomy; 
and that, if yoo choose to scramble down from the road at 
any point where the impending precipices nearly meat, and 
where there ts a profusioti of forest trees, you eaa at noon* 
day, with the sun abinirTg in the finaaoent in unclouded 
splendour, see all file !»ge stars as diSTmofiy as during any 
eight in (be hot season from March till June, in the pUina 
of Hiodoostan. Having witoeseed this fact many years ago, 
when fravelJijig in another part of the Hiiuziala, in a deep 
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gt«n excavated by arivar, I did not (bfak a repelctiOD of tbe 
expenment necessary^ because ibe fatigue iocurredix descend* 
ing and mendiDg is more thuQ tlic vaW of the specUcIe, 
when you have six or eight boura climbing in such moan* 
Uln paths to accomplish before sunset. 

At every t^o or three hundred yards, you see a stream 
shooting cat from Its source, and tuotbUng dotvo from rock 
lo rock, produciog a contmuous white (jne of spray some¬ 
times half a mile, aud sometimes double that in length. At 
one point there is a singular* cascade on a miuor stream : 
the water comes from a considerable height in as perfect a jet 
^ if it had been constructed by artificial means, and falling 
into a basin of rock which it has hollowed out for itself, in 
some pecaliar manner the stream again risee from it, almost 
unbroken, and, forming an arch, descends ou the road iu 
the shape of a most iariting shower hath. I consider this a 
very great natural curiosity* the first fall of ihe water into 
the basin is, as you may suppose, almost noiseless, and its 
starting a-fresh with a nearly unbroken surface appears most 
vonderful. The cascades in sight from Gource Kooud to 
Beemoodar.half way to the Keda r Nath T ample, are iuuumera* 
bte, and the noise of the great river below, to which all ihe 
minor streams on.bodi sides of the glen are tributary, is of* 
ten deafening; occasionally in the foreground you can catdi 
a glimpse of (be enormous snowy moantaia of Eedar^ at the 
sight of which every other object is forgotten. It was here 
that I first entertained an icopression of the possibility of 
aren the utmost graodeur becoming monstrous; and I as* 
sure you that 1 was positively beginning to get tired of gas* 
uig at the gorgeously terrific scenery, to be a spectator 9 f 
which, { doubt oot, many an ennui sick traveller of ourowi) 
distanttslee would give“ uotoid gold’*. During tha early 
part of our Journey to-day, we came upon the track efan 
avalattchs, which, had completely carried away the road.

at the foot of the glacier, re<)uiting you absolutely to bend 
back your neck and head into a painful posture before the 
eye can rest on itsaummit. Tbe first glimpse of (he temple, 
and die mysterious and terrific^looking mountain overlook* 
ing it, Blade ns pause and wounder whether ic could here* 
slity. No two objects more incongruous, could be brought

Tbe tempfe aUnde at a height of about twelre ^niaad 
feet above tbe eea ; the soowj mountain which orwhaQ|»it 
irlcB a wall, rises nearly tvoire tbooaand more, theaotii^ 
height of the iCedar Nath peak, abore tlie sea, being from 
tWQnkyHhree to twenty«fbnr ibouiand. The Hindoos used 
to eoneider a.man to .be sainted in this life, and iocs^ahle of 
conmittug siu, ifJM'COvId accoiophsh in iualife dme a piU 
grioage |o GungCH>tcee> Kedar Nath* Budges Natb, and the 
lakes of Maoes and Rakbes, called Manes Suroww «jrd 
Rakbes Surowur. The Idol of Jii^er Natb has been QQile<* 
brated for waste of human life, but, compared witb these pitt^ 
grisiagee, it is insigoificanC. The tales wbicb C heard from 
tfae .ofiqatipg priesVaitbe tempU of Kedar Nath, were 
heart {sndh^vlf^^tioer in a work of two volumes, which he 
pablisbed about tbe year ]il29, desoribee the sufferings en¬ 
dured by the pilgrims as follows: .*f 1 wavered between two 
** equally attcactive points; Gungootree with the probahitity 
of being eble to re^ch ICedar NatJi •, the acenes of the spd* 
dest of all tbe &tal delusions which lead their rictims, witfr

sappliea of grain collected for the use of the Pilgrims at 
diflerent resting places on the road »tbe latter of course 
panchasing it from lbs owners. 

yimy buodreds of (be misguided, wrp^esi, the priest told 
too, make this wonderful journey, without tbs means of par* 
moce than a mouthfid of food once iii three or foux 
days i Disoy bundreda of them are entirely dependeat on cbo* 
rtty. and trareUingundl their limba can no longer ke^ t(^e* 
iher drop down on tbe road, or m the snow* become atifen* 
ad by tbe cold, and unconsciously sleep tbeiplast sleepy % 
happy relief from their troubles.« Tbe loss of life. is. nor, 
boweeet, cocnparatirely small to wbat )t was fiftesQ yearn 
ago. Tbe late Commissioner pf Kuinaon, Mr. Traill, was a 
most enthuslastjc traveller in the bilb, and 1 behave iha fix^ 
Earopenn who ever visited Kedar Natb. He went through 
the almost Incredible labour and danger of climbing op to the 
Temple by tbe bed of tbe river, an undertaking which you 
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would Jadgio^ from pnB»t app«aron€«4, proDounco to be 
iiopottible,' oad jot all the PflgriojB of (bo daja of yoro bad 
to Bceompliab it, or die under the exertion. Mr. Traill, bdji^ 
in the ostioiatioa of the HiU people cecoad only Co Vishotw 
bimaelf, had not much difficulty in prerailing on the prieet- 
hood to apply all tbeir avasl^le fuada to tbe cooetruction of 
« road ; and accordingly from Sfeonuggor (o Xedar Natb a 
iplendid one waa made, with aubftaatial bn'dgea, orererery 
Hror both large aod araall. Itwaa also eostloued onto 
Sudree Nath, in (be face of obatacTea which, yoo would aay, 
coiidd only be orercoBie by (be application of all the meana 
and rtMaroee which the arU and sciences of the preeeot day 
have placed w j thio on r reach. In stead of tbit being tbe case, 
1 beliere there was not a single tool of nay deacriptjon used 
beyond (he axe and pick axe, or perhaps (he saw (f sever 
saw any of the latter, bowevor, in this part of tbe bills) and 
no other engmeen but Uie hill coolies, occasiosaUy superiiu 
tended by Mr. Traill, whop it is said, marked out wi^ a 
bafehet every mile of (be line oi road ia (be Eedar Guoga 
glens. To do (bii, it is said, be bad frequMtly to be pulled up 
tbs pAoipices by ropes, and to be suspended over chasms, 
tiiSTery sight of which would make you shudder, Tbo 
retaltis dta^alady might sow visit Eedar Nath ; nothiog 
being reqafnd but favourable weather, aod strong serres to 
keep up (be courage incroesi&g the land-allps where the 
road Ibs been carried away. 1 have already meotioaedsa 
instance of a very bad one, whm one of oa bad nearly met 
irfA a fatal accident, but a long rope lOetobed out and held 
fimly at each end, by two or three bill men, forms a sort of 
tafHi^ outside of ^e path, and gives perfect confidence to 
diw t^scTeller. 

T'he .mndoo rdigion is, at Kedar Natb, reduced to a 
aiale (Uprising simpUdty, as far as tbe high priest is 
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Hd itfnota be)^«riDany one of tbe fiotiotist 
for wbicb tbts oroed ioao c^ebraiod. Ho believes tB}j^ 
itx oDs aUpT^me Being, who, be say6, h neitber Seva, oop' 
Vufa»ao> atx Kriebne, xnr DeVo^ net Katee rfaot simply the 
cieHtM of tbs unrrerse, omnipotent aad aaANpi«se>e. Every 
naiiott Under the ean,be eays^fiave inreah^liWl one 6od, 
and all religloos are, in his opinion,of hetiao Institutron. 
These were rather startling docirines to broach at the Oery 
fountain bead of Hindooism, and under the nosee of dieir* 
majeslise Seva, VlWnaoo and Gunga; such a liberal philoso^ 
pber I waa quite nvpreporad fdr^ He ia a wan of great in> 
taUigeaer, said censidonble iaforMfiOB^^aatipe of the Ma> 
bd)areoa^» ead a Bramlo of vet^ Isighcaate/ He says alt 
Aie oeretaooiea obleh be admlcrisleiu to (hePifgrana arts per- 
feotly hiboeeot: he makes (hem go ihrotghafo# l^osMftane 
and a short form of worship ; reads comotbbg to IheUf.asIdch' 
they cannot understand ; and dismisses them with asiM^ 
of the vater of the eacred Well of Eedar, as they ohoose to 
carry. A boat the water of this Well, 1 bad a(oUg dispute 
ttfthhia). He wanted to mke me believe that it dontafwd 
tfsnory iirsplutbo, adswriog A^tbac if cauM «o^ ba o^er* 
Vise beemAO its ipecifle gnvUy 'ap^grbaier than that of atry 
ether srater iiV the world. With eOme degree of pride, he 
boasted of this Acred water requtrlog no voocheiB of'asat 
from him; it eouM be Itideotided at tite farthest eattbdtffy 
of the confine trt of India, merely by Its specific gHavify^or 
sreigbt (wnfao) A he calledit. The water of the Gaagee 
behfeld in thorongh contempt, beCadse^ at Gaogoedihe, the 
priAt bee te attach a seal to the vessel in which ttie Pilgrims 
carry aWay foe saerfd fiaid. I assured him that the miap 
era! in tbe water of Seder must be iroa and nct mercury $ 
Shis staggered hki somewhat, and he fetfiarked thpt, seWUral 
years ago, a Earopeao geottemau (the late Mr. ShoM, G« fo 
I think he said ) on paying a visit to the temple, told him the 
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same thio^. On anquirlog; '(^betherbe li^nged to retui% 
Ag;aiQ to bis own conntry, he informel me, co my great as* 
toohbmeot ^at he oouM not dare* to do it: that ouch a pro* 
oeedlog wonld render him liable to perpetani excluaion 
lV»m bta easte and kindred, and reduce him to (he ]<»Tel of 
a pariah. For this he contd gtre no good reason whatever, it 
eras duetoor be said; but I tblnb t got agUmpae of the truth 
of the matrer, which I suspect to be simply tliat,afts; un¬ 
dertaking sucb a rery sacred office, a &ran, in the opinloa of 
tbeee Brabmlos, ought to remain devoted to the perfbmiaoce 
of iU duljei during his whole life, and deserres to be shun* 
nadaadcxcorDmunicated were he to abandon it. The caoceof 
only Katives from (he Madras territories being employed in 
Shese sacred offices is, because, one or two thousand years 
ego. all shs Brnmins of Western lodia fovfetted their right to 
1>e admitted to the altars of these deities as priests, in coo* 
sequence of a grand rnUtake made in some important sacri¬ 
fice. Tbs whole of the prieata both at Sedarnatb and Bad* 
reeoatb, and their' subsidiary temples, from the Archbishop 
( Hawul) downwards, are Natives of the Madras side, and 
duafiy ftoiQ (he Malabar coast. They get a supply ofre- 
«Tui(n£t4B time to time from (heir own families and coooec* 
tions.' *. - « 

The numbse ^PilgTlcas, who aupualy visit Eedarnath, is 
from fifteen to twenty (boosand; and, strange to say, thar 
are prin<HpalIy satires of the uast distant prorjsdes. It Is 
supposed that focrnsrly, before tilt road was made, a very 
fiMk of these ever returned (a their bomes, especially of the 
poosetcUssof faoatics* Some of the wealthy and snbsian* 
tiatakaaes occasion ally visited the lempUs, and, having 
(Ds«w«f protecting tiiems^vcs against hunger and cold, 
tttfoed ^sataSy; but th»y are not so devoted lo pilgrimsges 
i^tlie poercf Hraoun Fukeers. The new road has sow 
j'cud^iiafiwtiaa laCnplof accaisible aU> aadin tiae dus very 
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of i^aebiH|^ ihom, vhkb at trrvtyoa would bo'dis- 
posod to Boy ▼ould be fbe iiutroneDtof iucreasiAg* trad exw 
teadhig* fevattcirai aod idolatry, wfll. lo a morel certan^.

ceeded by thoae of eathuaiatle tmrellers, like oarselver, who 
undertake tbi» jtratney of endless toil merely to have an op* 
porfobity of ad miring Hba slopendMa gnsdeur of the rt* 
gfdneof etenftl winter. Mr. Traill, t>y bii remoral of tbe 
gNats^bttacle in the way of a safe pilgrimage R» Kedanufa 
«ind Hudreenaib, hazarded hie reputation as a CbrietfaD, and 
sijbjecled himself Co the imputation of being an' elnminiger 
of pagan idolatry; but only in theeatimntion of men like Mr. 
Foynder, «/ho makes a monthly display of cant and bypo* 
criey at ihe India House on these subjects, Ibe olasa to 
Vhich be b^ongs having neither the foresight to ducensi or, 
'if they were to see is, the boMity to cmfm*, tha< the surest 
wny of letting idolatiy'die a nataral death, Is to make it 
cheap, and com moo, and easy of access. 

There eeems to be nothing approacbiog to axtOTtioo aitbe 
Eedarnath temple; anddecidedy nodilsg vary 
to the feelinga, with the exeepiloo of a fWw sbSpdest Bgeres 
cut in relief on the stones, and these yoQ might pass a ban- 
dred times wiihont recognising thetr mesning, uolcaa you 
wereprerioosly told of it. I did not ask leare (o eater h, 
wbidi surprised the priest not a Utile. This is a good phro, 

I can assure you, for many reasons. The ashing sfaewa 
ignoratice, and it subjects you to a refusal, although a very 
Respectful one 1 have no doubt. Thera are others, 1 need net 
•loeutiou. Altogether, the rational aimplrciiyof tbs idolatry 
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seeniUeseffd abofflloftiion^ of tbe same reli^joDt in tbe lovs(

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Kal«e are by the bill people iodiscriiDinateTy called 
Kailas, Seva k tbe god of generation ; in bis bamla 
ii tbe po^r of muUipIjiog tbe' buman race, and aUo 
of deatroying dt« c^abiJity of ha fooreMe. Hie anion w'itb 
Parvatrt having been considered indidpetsaMe to tbe welfare 
of the universe, one of the favorite modes of tepreesQting' 
him in Hindoo Sculpture is while in the act of recerviag hii 
consort from thebaoda of Eafoadeve, the god of love. In 
almost every mode of represeniiog Seva, as you 
gine, the symho]I are indelicate; but I do not look upon 
that, as many prasend to dd,asi any index of ilie morale of a 
great mtos,'ihe ol^cia of wboae mythology are so far above 
o«r coi%r^7enhioa. Id the worehipof'Swv i^at we oon- 
stderlo be ebsceiitty, they look up to wi& rinom adoration 
and reverence. * ^ 

Tbe god Viehnoo has bis chief mansion in heaven, and it 
is called Vaibaota; but he also resides on earth on* the 
Budreepatb peak, under tbe name of Kriahna. At Jq^^r- 
naiUwe find him under another name, Jaganatha. 

'Brahma cannot be made toearmte; be ie a pare spirit, and 
Mh chief*^eparCinect saeme to he te co M p l eta tbe Hindoo 
Trinity, His rank is superior to that of the other two gods, 
but be is the object of mtenral Ivorsbip, not of esierasd 
ceremonies. Seva and Viabnoo are scarcely ever ropre* 
sen ted without a lotus fiownr tidier in the naod or «» 4fceir 
seat. Tbe dower, singularly, held an equally importaDt rankict 
ancient Egyptian mythology ee it does among tbe Hkideo*. 
Kedarnatb is believed to be tbe only spot at tbe world 
where it naturally grows in perfectioo. in April St is found in 
full blossom. My visit to tbe temple b^g in October, I had 
no opponnoity of seeing the flowers, except to their withered 
state, boe 1 got a description from a friend, which made me 
deeply regret having lost aa opportunity of vritnasungtt 
myself. ./« 
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Tbe, a aboui cbe »Z6 a Isi^e ua^eup; light puT- 
pb below aod pink above. The $h:ide8 of the lower and cp- 
per leaves combine^ aod make its beeaty the more remarkable. 
The height of the shrub la about two feet, and the spur on 
which the flower is peodent drops in tbe most beautiful and 
graceful manner. 

You can Imi^ine to yourself an exteoslTe lawn covered over 
with these magoifieent flowers, and tbe iotoreat auch a sight 
produces. As the lioe of soow recedes in tbe Summer, the 
mass gives birth to myriads of them, and eontetines yoft ma^ 
see them growing out of the snow itself where It is not of great 
depth.. The pilgriuia nerer fsil to collect and offer them at tlie 
alter of tbe god Sera ; indeed so high is their estiiDated value, 
that tbe priest never offers any other present (numr) as a 
welcome to a stranger. I received them, in a dry and withered 
state, like'* the last rose of soiOBer*'. 

Id discussing with the priest the Subject of worshipping 
deities near tbe sources ef rivers, be agreed with me that the 
origin of it must have been the instioerive gratitude which 
the human race cannot help feeling for tbe fountains which 
produce streams that, In ibeir progress to the sea, fertilise, 
and thereby civilise, kingdoms wbicb otlierwise might bave 
for ever.remsinld wildernesses*—Seneca says, ** where aspring 
rises or a river Sows, there build altars and offer sacrifices.** 

In tbrs way the effects of a deity have, among semhharbaroue 
na<ioii6,oiWn been mntaken for the dhity itself, and hence tbe 
Gaines has been personified as the deity Ounga, and an ob¬ 
ject for idolatry. Tbe Nile was worshipped more less by eve- 
^.nation which it watered ; and very probably the modes eff 
worship were Identically tbe same, among nations who knew 
DOteSieQof the existence of each other. Among Cbriatsdas 
4oo;fii)oee(hing very analo^oas to the saperstitinD has eziated 
and.doeauilHt even at the present day ; many fountabis and. 
wells have bsenhODered with the titles ofSunts oaA Hartyrs

noire. My reason is simply this; that ! think aTaUnches 
voaiilbsmore frec[»euily detaobed daring day tkao during 
the n%ht,tbe infloenoeof the sun never failing to melt the 
snow, and thereby loosen the frul supports which keeptogo' 
tberjQ one mass many of the most tremendons precipices. 

At Chini ibe noises were nearly confined to the day lime, I 
do not remember beariog them during the night; while at 
Kedamach (hey seem to be as frequent during the night as the 
day. I have mentioned before, that half the little rivers which 
issue from the Kedaraath mountain are supplied from hot 
springs, many of them of such a sulphuretted hydrogen cha< 
racter as to create an inCelerable stench. I an therefore incBned 
to think the whole of the inCsrlorof the mnuoUio is a hidden 
crater, and the nucleus of confusion and uproar from cooftict- 
iag ToVcaoie agencies; and (hat themoises are of volcanic 
origiD; 

The seoendday ef onr stay, my two companions started to 
explore one of the snowy peaks to the eastward of tlie temple; 
tbeypiocesdedosbraYely, Icn^ after every native eeeoefche 
bills had Inft in terror at &e bit ka fauwa, (in rmBDj tha 
rarefied atDosphera) 'Wid,' by cntthig Ottt Steps fa the enow, 
mazmged to as^od a ftw thousand feet higher than the 
temple; but bad to descend again at the imoiiaent risk of 
broken necks, long before reaebing the samtnit. I ascended 
thfrbfigg oa the western aide, in search of woodcock among 
the pee* '.imokediately skirUng the line of perpetnid 
bcR I^asiH^ttceseaful; the early winter had diiwen this bird 
down In she gleoe...

Oil die lltb October, adieu to EedamaiU anil 

made a rery loD^ journey to Ukra Kotii, up'trarda of 20 
miles, iu the coarse of wbieb wa bod to deacand nearly e«?6a 
U^ousaad feet, and ascend at differeot limee ae touch as two 
thousand HLOre. At the hot spring Gouree Koond, found a 
pilgrim bad died during the uigbt, of exUauetiun^ and a fa w 
miles further down the glen^sa'w auother who had just ex¬ 
pired, lying on the road side under a wretched canopy of 
branches aod leaves, which he or some other pilgrim muet 
have made, a day or (wo before. His body was not emaciau 
ed, and from ovary appearance be may have been in the etu 
joyruent of perfect health : but probably hia journey of (be 
previous day bad been unusually severe, and the waul of food 
could not fail to prostrate bis strength to such a degree (hat, 
finding himself unable to reach Gouree Koond, I imagine et 
nigbt-fiiHbathrew himself down under ibe first shelter he 
saw, and w«B inttandy overpowered by ^eep. In (he sun 
the temperatare, daring the greater part of the day, must have 
beea nearly *100^; by midnight, or soon after, cha tharustto- 
ter falls to sert), and the victim haviog no dntbiog, tuft death 
was simply the consequaacw of coM.

main stream ui the dietrict of Moorsbedabad, one of the most 
sacred, too, again taking the name of Bageeruti. This ^ douht* 
leeaadupHcate oryvwiz 6 , ofthepicent liverofiKe samenamoin 
the Himmala. Ac the junctions of nearly all the strearns m the 
Himmala, which form the Gan^s, we find a Prag. Where dm 
Jamnaand Ganges meet m the plains too, the place is called

□ameof Allaliabad. Before leavjog, altogether, the subject ^of 
these rivers and Kedarnath, I must say a few words ii^ ^plan- 
adon of the attributes of the.llindoo God Seva, ii^^se my 
former remaiks might be misunderstood. 1 have, described 
Beva, asthe mndoo Qeity who procreates the huenau rsce, 
he is looked upon at the same time, as tbe destroyer, 
be^estroys life to re-create it. In the Tlindoo creed, creation is 
lepcodnction, there is no such chbg as annihilation ; the pro* 
cessof giving anew life to the world 28 by the destruc^^i^ of 
one, and tbe changing it into or re-creaOog it in anotlier body.

have been known b; tbe name of " Montes Parved.** To con* 
dude (btf anbjecs, Brahms is a celestial and onuiipoteot spiric; 
Viebnooiatbe Preserrer of the human race; and Seva is the 
pescroyer, ot Reprodocer: the three form what we may call the 
Trinity of the Hindoos. 

At Ckra*Koth wepieked up the spare bsggsge which we 
bad detached from Tiijogee on the 7th October^ ami on tbe 
12tb we pursued our Journey to Ookee-Mutli, olonga very 
beautiful road through foreet and oMucal shrubbery^ with 
oeeasioiud cuIdTstloD, tbe MeodagnueetiTesroUtug on below ua 
OQ our let^ with angoTeroable fury. A few milea from Oolcee 
Muth «e had to cross this river by a bridge of gtasS'Copea« the 
second we had met with in our Journey. We had now become 
so accuatomed to nervous coDtnraocos for crossing torre&Cs, 
and so hardened to danger, that the passage over this net work 
afforded ue an eicellent opportunity for amusotneDt. The 
swing in the centre instead of creatiog terror, had now hpeome 
nthor as sequisioon, and met with every ancotiragemeot on 
our part. 

Weconsideced ourselves deead^noughts, sod, likeciiildren, 
laughed at all our former fears. We relieved the monotony of 
ouraflemoon's journey, by getting the hUl nan In charge of 
this jhools to throw himself head foremost Aom tbe centre of ie, 
into the mighty torrent below. He dived to admiration, and 
had evidently been in the habit of proctlsiiig the feet fox years 
back. We pud him about seven Rupees for crossing ue with 
all out followua and baggage, incloding alao the erbibit ion of 
tbo above mentioned spectacle, but after all 1 • aearcely (biok we 
got the value of onr money. Eocamped in the evening at 
Oijkee>Muth which is tbe hssd quarters of the Archbishopric of 
Kedamath. Here resides the Rawnl, whose brother officiatee. 
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4t tbe Eedain^th temple. Tbe great dignitary viaiu it only 
oDce a year, and liras'the test of the time at this plaM in & 
more genial climate. His pulace is an immense ediSce of 
stone with a large court yard, in the centre of which etaods a 
very pretty little temple. He no doubt lires on the fat of tbe 
land; there are immense l^ucks of sheep and herds of cattle 
tuattorod round about this little land* of Goahsn, and tlxe 
villages are all caUivated. He superintends the whole of the 
jnghcer lands and viltages belongiog to the Cedarnath temple, 
asd manages the Police and Commissariat departments, with 
the view of ensuring protccuon to the Utcs and properUesof 
the jnlgriras, and supplies of food all along the roads for the 
support of such as can nlford to purchase it. Found his 
amioence, the Hindoo Cardinal, a most particularly stupid 
blockhead, and a sad contrast to his intelligont brother of 
Kedaroath, who, poor fellow, has to reside on tbe verge of eter« 
nal winter fur seven months in the year, and who is now, by 
some peculiarity in this elevated clicnate, fast becoming a 
victim to tiiat most hldeoue disease, the goitre. !t is really 
pmoful CO see a liae*lookiog, intelligent man sacriliciog himself 
in administering the absurd idolatry of a creed in which he does 
not believe. 

On the Idtb October we left Ookee-Mutli, ascended and de¬ 
scended a variety of little valleya and glens of moTmlaiii tor¬ 
rents; breakfasted at a cascade near the Nustora Durruibsala; 
and ended our day’a jonroey by a long but ratheir gradual 
ascert up the Toagnsth oiouiitmni during a hailstorm which 
▼e thought would never come to an end; pitching our tents at 
a4eaght of nearly ten thousand feet 8b«>ve the sea and close Co 
aDoxTumsal, situated on a beautiful uedu^ung lawn, inter* 
spersei^ clumps of die most stately cedar fira and other 
fine trees, wblcii gave iIk scene tbe appearance of tbe parln and 
domains of an English nobleman. Many of the cedar 6rs were 
twentymo fes a girth, and upwards of two husdted in height; 
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and &ll.kin<t6 of pheuants irere m abundance, but the severe 
Cold arielng from the hat) storm had driven then to Cbeir rooau 
log pieces, and vre did not succeed in springing many of them. 

On Dte *14<h October, ascended o feiv hundred feet to the top 
o f the P&ss which ieadsoTcr the Tongnsth mountsin, (hen down 
(he other side and on to Crobesur, another fst little bishopric 
belonging to the temples. Here is an iron pillar but dothmg 
tcmarh.olile about it. 

On (ho Id'h October, left Gobesur and descended to the 
VMmoo Gunga, ^sometimes, even up here, called the Aluk« 
nun da) which we crossed by a fine wooden bridge. This river 
is here rather la’i^r than the MaodagUnee below 0 ok ec-Muth, 
where we found the grasS'Ape bridge; the water has a sin¬ 
gular whitish green colour, and the precipices <^«rbangirig nre 
eOmposedofa kind of inarhie looking Uiue-stone, id which 
there are thousands uf bee hives, some in the rocks, and some 
hanging Upon projecting points of (ben). On firing a gun hens 
the echo wae most woixierful. We halted this day at the 
Pespul-Koih Durrumsala, 

Oft (he I6tli October,we continued out journey, as nsont 
sailing up'ftird down the rarbiesofall (he tributary rivers of 
the Vishnoo Gunga. along the bank of which wo were gradual- 
ly ascending towards Hudrb^halh. Encamped at a place 
Called Hi Hum, a distance of about 15 miles ftom our loorning's 
starting point. 

On the ly^h of October, still onwards by the bank of the 
river, which, ImwcTor, was generally one or two (iinusand 'fiwc 
below and after ajourney of 7 or 8 miles we reached Josee 
Muth, the resirlcncc ofthc Archbishop of Budrecnath, and a 
Im^e fiourishrng town for such a remote quarter of the nearly 
inaccessible Himmalft. W© were still two long journeys from 
the Budrecnath temple, and had to make similar arrangements 
regarding oui* spare bi^gage os we had done at Tirjogee, 
when in progress to ITcdaraath. Here are veiy fine foimC^, 
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Add A brau statue of tbe Hindoo Mercuiy, vhlch I should say 
is not the manufAccure of India, Knc most probably aq import- 
atiou from the Greek Raotrian Bmplre^botveea t*hich and the 
kingdoms on the Ganges there must havo evidently been a 
much mote extensive intercourso than liisEory would Iced ue to 
believe.

In my Inst I left otf at Josee^MitCb, where 1 mentioned 
that there was a remarkable brass statue, apparently intend¬ 
ed to represent the God Mercury; but some of the appeu. 
dngiee to it do not warrant its being: classed at all among tbe 
Jlitidoo Deities, indeed, it ra rather puzzling to hoagine from 
what nation or people it oould have had its crigia. The 
figure is represented with a pair of wiog^-^tbis would so 
for identify it with the Greek Mercury ; there is ^eo a kind 
of trident in the hand, and then comes the pnazleoftbe 
Brebmiiiica! or encerdoiol thread (railed sennnr, janwa, 
and soraeiiiDes jabnahi) which is part of the statue, aj)d has 
been east vefy correctly. These inconsistencies, and the 
mould of the face, which is more Groctau than Hindooi;i the 
fenturee, lead nte (o suppose tliat an exteosive friendly and 
commercial intercourse nay have existed between thehill 
tribes of the Him mats, aod tbe anoent king^dom of Bactvia, 
aud that ibe statue may bave been cast there or in sope ocher 
Grehk colony ; tbe actist giving a [ii\le scope to hie fancy in 
ila execQtion,and thereby producing a figure half Greek and 
balf Hindoo. I am not aware of any Hindoo god lo their 
whole Pantheon, having ever been represented with viDgs,*

^ Alter completing; the arrangemenis for supplies for three 
or four days, and the disposal of our spars baf^g^, we left 
Josee-Muth on lire i8th f^otober.* Tbe drat part of this 
day’s journey was a rniber steep descent of about two miles 
iotheVjsbuoo Gutiga $ a great part of the road consisting 
ofa splendid etsir«oaae 'of stone slabs driuly imbedded in 
tbe ground, and formiag a series of (lights of step«, the con* 
atruotioQ of which must hare been attended with no aiuall 
labohr and ex pence: but the temple of Budreenatb is rich 
and well able to pay for works of tbis description, which are 
not only useful, but add greatly to its dignity and iioportance. 
In little more than hal f an hour we reached Vishuoo^Prag, 
tbe junction oft tie two Inrg^ n?ors, the Visbnooamt Boolee. 
Tbis meeting of the waters, like that of the Kedar Gun^ 
Slid Balsookee already described, is a magnibceut sight, aU 
tbottgb ibcbaracter they are totally different; indeed there 
h BOt one featare in comraoo between tbam. Here tlie seen* 
ery is without any forest trees is adorn it; and you con Id 
sot imagine any tiling more wild, more rugged, or more un¬ 
earthly looking. A rock of en^^rmous. dimen sroiis some 
years ago slipt down from a cooslderable height, and lodged 
in tbe chnuiiel of the Doolee rirer, which, with all its mighty 
sorreiitoi water ereu in tbe rains, bas bees unable (a le. 
more t^e mass, althoiigb there are two or three reats in it, 
caused by the concussion against the rocky cbanoel. What 
» iiiagniffoentsigbc its fall must hare been t The obstacle io 
the bed of the torrent caused tbe destruction of tbe lirst 
bridge which was erected, and at present, a temporary one 
of (he most frail ami rickeCty kind is substituted. We ez* 
perienced some rutber oerrous sensations in crossing it, 
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notwithfitsadinf ourJoog; practice. Tiia Doolee UI thick con- 
sidarably Urger tL&n the Viahnoo <7unga, and is tlie lon^ett 
breach of the Ganges. According to some theories, {(ought 
therefore to take i(arank,geograptiicully, ns the true Gauges. 
Our journey took us up the bank of iho Vieliuoo Gunga which 
we crossed about five or six miles above (he I^rag, then 
a splendid 8ubsianiial road, coasisting ioraroUe or two of 
flights of stone steps, which soon became more tiresome to us 
than the usual inclined plane. At some points the visw is most 
terrific, and the scenery so hideous or what I should caft 
ghastly, that I can compare it to noilih^ else I have ever seen 
in the Hinmala. If 1 wns to try to convey any thing like an 
idea of (he chaotic features of (Ins g(en tp any onewhohae not 
seea it, I sliould aay chat it is worthy of being the avenue to 
the gates of the infernal regions an idea which laid of and 
kept possession of my imagination, during oar entire journey 
aloDg it. I think if John Bunyan, the autlior of rAe Pil- 
grimes progress, (I am a poor Pilgrim, at least one hundred 
degrees removed) had been an eye witnees of it, he would 
have described the imaginary termination of the broad way 
which leads to destruction, with fearful truth. Alt I had ever 
seen, or heard described, as dreary and dimnat, either in fic¬ 
tion or reality, fell far ^ort of the prospect around us in (bis 
terrific defile, whose piecipitous sides were sometimes mites 
in height, and tbeir nearly unfelhomable ravines appeared' 
like as if they bad been the path of all the earthquakes and 
oUier convulsions the glebe has ever experienced $*-«in share, 
there is be re a contiuuous development of geological won- 
den, of which I shall not attempt further description beoaose 
I am unable Co do them justice. Such scenery, ootwitb- 
etandiog its novelty, soon grew tiresome and mouotonoue, and 
we were very glad to get to our Journey’s and a few miles 
beyondthe village of Puadookesar, on an eacampit^ ground 
known by ibe name of Ghoortee Chars.

* Oo,(he 19ib Ooiober we recommenced oarjoamey along 
thebaoltaof (be riroTf which wccrosaad and rccroaaed several 
rimes; twice, at a fearful height above the wa(ar» on rathor 
frail bridges, as usual without any parapet: after a dreary 
ascent of many tliousand feet through scenery of almoat the 
saino uaearthly character as yesterday, we at last came in sight 
of the far4amed tempjp of Budreenath. The scenery during 
this day’s |ouraey had become so unintereaung tliat I repented 
havlDg come onto Budreenath at aQ;,.tbera baing, to all ap. 
psarsDce, nothing whatever to repay me for the severe labour 
uadstgoae, or fur the loss of raliiablo time which I was Milo us 
to have at my dltposol, Co enable me to obtain a saiall colleciioA 
of specimens of tlic beautiful pheasants and other birds of the 
Himtnsla. On arriving however at the temple, a most unrxpect* 
ed piece of good furtuae turoed .up, and led Co the opportunity 
> of my wltoeaeickg a spectacle which very few of the travellers ia 
these regions have had the. iuok toMe. 1 fbuad a largo on- 
cam pm eat of Chioase Tartars had, Ifo or three days previously, 
arrived at the town of Mans;; two, miles above Budreenath. 
'I'hey had been plundered of nearly all their property ^ the 
Sikhs or Sings. who.duxiDg the summer of lS41,ovenao 1,$00 
miles of Chinese Tarcary, almost without seslstsoce, and had 
fied to our territory for proteciiOD., How strange tbp(» at t|ils 
vary note, our fleece and armies were purauiug (he aame course 
(with the .differeace of our having jiutloe onouc aide) on the 
eastern boundary of the empire, as .the Sikhs on the wcsl^cA; 
and constant orders were being seat by tbe Emperor, oo the 
'J'ibet viceroyalty, to sumoioa to the defence of China proper 
the Tartar soldiefs, of the identical esmo tnbes who were Qo* 
patting tbcrosclves under our protecting wings to avoid 
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barbandes of ibe Slcgi or Sikhs. The news of our b«ag it 
var with China bad oot reached these remote tribes* bus thej 
koew of the pressing indeacs of the Emperor for soldiers i nod 
ODC of the Tartar Mercliants remarked die abeeace of the uaaat 
Chinese rigilance aad promptness in tbelrnot haviog sent 
troops to exact vengeance of the Sikh invaders. 

B; the aid of a 'rartar Mseebaot who hadoccaslonsU^ virited 
out hill territories with Merchandiae* and who could speak 
tolerably good HlDdostanea, I soon made niTseif at home 
among these wanderers, and passed several very pleasant hnure 
in their society, much edified by the iDteresciag informsrioa 1 
gleaned on ail matters connected with their country and Go-* 
vernment They are a set of merry joyous fellows, and the 
camp soon turned out the whole of ita inHabitaots of every sax 
and slse; we enjoyed as you may suppose many a hearty laugh 
at each other’s pecuUoritiei. There was one very respectable 
gentleman among them, a Lams from the grand temple at To- 
ling. He appeared to be in good circumstances, and quite the 
scholar as well as the gentleman and soldier. He said the Ta> 
ear tribes could not withstand the Sikh tovoders, ior want of a 
leader. This waa really and ever has been the case; rite Tar¬ 
tars make good soldiers bus vary bad generals, and when there 
have been a&w excepiiooe, they have always been victorious.' 
The conquest of Jengbis Khan; tke Tartar invasion of Chlna^ 
and that of Nepaul, are instaacee of this ; and there are a 6e* 
others of less importance. They wanted us to return to 
Tartary with (bem; because 1 bad e:ig3r6ased sny abbor- 
renca of the Sikh barbarities and promised to figbt Co tbu 
last againbt them, assuring me ihaC every tribe far and near 
>fonld congregate under oar standard, if we 'would only head 
then as leaders. Tbia idea was too absurd at auich an ad¬ 
vanced period of riie season, wbeu the Paaaea were about 
being cloaed, to be entertained, but had we bean ns ManH 
eomewhsrt earli^ very little wonld have rempted me to thr 
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«nterprife, and it m if lit ha^^, beacon 00I7 bnnwa* aoded id 
oareArninf for outsoItm tbe rank of MandATina, wiili a 
whole stHnf of bat^nQs^ &c. 'See.! It roust bf rccoHeeted 
dratodr Coremmentliad ordered tbe Sikb»(a remonstranor 
U quite e(|ui7aleiit eo an order) to iHfbdraw tbeir troo]>s 
from CbmeeeTartnry : and that the}'bad on oneoccaaion 
ploodered a part of our territories on the Kiimaon frontier; 
60 I do not beliere 1 should have run the riak of their dioploa* 
flare. The Toling Lama, ofVer onr departure, obtained per* 
mission from the Kiimaon authorities to reside at AhnoRj 
till such tine as he could return to bis offci country. * Tlie

At BedreenaCh, ae at Eedarnath, I was vecy much stouied 
wkh ihe libeeslity of the Bralimina in tbeJr religious views, I 
happened to get two oldgentbrnen of that toith, dependanta 
of the high priest, to accotnpsny me to Mans, and to (he 
course of convereadoD, after their describing to me tbe superb 
temple of Toling which they had gone to see some years be.

ask theta if they had made their prostrations, offerings (dorsua) 
to the idol in that edifice, slid they confeased to having done 
so, without -any hesitation, 1 thought to myself (hat, after 
Mch Aa indulgence, they might just as well go to prayers with

raio,irrigated the ground ae effectually as tbe plentifal peru 
edical showers of tire post'd Uuvian Forid. 

The sacred author of the Pentateuch could scarcely be ex» 
peeted to have recorded shu fact as a Geolo^B; bfl laust 
hare done it Mthsr by inspiration, or ODtradiiional attdwrity; 
and if by tbs latter, only, lb so tt is roey etsoog coHatetai prooT 
ef the truth of eyety tbiag ehte he baa written. Having darrog 
tbe whole of my journey, felt the want ef a little more kaow-« 
ijT^p *£ Geology, I should take care uot to uadettake another 
widMof Vy 0 remedy that defect, by which half tlie intecest

Xbeee exists a oonaidsnible oade aerosait irith Tartary, in 
Vfi^, grain, sal^ &»., and tbs rillage of Naetee is to tbe Nee* 
tec^Ghati, what the sm^ town of Mana is (erthe Pus of that 
nastf, Ti&, a summer commercs^ entrepot, I heard ffist

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Mans. AfteraotaeliitU difficulty in ealteting a padi iovarda 
our future vfu>d«nng8, we proceeded in the direction of the 
Piikoonta cnountara, Tift Ra^ooCf a srnall njlag:e near Joaee 
Mu tit, and after n Walk of dre or iit miles encamped near tha 
yiliagfl Af Mi^. Here tl)ere are a (bw chiateta of gigamic 
oodaT firs (deodar) moat of them about twefity^dre feet in 
l^rdii and upwards. 

The next nornbgf (the ^Snd October) we madea abort 
journey of sex or sereti miles to the village of Tooogasee, which 
lies eenboeomed, aa It were, among tha moantains itiavery 
lavely situation. Deep foreet surrounds it at some distance in 
almost every direction ; the bill sides dope gently down towards 
it. aad'nche Vunaity of the village, they are rich widi euluva- 
va^on. They give rise to inuumerable eprlDga, which descend 
into thebeautifal little valley in many rills of'water, clear as 
crystal, which at pleasure can be turned late every held for tbe 
porpoaeof irrigatioD, oc used for the rndc mills fbr grinding 
the corn. Two or three miles below the vlllnge, flows the Doolee 
river, whose uncearing roar fnlla distinctly on the ear in theatill 
of the eveaing, aod the glen or gorge 'which leads up to tbe 
Neetee Pass, is visible for a long distance into tbe snowy range. 
The cbicore were swarming in every field and on tlie hill sides, 
which for some hours echoed to the reports of our guos. Our 
efaooting,* however, was most infamous, for after all our oxer* 
tiona we did cot get above three or four brace. The birds never 
got up in CO vies of less than half a dcaen, and someiio^ee' by 
ftwee^ea and thirties, which, as is often found to be rite 
oasa, iputosoff our abootiog most efiectoally. VAy good 
h<^yis generally produced in aboodftoce at Toongasee, 
bat 'tbia season, the'hivea wnrea’^Total failure. 

On the mormt^'efihe^d^lcftubar, we left Toongasee and 
ascended the PiHtoftnn rangie tbiWgh a con tinned forest, 
which, in add I don to tbe usnal variety of beautiful trees, cod* 
taioed an immense aomber of tbe filbert and walnut, a 
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filberu Ibad ever seen in these bills iti snch abiindsDee, toe 
fruit bdnv all eound, instead of worm eaten as generally 
the case. The monkles apprnred to beiii cbousands, and ell 
colleetedco eUre at ns with ostonisbrnent; pntling me in 
loiod of schoolboys let looee for a holiday. As we ^reduHlty 
ascended, the soun U of our old friends the Moonal plieaaants 
were ocoaslonatly heard and we shot a brace of male 
Ata height of about eleven tlioueniid feet above tbe eea, we 
emerged fj*ozn the foi^est, on one of those indescribably 
beautifol open glodrs, wbicli we oecaeloDally fall in with 
ID the rugged Elm main, and which by liic strong contrast with 
the savi^e grandeur around them, hx thcmsolvee on one's 
memory, like bngbt island spots in the wide |.iid dreary ex^ 
pause of the ocean, in tlie recoUcedon of tbe marine)'. This 
undulating lawn possesses more thau usually iotereseiog 
features, because, on the brow of tbe overbaoglng mountaio, 
tliefine forest continues for several hundred f^er, (ill it ends 
in a belt of the lovely green rbo<lodendron ^of the stunted ' 
kind) from wblcli, in ascending, youemei'geat once upon tbe 
white snow*, and it, again, is variegated with potebes of light 
brown grass, and dark coloured moss, wlkerever there are 
springs of water. Scarcely any ofthebicob shapeless rocks 
and frowningpiBcipices which are so com id on in (he BimsiBJst, 
break in upon tbe view. 1 twice ascended to tbe snow ia tbe 
course of the day, and could not help runniog and skipping 
about upon it, even witbont any object in view, except ibat it 
Was so delightful to gets sheet of level or gently sloping 
ground covered over, that we could not fail to enjoy it. Vfe 
also beat up the belt of chorlodendron lu search of the scarlet 
pbe«ia«t, of which we saw tittces about here. This bird !e 
sometlaes called the Argus, and sometimes the scarlet breast- 
ed or spotted pheaeaat. J believe, however, it more properly 
belougs to Ae turkey tribe than to the pheasant. We were 
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utigacces&rul m springing <a4 coocluded tbst th& Uu 
repeated faiU4>f aow had driraa tbaro down to tijo loxver 
f«ra of the forest. Larg« ftocka of are brought to thie 
glade io eumoier, for the purpose of gi^iagi aod we found 
aocBo of the ebepherde’ temporary eheds elill etfoding, with m 
abundant supply of dry wood for fuel. The people of «ur 
oarop.niustenog eboutehundcod msn, by way of having a 
lark* took it in to their heads to roll an emornous dr tree, 
wbloh had withered and fallen, trom the edge of the foreit 
into Uie centre of the lawn close to our tents, and heaping 
evsritloade of dry branches they set hre to it, and lighted 
itp such, a bias lug bonfire as* 1 dare say, the genii of the 
Bioiintunt around never before wkoeesed. It leeied the whole 
night, end was very wclcocne to oe sdl, fi>r the frost was 
intense and tlie thermotnyer lower than it bad yet been 
during our journey. 1 called this lovely spot '* Snolara 
Pork.” 

On the S4th October we left our splendid domain at 
Koolare, to ascend and cross the range above us by (i)e Pass 
of that Aame< This led us over one of the shoulders of she 
^jikoonta range, ate height of more than twelve tbausand 
fisst .above the ea, The view in every dweotioa is moat 
maguificsot, beasing & oesamblaiwe (o ^at which I have 
already described aa vjsihle from the highest poioi of the 
Pooaroe range, above the vUlage of Thjogee. loaed pot 
theneibrerepeet it again; one dascpiptlon will aaswe? fbvbptb* 
?no 0 ) the crest of the Pans we had a steep descent diet hy a 
dmpecaigzag OAtbehare mouBtshi ^e, and than from the 
lunA«f«dtalbf6stUire, uader the ahade of the usual variety 
of 6BetBsss, dewo.to a aoiall toiTOTt of the forest water* 
Here wabsea^aatad, aadagain sUctedaw oyaaseaotcoaooa- 
uderable height, riU we reached a Pass iaadicg across another 
shoulder of the Pilkoonia range, at the highest poict of which 
wecamoqaelghtof the small village ef Paoa, wuatad ja a 
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toinethinguBiiiir to Toongane ibove 6ei^ 
cdbed, but muob ioftriop in point of surrouDdia^scefiery. We 
MW aumben of reoonalfbesMnts to-day, aod one or two wore 
^o( by fiiy companions, but they fell over such precipices 
ebst St was inpouible for any one to read) dsern. This waa s 
loBgend laborious day's jouesey, aod we did not readuhe 
vill^e of Pans till lale in Uie afternoon. There b an exteoslTo 
vftlby around it With a good deal of cuUivadon whidi can bo 
irrigated thoroughly froai the many little riraleU { there is 
also 6ae boaey produced abundantly in good seasons. We Mb 
icon rite morning of the 25th October, and descended to a line 
atceam called the Birehy which unices wUb riic Altdcnunda bO' 
twe« Oobesur and Funkee*Muth, wheu wc had formerly 
crossed it ou tbe 15th October. Just befw reuchtog die 
river banks we espied a large hereof wild goJC ia an appar. 
ently inaccosiible aitustjon^ on di&, Co our ^esigbt» iDsttbsaa> 
tically perpendicular, and yet on our opening our rid a fire upon 
chera, they jumped and skfpped and scampered off in every 
direction, with as much ease and utdifference to danger as a 
berdofantelopea m the plains. Some ofthes bod very narrow 
escapes, and would have fared badly bad we been nearer tbea, 
but they were beyond rsoge, and of course our diaace of killing 
one very slsader. 1'he whole b»d had bees down, only a Sew 
minutes before ouf arrival, co drink at the river, which made 
iheir hair-breadeh escape from us ^e more CMtaluring* We 
breakfasted on the river bank, and tfaes oommesMed she ascens 
oftbenortli side of the Eatauea Goonee luge of mounUdos. 
&aen after surung, one of my cocop anions was seieed with a ve- 
ty severe epileptie fit, in a narrow path and iua roost daugaroua 
siluation. We soon succeeded in recovering him, but he re- 
maiofidia 4 weak state for aorae days. We eaciimped abeac half 
w«y upthlsrange of mounudos, in u deep forest, wj^ rein aad 
hail ssd snow faUing. In the oveoiog the eloa»ds olaaredeway, 
end aheaced^daMiKM the xQouotauis above us, whkh we had 
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to crosdnext dajs covered over ivliH a csdopy of eaov. Tbe 
distioct limit dt which the enow ceesed to shew itself on the 
tTWSt wee eTcanheble sight; the ehedes of the wbiiened end the 
detk green foEest (lid not mingle grsdually into eech other, ee 
ycm might e)tpeet, bat ell et once, ae if* nuthemstic^iy 
etra^it line lied been drewn, the ooe ceeeed abruptly end the 
other took its piece. This m&y be owing to the dilP(9r«at strs- 
te, snd the r^uler succoeeion of djffbrent trees in diaUDOt belts, 
e^rery seperste species having its own particular fevounte elofs* 
tioB; and some kinds of them, as well ni of Ujestratskof 
rocks, having more copsdty for retain lug heat sufRctess 
to melt tbe snow than othent or, in other words, tiioir 
ehjotrrcal actions or influences sre diflcrcDt. At tlie com. 
mencement of^e line of separation between the tree retain* 
iegthe snow nna wfiere Ic bgd totally molted, the forest was 
quite as white as the sumuit of the ridge, nearly two (housaud 
feet higher up. 

The tnoniiog of the S6rh Oct^ier was bright and clear iind 
cheerful, the sun rising lu an unclouded hnuoment, and we 
glaifed iu unusually good spirits, nut a little heightened hy the 
aeunds wbicli greeted us on every side, the movnal and koklaas 
pheosaeta all chattering, as if they were hi ldlng a jubilee. 
During tbe ascent of the ridge and descent ou the opposite side, 
we shot one of the scarlet or Argus pheasAD is, sod about balf 
a Josonof the Moonal or golde)). One of my companions hud a 
dog who had trained himself to delight in putting them up, 
and we witnessed a strange incident showing tlie strong.disiskc 
these birds have to tbe canine race. Tbe spaaie) sprairg a hen 
rooooal wbicb, sfcei afew angry screams, flew into a tree 
A short dsetatce frMn where we stood. The bird had 
DO attention so space for os, so we remained quite ud* 
noticed while she was occupied' in watching with her 
eye tlie movements of poor Dash, who itad disturbed her 
momipg'e feed.

Oil deecoiiding the south of tbo Ramnec Gooneo ridgo 
al>out a thousand feet, we came upon a beautiful spot for our 
oncAisping ground. It was ous oftheainaU lawns already 
duserihod, situated on tbe margin of tlie forest. This spnt on 
out arrival WAS swarming with tbs moooal plieasants, which 
were riaog every whore like snipe out ofajhod, but all i)u* 
youd range of the gnu. We saw, however, such a gou l 
prospect ofsport bsreaboots, cLat we (letcrmined or halting 
four or five days, and made our arraBgementa accordingly.

1 prepared here Dearly a dozen beauuful epecimene of the 
mooual; which, coDsidering (bat oot Biore cbsu half tbe blrde 
ahot are fit for preservation, owing to tbe skiut and phunnge 
gQtdDgmjured by the fall of such a heavy bird among atones, 
I looked upon as a fair rocDQneraCion. There is a plant with 
a soft aromatic root, growing in abundance on the o^>en gi'cniid 
where we were encamped, wideb must be a great favourite 
with these birds, for even the sight of our tents and tise col* 
lection of people about ua, did not deter them from cotning out 
of tbe forest in sight of nil, afid fbllowhig their usual ocenpo' 
fion of diggiog. W'ehnd now so much game in our camp 
that we were becoming fastidious in its cookery, and beg ion log 
(0 exerdse our ingenuity io addiog to its natural qualtcies by 
the aid of the art, cuisine. 

After giving several importiot experiments fair trial, weearao 
10 the coucluslon that tba'Moonal pheasant ought first to be 
skinucj, then kept fur tltree or four days, uud lastly stuffed 
with rice aocl boiled t not too Hula or too much, but exactly qs 
it ought to be; thb can only to be acquired by praotiea. If yon 
can at the same hme sport an Eogltsit hermeticully scaled 
hazD along with tbe boded moonal, than I can promise you 
that you will ever afterwards hold turkey and liam nc a du^ 
count. A kind of Domioie Sampson soap made of moonnl, 
koklas5,cbleore, and BQow pigeon, all cut up, boiled to rags 
w ith sundry other spicy iogredients, and smoking out Uttle 
tens with its savoury steam, was a dangerous rival to the fint 
mentioned dish ; particularly wbeo the evenings waxed a 
little cold, and we could not, like the Yankees, get the tbermo- 
meter to regulate tlte weather exactly to our liking. Tbe 
mas that could not dine off either of these Inventions I would 
aocerely despise ;aye, evea if be had not a drop of the 
“rosy” wilt which to dilute them. Our “rosy" had dege¬ 
nerated quite to the level of Dick Swiveller’s i we bad neither 
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/leer, wine, nor brandy» and the only ramaining compound m 
wliich we could pledge each other, was a mixture 
horrible to relate roc UoMunde^or t^eneva, hut re^ 
gulai* cliorough.brcd blue min, and the watrr of the Kamnce 
Uooiiee ridge. We did not, like Dick, need tlie rosy to pro¬ 
duce the bulmy, tho (reading the Maat/ (foresia in Oils in« 
stance) never huled to protlncc iu Daring one of iny cx- 
'cIIramiie upwards into the foreala hereaboate, [ Inxt my way 
ill n jangle of reedy bamboos, known by the name run^o/, and 
did not succeed formally hours in(indliig a path leofling in 
tho direction cf onr cninp» l1iu troo^ wci^e nil ouvored in ore or 
less With snow vbich the kuh was iiioUbig, auci thiN made niy 
situation liinst iitirAiiufurlahle, for no ordinary fall of ralu 
coold have dreiielicd me niori^ thoroughly than this half freoz 
iiig shower bath. The sen riot breasted pheasant must be in 
great aiimbersin those rungal forests, for the secluded parts 
of it were all dug up by them for roots, exactly as if au in* 
nuuiemble herd of wild bugs bad been at work. As you can 
only sees few yards before yoiiln this jangle, and every step 
you take is heard, owing to tbe rittding of the baiiibooH, (liorc 
is no chance whatever of getting a oight of them. The Ram* 
nee Goones range Joins tbe snowy raogc, of which it is, in 
fact, a ramibcatioii* 

On the doth October we struck onr tents, and wo may say 
left the snowy range, where we had now been for a mouth, 
descending lo tbe village of Ramnse; then on, vifi Kooinjuk,to 
a village called Banjbagnr, near which we encamped. There 
was nothing of interest during today*s journey with tho ex* 
cepticn of oar crossuig the stream called (he Nandsknee, 
where a young lady, Miss Saloioa>met ber melancholy death 
many years ago. Tlie bridge was of the usual coRstruction in 
Kuroaon ; two spars of fir, four or five feet apart,* thrown 
across tbe river, with planks nailed down to ibein ; and where 
spars are of any coDiuderable length, ofcoarsothe spring in 
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the centre is greats ec umch eo that cattle have swnctimee 
beeu thrown offia w)Ukiiig actoes. Mise Salnoii, aod, I be- 
lieve, a Major in crossing, began Tory imprudently to 

amusa ehemselvee with its elasticity, when, ehocking to relate, 
withooe crash the entire bridge fell into the ri/er. Mujur 
{{. was immediately waahed aalioro. and Miss Saliiron was 
swept down nearly two mites where her remains wer** 
found. TheriTcr, I belie to, was at Uie time much swollen 
by roir), and shooting along its stony bod with the swifmeaa 
of a rocket; tbe escape eren^ of Major H. was, therefore, al¬ 
most miraculoGT^'. With the recollection of such n dread- 
fol termination of a pleasure trip, this spot possessed a mel¬ 
ancholy interest, aud I could not help lingering about it. 
and faHlugiiito a tram of me<litatmu8 on the uncertaluty of 
human life. None could hare onticipateil that this human 
being, who had scon (he cuoriiing arise m nil tin brlgblncsa. 
was fated neTcr again to see the fall of the .^liAfles of cron- 
iog. To think (hat the frame which, that mor/iing, xros .an- 
imated with life and spirit, should in a fow short minutes 
have been shattered into aa almost shapelose mass of clav, 
gives rise to maoy sorrowful reflections; and yet, as Jioz 
eays,'*tf one deliberate wish expressed in solemn terms 
''above this bed could call her back to life, which of us would 
“ daro to utter it,” 

Tbe subject btiugs to my recollection life pathetic descrip¬ 
tion of poor Nell’s death. "Sbewas dead. Dear, geatie, 

** patient, noble Nell was dead. Her little bird-<» poor 
“ slighttluogibe pressure of a finger would have crushed, 
was sUrriog nimbly in it’s cage; aud (be strong heart 
" of its child tnistress was mute and motimilesa for ever.’' In 
all probability tbe above melancholy' oatastro^. the work 
of one single instent, made maoy a heart heavy for weeks 
sod months, but such is our tenure of life. There was trot 
a.bimanWng in our camp mustering a hundred souls wbo

Leaving Panjlwgur on ibc morning of tbo ^di Oouiher, 
VC crosaoci 0 nitbor lilgb moutituin riJgo ami dnscomliHt to 
a vilJagfu cakod Siinkotli, wbero wc baited ibr Uic rest of tlic 
day. tlero one of my coinpaniona r^bot soioe very tine 
Aiii|>e, larger and difTertog iti plumage from ibo snijn* <»r thu 
plains. Tliey look more like voodewk tbaii xi)i|K: and 
probably arc n mixture of bulti. 

On tbe I St Novcmlier wo ma<lo a Jong dny*< Jiuirm-y 
tiirougb a lidcrakly well ciddvatC'd country, osroiidbig nod 
descendiiig as usual (ill «a roaclisd tlic bankS of (lie riiulirr, 
a magnificent stream, and tlie Itmt of the great rivers (or 
'small oitber, I believe) (bat are tributary to (lie Gangen, 
wbicli we bad to cross. It fioiva quietly and majestically 
along a wide valley, rich with cultivation, and it cUiins the 
honour of linviiig its source in tbo bigbost mnimlnin In (bo 
work], but one. It fio>vg out of (be glnciorn of the NiimW 
Devi mouutain, and its Cowering cuiupctitiirM ; two of them 
rear tlisir heads twenty.six tliouaaiid furlulmvi^ llio aoa, and 
are only out rivnlled by oiie peak to Uio eastward in Nujial,. 
called Dewalgiri, wliJcb is said to be twciiCy-KOPeii thou** 
sand. 

I had always read a good (Usel about tbe good qualitica of 
the hill in habitants of ihe province of Kuinaoiv which wc ha<l 
now fairly entered. Of (liar general character for hospitality» 
genuiiM natural polilcnoss, and docility, I bad heard Tntich 
and was disappointed ahogctlicr in regard to cbo Ramirse 



Goopee villagers, who were, iti niy opinion, directly the re¬ 
verse io every feature. During the two last days jo urney, a 
most plea^g (di^ge had taken -place, and the d a pi ^S k of 
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tbe people seemed to change for the better, in tbb ea^ne ratio 
as the change in the arpecc of the a«aer 7 , from iriUi grandeur 
Co cho more softened and variegated blU and dale and increa^ 
ed cuitKAtion, At the end of almost everj lane nhtcli led 
from A village to the muii roneVn from it was posted with 
a full of milk, which he never failed to press upon our 
aeceptanre wjiU tltc luost gentlemanly courtesy, and was al* 
ways unwilling to accept of any rcinDoeration. Thexe things 
appear trivial at first, bnt they arc often aa index of greater, 
of the raiioriate of which wc may bo In perfect ignorance; jiiet 
as a tuft of down or a few grains of dust thrown up, indicate 
the direction of the wind, when it is too gentle to bo percopti- 
,ble to any of our senses. 

. Regarding (he inbabitants of the diHvrent hill territories, 
through which my preseitt joomey has led me, f have been 
nearly silent, hut at the end of tliese my notes, I intend dc' 
voting one or (wo columns to the sohjeot, by way ofgenemi 
remorU. I should have entered at aome length into ai; ex* 
am fustbn of ihe character of the people of Eumaon, and the 
working of. oni umuldaree of the Province, Imlfor two rea¬ 
sons. First, because there ore stid have been so many gentle- 
men of undoubted ability-and Indus I ry employed in adminis* 
taring onr laws to our hill subjects, and who have been and 
are so intimately conversant with Uieirtrue character and so* 
ual constitution, that any description 1 could give from the 
glenoiogs of only (wo mootlfs experience, mtist be nearly des* 
fitute of value. This, T hope, in due time may be romedncl, 
ss there is every prospect of Sumaon and t getimg better ae- 
qu dntedfand if no one else should publish a description of 
the Provioee, as it now w, 1 certaioly shsll attempt it here- 
aftcr. 

Secondly, because the journals of rruveU in the hills gener. 
ally e >nsias of minute dcecripiious of villages and the conver- 
taiiuns of tlic iuhsbitaats, their petty squtd»bles about porten, 
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ft nd (>Tie» of suppUeSf es^toriion, honeely» roguery, &c. kc. 
Into thft spiriiof thefto I could never ftlcogedx^r enter; nnd hav¬ 
ing heard a ftinilar opinion exjm'sscd by many oihers, I was 
imluced to write dicoc short notes during luy lust jounicy fur 
private iiec i wiih ^lo view of laying hold nf niid describing 
oiilv the strikviif or palpable features of the woiiderful erenery, 
and strange ^>copic> among which cny wanderings were drrecU 
ed ; an<l leaving ont muKt of the dirmnutivo incidents winch 
arc of daily and inevitable occurrence. I shall therofdro nvw 
ekim lightly along os before, for the aniail |Hirii'>n <if niy ram* 
ble^ that remaiDs, and leave the heavy matter dll some future 
occasion. 

Encamped tn-drty near die amall vllhigc of Dconoh on the 
bank of the Pin due rtv.tr, whore I tried my luck with the (Isb- 
ing rod and 6v ; but the fish would not bitC) and indeed they 
very seldom do in any of the streams. 

On the ^ of November, leaving Decool we crossed the 
Piiidur by a woodeu bridge, a few miUs up die sti^eam, 
and cuQtinned our journey along the other bnnk thi’otigli 
the most lovely aeeaeiy, the rive; dowiog smoothly along, 
with the exception of a few rnplds, in beaudfnl reuebea, 
the tuxns of which ever and ^ain camo so direedy 
under our path, time wo might, at the Imight of 
several Imudred feet above it, have ccuntc<l almost every stone 
and pebble in Its channel. 1 never saw water so transparaot 
as that of the Pindur during to-day *a journey. The road 
wound through a forest of sbrulibcry,—I knew not lu what 
other way to describe it—with occasional Ui^ trees shooting 
up far above it, ami tlie whole was literally vHve with miiItU 
tildes of birds, of wliicli I hod never in the liiinmala scon such 
numbera. v 

We eocamped close to tlie village of Chlimga. where we had 
the pleasure of driving a covey of the hill partridge out of our 
encampiag gnucM^ j loy compatiioDs soon afterwards securing 
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a few of them fbr a purpose the poor birde had not anticipated. 

Oti the 3d of Novombar, we atuted from Cliiuoxa with ihc 
kiiea^n ofhal^D^at a place called Bysnaib, distant about 
h^on miles or upwards; but I bad half formed arceolulioo of 
ptahiog on to Almora by myself, juit by way of trying the ex¬ 
tent of ray pedeauiasistn, after eho serere training of tbc hat 
few mociCl;e. I lialeed, however, for breakfast at. a imaU vill¬ 
age called, I think I Kulan. Tho road from Chiunga was 
through a splendid forest of Cheer, (the Scotch ftr,.) one cf the 
finest of the sort I had ever met with ; and at this little village 
I saw, for the first time, the ^erry trees Id full blossom,, and 
also some very fine fields of sugar-cane, I iDspecco<{ tlicir 
eane aUla and bniliog apparatus, having always an eye to the 
rneful in that line. After getting a Hule breskfjst, I made 
hasty prepanrtioQS for a walk into Almora, dUtaat from our 
rooming’s starMug point, not less than fifty*sii: intlos, Iput 
upn couplo of suits of clothes, aijuilt, >n case of haviag to 
sleep on the ground by tbe road side again, some trifiing coin« 
niuariat supplies; my patent belt for support in going up bill, 
tfbd a dtodee or sort of bamxoock, in wbieb I pight, sbould 1 
succeed in procuring men from tho vilb^cs iu my road, l»c 
casioDsliy oarriod o&e or two huadrad yards, lu rest tho weary 
legs, Thao equipped I'started with five mco, and readied 
fiysaaih in about two hours. From Deeoe), on theSd. 
veiaber, I had, ice antroi potion of trying this feat in walking, tent 
on a hill servant to wain tbe villagers on the road to Aimora, 
Aat I required, every ten miles, five or stz )ne& to accomp^y 
me.' This courier, not priding himself Id being a, velocipede 
I suppose, had reached Bysnaib only a few. Aiuutea before 
Die, which was a rather bad look ous for the remainder of niy 
joHtaey; however, I collected a fiew fresh hands to relieve 
those from the at which we had bpeak&sted^ aiHl went 
OD cheerily and amily. Iliad * tolerably stiff ascent, and 
then a long descent lo the valley of the ECosfila river, in which 
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stands A pltce cfilled SoQaaur, vitha grtvf around it of the 
most beau^ful villages I bnd ever seen in any part of the bills. 
The aspect of the acecery of this lovely valley waa eometbing 
nev to me: instead ofthehouaes of the villagers being ail bud* 
died together in a roass, thereby forming a fiUhy lanes and 
eucloaurce^ they were to be seen every half mile or so, in twos 
and threes, bearing a striking resemblance to the nlhe cottages 
of industrious peaeants tn Buglaod, the wails scrupulously clean• 
and white*washed with such care as to put to shame most of 
the European residsacesst Landour and Mussoorie. lliese 
cottagaa are invariably surrounded by a few trees, among whldi 
the cherry in full blossom was, at tliis season of the year, the 
most conspicuous; and I also obeoivcd riism At intervals 
planted along the banka of tlie Kossila river, which glides 
gently aloag (ho centre of this lovely vde. Many of the 
inhabitant turned out*to stare at me, and they looked a pic* 
Sure of dsaobness and comfort, contrasted with the jungle* 
walla gang of Gurhwalees, Punjabeea and Cashmserees, which 
had formed the body of our porters since leaving the neigb* 
boothoodof Mussoorie. I could not help associating those 
cutwnrd appearances with images of a peasnnt's bappmess, 
which'must always proceed from habits of industry, clcanliuess, 
and simple pBscrrral maimers. Tbepleesiog iuterebange of 
bill and dale, and rivulet aod grove, with fertile fields aod 
ami ling crops,! thbk it must be admitted, do escercise a bene* 
ficial iuduence ob the bmi and mind ; and I waa pleased to 
learn, a(\eTwardv, that the obaracter 1 bad drawn for myaelf 
ofdie hibabitanls of ible spot, was not altogether iujagiiiary, 
allbongh somewhat below my standard. Thsy might say, 

“ That gsnt ambitioo wv never can dread, 

'^’Onrroofs are too low fbr so loAy a bead; 

'* GoOTsnt and sweet cbeerfulaese opea our door, 

" Th^ vjtb the simple sod feed with the pott. 

I succeeded here m. procuring a relief of (be bjU men wlio

accompanied On iwoor tblc« occaaions 1 ati«mpte<) n 
lj«l® luxury by g:etttDg into the hammock already (laacril)«d, 
and lettiug Aemen carry me ? bat it woqH not do,—they 
were aillittio fellow#, about half ray height, and never ex¬ 
ceeded a mile art hdur, so after resting ray feet fur a few 
miinitee, I waa oblig«<l again to take to my legs. A few 
hours aftef-tearing Someeiir, we got bonified, and tlicre 
being no moon-light, I did not mnch fancy proceeding in 
(he dark along the hniik of the precipices liangitig right oeer 
(be Eoa 8 i %80 1 struck a light, and dddiog on' old xfitbered 
fir tree lying on the rond side, we soon bad a biasing hre. In 
the mean cinre 1 sent one of (nen to (ho nearest Wllego 
halfa mile off, to procure some splinters of the dr tree to 
conduct a torch, whb which be returned in half an Lour. 
One cf (lie hill men was within a hair-breadth of meeting 
with a deplorable Occident; he sat down on (he dr tree with 
my gun in his hand, iiraa upright position, resting the butt 
on (he ground, while the others were tearlog off the branch¬ 
es fur fuel. Tile tree was somehow or other suddenly 
moved in making one of (besc fractiiree of s large branch, 
and some part of it-coming into contact with tbe lock of 
the gQo, the hammer was raised, and the charge (shot) ex- 
plodetl, passing so near tb« ear of the unconscious bolder 
tliat his hair was singed, and he was rendered perfectly 
deaf for the rest of tbe journey. About half way from 
Soiuesur to Aliuore, we again tried to obtain a relief of meo 
at a small village,. lL$ name of which I forget; (bey could 
only supply half the number I wnoted, however, so I took 
on with me part of ibose of last stage, protnising to pay 
them double hire. At last I reached Hawulbagb, a email 
etation, six miles from Almora, about half past ten o'clock?. 
M., acid aocidentally finding that tbe Commissioner of Eum- 
son, Mr. Lashiogcon, with whom I formerly had tbe pleasure 
of being acquainted when in Rohilkund, had that day arrived 
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to uieet ibo LieuteQont GoT^rnor of Agra, who waa expected 
Koxt morning, I abaodoned my origiua! intention of tryic^ 
(0 reach Aliaoro, on account of the etate of fatigue my at» 
tendante were iu,fliiJ c^ine con ball, making myself at home 
under hie hospitable ro'if, where the domeatice iiiiroediaiely 
provided every kind of refi'eeLment 1 could wMlj far. r^oxt 
morning I met Mr. tuihingtob, who very kindly prosed upun 
mo die means of eouveyance co Aluiora; 1 prefertod, however, 
walking the dlstaoce, as iC was so short. I most have walked 
about hO miles on tlie dd, besides having to ascend aod descend 
a few ihouBsnd feet; tins was considered by the Almora gents 
to be n very creditable preform ante ; indeed 1 might liavu run 
the risk of B& imputation of taking a leaf out ofBanmMun- 
ebausen’s travels, had 1 not possesaed undoubted testimony of 
the uiiie I left iny camp, as well as the Mmt of tay arrival at 
Hawiilbagh. The first face I acoidenially saw on eoteriug 
Ahnora, was that of an old friend, who did not expect me fur 
some days. I was ooiv again a member of civilised society, 
and cbe change seemed delightful, afWr being so long a tenant 
of the wilderness of the Himradn.

*2 remained A week at Aim ora in the eomety of several 
old friends, snd partaking occasionally of the bospitali^of 
tbe^ stotion. His Honor llte Lieutenanc-Oovetnor held a 
levee a day or two after his arrival, at whrob I beUeve the 
whole*locinty ^of the * station was present eioept vyaelf, 
as I could xio^ ntuod ut vy Filgriffl'a direae, and my 
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camp had not y«t rcacb«d Almora eo M.to eoable me 
to e^pe^r 19 wy oibet. A day or t«o afseri^ards 1 met 
him «ta diiH>e];$;tTeivb; Mr. LnehiogtOD, the. CommUeioocr, 
silwM Ijo was duriog ba tUtf at Almoray and a few daye 
I leytned to my do amell eurpnae, that i bad 
beoDrtrateUiag in the character of fia Honor’s brothej-uJaw. 
Xiua waa^bturd enough, but eti)I more abanrd tliat aoy ooe 
should bare credited tbe JikeJibood of lUe report haTug beoo 
originated by me, vbicb 1 aeoertained eone of hie aulte were 
iDcKoed to believe or did Wiere. It .seeme tier dunng the 
i^ioutemixfi-Gowooc’s journey frem Mueeooree to Almora, 
vbi Teateaand ^xeeao^uz, a sufEoiena uumber of porters or 
eoppllet bad sot been forthcoming at aome of tiie heliiug 
pieoaSy and that some of the heads of viUagee lying in the 
directioD of our travels, being indented upon for tbeir guoU, 
had cunningly excused themselTes, becauee (bey said they had 
already suppiietl to His noaor*a brot|}er>dn4av, all their po. 
puiaiion able to bear burdens 1 
The report thus got up by these lying knaves for their o«o 
benefit, Bcou epread far and vide, aod every hill it joumied 
ottoes added to its sine, till by the tine It reached the Lord 
Sahib's camp, it amounted to tbe astonUliing'total of throe or 
four hundred porters, whlob ves the least ouisbcr that 1 could 
posnbly travel with. 1 now recollected the fact of a very 
well dreesed bill Zemiudar having come up to me at tlie village 
of Soutesut:, and without any ceremooy put the question, 

'* are you the Lord Sahibs’ biviheMChU* f ” Ansitee, 
and bis face assumed a alight shade of contempt .aod dleap* 
pomtmeot at having miepUeed hie atteotioDjB. He, had just 
been makiog himself aouveic ^yiftg fin ptocu&a relay of men 
for me, on che oecssinn. ah;ead.y me&t^ned, «f ay fiAy milee 
mlkfrom tbe banks of <he Pindur .to Haw ulbagb, hut even 
ailer tliis expose of ray iosigiudcance, I must say he baliaveA 
to Qie very kiodiy aud civilly, which is more than I ebo^ld 
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have«xpen«Reed at thehands of (ha time servia^ geAeraiion 
in the plains. The “ aadl oHeram jwirleni'' was never be(t« 
iliustrated than OQ (his occasion, for *e had supplied oureelves 
at Mussooree «itb itoarly sudicieiit porters, nodcran eag;age- 
meet (o remain in our service (or the ivhole ctip, and at Kul- 
toor, on the banka of (lie Balgunga, we made up our entire 
complerncnr, having; them all at the rale of eeven Rupees 
each, per mensem. The carober *e required was about 
eighty, and they all accompanied ue to Aimora where they 
were paid up and diachar^d. The only assistaoce we requiN 
edfroBk the villages along our route wae cue mao, sometimes 
two, to act as e guide, and they were invariably paid and dis- 
chafed at (he eudofeach day’s journey. On one or (wo 
occasions we Inid four or dve men for a day to beat the copses 
for pheasaot, but not a eingle ludividual was irapressed into 
our service for any purpose whatever. The nearest point too, 
fiocn any part of our route, to the one selected by hie Honor 
(be LieutenanuGovernor was, until within four or five stagoe 
of Aim ora, on no occasioQ less then seven or days* 

jouney distant, so that if the villages through which we 
passed were really indented upon for porters for his camp, the 
poor wretches must have bad to trudge all the distance 
and ba^ agaut to reedvo (heir one day’s biro, amouating 
CO <too or three annae, while bad we required them they 
would have been paid at the rate of eeven Eupeee a aonib. 
This affbrds a pracUeal illuscratioa of the beoefic the hill 
people mnst derive from a viut of their rulers, to their 
peaceful abodes, I waa heartily ashamed of the whole UisU 
nsas, ahamed diat any ’oue should have giveo credence eo 
aneb a prepostaroua accusation, and ashamed (o Climk that I 
should have beeu the cause of annoyance to the local au« 
thoritisa, from one of whom. Captain H , I l^ad reemved 
kind asmsUDce^ which I here beg to^ acknowledge with .thanks. 
Icabewsibttehe pobareeaaa liazs^ are oow quite a toatcb for 
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tlie iwople tbo plaiM> altUoagb tiicir fsiMhuocU arc more 
clunsy in «xecution. 

AlcDorai*toow«Uk5&wn tc require further description Uy 
me. 1 spent eight or ten days there, meluding ao occaeionai 
ucorslAn to Hawuhjagh and Ealeeoalh. an n|^ining moun* 
win, where a kind of tower hae been erected by Mr. , 

and which U admirably adupcod for pic nic>, and aucli Hku 
pleasing amusemenla. The climate of Ahnora h moat de> 
ligbtfiil, and 1 would much prefer it to Muasooree, particialaHy 
in rherulDa, when, unlike the latter,the station ie quite free from 
clouds. 1 roean the sort of clonds wlucli, at Muisncrce, at 
Um eommeocemeut ef theratna, rise from the Deyi’cb 2)ltooa, 
walk up the hlK side, walk into your house at every door and 
window, and keep possession of it till about the middle of Sep. 
tenber, when ihe rsina generally break up. Tiie houses at 
Alinora, are neat and cloati, the native town (he same, and the 
roads are ail splendid, puttuig to shame those of every other 
hill station. I suppose, however, Simla most now be well off 
iu that respect, fbr as Joog ago os 183$, when I last saw it, 
they were very fair indeed. The view of the snowy range 
fromAlmorais moat magAlhcent; Mussooree and Simla are 
totally ecUpsed by it, aud most hide their diminished heads. 

On tiie 12th November, I started in company of my good 
old frieod of Che Engineers, and executive officer of 

public works m KumooD, to hiscarop on the banks of the 
Koasila river, about twenty-five luiloa lielow Atmorri, where 
be was occupied in the erection of a fine suspension bridge of 
iron over the Kyrne, one of the minor streams. Wicii the 
exception of a coupte of miles I walked this distance easily^ 
although there were some rather severe asceots, and wear* 
rived late in cbe evening at our tents, Dearths village of 
Mujera. 

I remained here about a week, aod got initiated into the 
Kiencs of suspension bridges. It wos really wooderful to ass

in 


the Oridg 0 WAS progressing, acd most cradittblsco 
tbs engineer to be able to erect, with such wretched auxili¬ 
aries AS half starred hill coolies, who HcUd as masons, 
carpeoters and idablcamiths. a worlc like this, which, even in 
England, would have been pronounced a very well finished 
performance. impressed labour is lo any case Jaetihable, 
this would, in my 0 pin I OR, be one of them, because every 
village around must derive important beneSt from tGo open¬ 
ing of a certs in means of communicatioa between all the 
different parts of the hills, and thereby en ablins; the cult Wa¬ 
ters to transport their pro<I(ice, atall sensons of the year, to 
the meet profitable market. There was auotlior iron suepeti- 
siOD bridge over the Kossila near Mujere, but it was carried 
away by a great flood, w)ien the river rose to the be^ht of 
sixty feet in a few hours! It was to bo restored at another 
point, nbere there are capabilities for more water way. 

Ou the I8th November, we started on an excursion to 
Naiuee Tal, a most beautiful lake situated at a height of more 
than six thousand feel above tlia level of the eea, of which 1 
formerly gave you a short description, and I do not intend 
adding any* thing until my next visit to it. I chink it ie 
likely to become well known before long, from its being so 
muck better adapted for a sanalarium than any of the other 
hill stations, and accordingly it is already in concempla^n 
to have it appropriated for that purpose. My first visit (oh 
was from the interior of the hills, my nest shall be direct from 
plains, from which it appears to be only one day'ejourney 
distant. We left Nainee Tal on the 19th November, and 
paH^company on the top of (he mountain ridge above it, 
on cbe east, my friend W returning to his suspension 
bridges, and my companion Captain C -—-and myself tak* 
ing anew and unexplored path in tl)e direction of j41inora I 
had been' exploring during the morning with oly friend 
th^ (feake arbuod the Iske^arAtber^borioiisunder- 
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ttkiog, which ili-prepavediT.® for the uDexpecteliy h«ra«. 
wcrio«De?Qfthiedety. With the utmost dilfici.Uy we found 
onUiU men tbut poeeossed eoy tnowUdge of the ^th we 
weretouke tyot efterellwe reputedly lost U. a.»d I doubt 
if we should baveever recovered ourselvee, had we not come 
suddenly on a smell village in which two bftcbmiths were 
at work oueofwUomweprevaiUd on to accompaDy us by 
the promiee of a good reward. They, and two or three wo¬ 
men, were the only iDhabitanle of the village; alhhe oibera 
had gone down to the forest la the plaioa, on the skirls of 
which they cultivate a crop of wheat or barley, and take the ir 
cattle for grazing during the cold weather. They first sow 
tkrfr fields in the hills, and then take their departure for the 
turoee, where tlieyrecnam till April, reap their ba^ves^ aad 
then return to their hill vAlagee, to find auotbet crop tbeie. 

also, ready for the sickle. The village looked like tbe city 
of the dead, ooitber human beipg nor animal of any sort to be 
wctitvicb the exception of those already raentiotied. 

Our object was. if possible, to reach the Rarngurb staging 
bungalow on the hlgb road from Almoratothe plains, Uil 
after 7 hours un ceasing toil, id scaling and eliding dow u the 
iremeodouscbnin of mooDtains koown as the Qoffur, we were 
compelled to Strike, and halt for the night In the bottom of the 
chasm made in these lofty hills by the Kyras. Wo we.e 
unprepawd for this and had w dine with Puke Humphrey, 
oowithstandijigoar keen appetites. Nextmorwng (he )9fo 

November, we left eur iuhospitable resting place, and a walk 
of sixor seven miles brongbl us to the Eamgnrh. bungalow, 
where we at last got a civilized meal forough the kindness 
of two or forde QffioewftomJUmota, wbo bad been out on a 
ebooting sxcurtietK Daring the day two more of tny old 
acquaiatances arrived bare, oc^ Major C^—• on his way to 

Loboo Ghaut and the other Captain L-aiidfomilyou 

his way to (he plains. The latter, like myself, bad been an 
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exteDsifd (raiveU^r ia ^le Himmaia, of which we told e few 
of;oar'tales of wonder and foag:ht oar batdea o'er a^o. 
Next morning I retanied again to Almora where I re* 
uiained cifl the 39tb ; Captaia C-—-< returned to Mat- 
■ooree, aod I prepared ibr a eolitary journey to Petora Gurb» 
a statroa close to the NeptuI froatjor, ^e great river, the 
Kalee Gunga being the bovodary. 

The road froiD Almora to Petora Gurh » ooe of the moat 
extraordinary in Eucoaoo, After the exertions I had made, 
aod Uis training into which I had broaght myself by walbldg 
six hundred onlas among the highest mouutaina in the world, 
Hooked upon (be distance bctwer^;) these two ststions (94 
tnd^) to be (he amusement ofoce day*8 journey, or at fur¬ 
thest two. Hariog started ratoer late from Almora on the 
25H>, I made only 10 mitea, btiC was determined to accouiplish 
the reoialniog 44, in the coarse of (he next day. Altera 
Jong days* work, howerer, I found myself no further than 
Nealse, a eranJl vtllaga, not half way to Pecora Garh, from 
Almora. Tbia was owing to the wretched gang of porters t 
ha4 picked ap, who could not go through one quarter the 
of o^r sturdy Gurhwalees whom 1 had discharged 
at ATmora, a drcametance I now regretted; nearly all 
the able bodied, menofKumaon had left the hills for (he 
tursoe. From Ifealee I hod a (I'emendous descent to the 
bed of the Surjoo rjver, a fine Urge scrptun which rises fha 
n^owy range and unites first with the Ham Gugga, and after* 
iiards with the Use Gaoga at a place called PucbUur. The 
is crossed by an iroo suspension bridge, a hundred and 
eigb^feeiinspan. I have omitted to meulion that there are a 
number of very fine suspension bridges of iron in dlfTerenC 
parts of^am non, principally in the neighbourhood of Aim 
They are ^ 9 , 0 Uful objects to look at from a disUnce, ao^aiw 
always apqvopflate ornameDts to the laitdet^ape. Th^ appear,

ing, had the strife of the elements con^oaed, a desperate 
sally my hospitable prison on the ibllofidli^taormog. 
Asuddms change, however, occutfed, and the morning of the 
2d December was ushered in with every appearauee of fine

Duriog my stay at P«tora Gui’h, Captam D ■ and K 
hied some experiments io making can dies from the siibe Lance 
called Phoobil^a kind of Tegetalile butter produced fi*om 
(be kernel of a frott common in thfa pare of the bills. Under 
a line oboiTy tree, standiin front of bialiouso, we got up a 
rude npparatusof kitchen dishes, by means of ^hioh «c man* 
i^d to bvre tha Pboolall dissolved ut varm ^tcr by a gentle 
beat; we tlxen. constrooted a eery ordinary wick, and using 
actable spoon, for a ladle« we soon turned out a couple of 
Cadies, eractly by the same process aa in making tltpse of 
wax. The oae we Cried borned with acUarcr light thaa the 
best wax candles we had seen; tbe dame wae qmCe free 
from smoke or smell, and what ( cousider tbe greater, ra* 
commendation of all others, It did oo( run or gntter. <1 
brought a portion of one of these candles to the plains with 
roe^ andat^uantity of the vegeCahle butter which I made into 
nonided can dies.. They wereclie admU’atiouof.all who saw 
them barn j tbeir snow white appearance wna eery remark^ 
ablet xnd altogether she experiments surpassed my most 
sanguioe npectations. It might, 1 tliiAk, become an article 
of utility. In tbe hottest weather in the plains^ tlis batter 
.began to shew slight synp touts of becoming soi^bat iWwtIy 
candle I bad kept, retained its shape throughout tbe aeaaatt, 
illhoagb a litlife reduced iu sise. Perhaps tbe mixture of a 
srnaTlppopprtionofthe bet wax, or some Other simple rem^ 
dy, w 6 Bld.i&ake the artioie erety tbmg .that ooald be d^irad.

The tree which prnducoa this tallow or butter, grows wild 
ouiy in the oasteru parts of (be Protinee, called Slior Kumaon 
and Kolce Kumaon, aod to the Nepaul terricoriee opponte. 

The same tree yield# hooey, as well ae oil, by the usual 
simple process. 

I bid adieu to Captain B ■ on the December, with 
theintendoD of being at Lohoo Gliauc the aame eeenfng, but 
my bill porters wifb difficulty got oeer two oftlie usual stages, 
liaeiog to descend from a height of six thousand feet, to the 
bed of the united rivers, the Sarjoo and Ram Guoga, and make 
a corresponding ascent on the oppomte side. You will re> 
member that between Aim ora end Petora Gurb, 1 had to 
descend to and cross tbeee rieers aeparaccly. Another iron 
suspension bridge of about 180 ihet span, is thrown aeroas at 
(bie poise, which I imagine is not more than two thou* 
sand feet above the level of (be tea. I halted for the night 
at e smaH staging bungalow aboct ntoe mi (as from Lohoo 
Ghaut, vhioli 1 reached on the morning of tbe 3 d De^« 
her. Here I* bad proposed baiting for some days, ia the honaa 
of a very old and esteemed frleod, but the length «f tiAse 
occupied during tbe gurney from Almora to Petora Gurh, 
die^ranged ^1 my pbas, and 1 now* found 1 bad only one day 
isate to spare, end thoc too» only by srraagiug to travel the 
3 ^ Boles to Burin Deo on the deb; my Inst safe day for the 
elapbwits which bad been posted for me. The greater part 
0{ the road from Petora Guvh (o l.okoo Gliaut, sxhibifis 
bousdioe landscapes of tbe most magni^cent graode^, to 
which anther pen nor pencil could do j ustice, and i often 
rhottgbbto^'ttyHtC bow little is knowa ofiKusmOBf The 
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small o( Loh<w Gbnut, too, is per^tly beautiful, foot 
eroQ than Simla m my opinion. It U adorned by a email 
foreetofthe doodar(cedar fir,) growing -od (h« slope of the 
hill abore it, and occaaonal grorea of the aama trees are 
found on all the moiinloins around. 

A pretty little lirer runs through the cantonments just 
an tier tbe houses of the residents ; some of which are Tory 
neat and picturesque, io the style of an English cotUge. 
Here is the head quarters of the Eumaon Local Battalion, 
coDstBting of about 800 brave little Goorkhas, who would 
not fiinch in battle, from any soldiers iu the world. Tbe left 
Wing is at PetorsGurb. On the road between these two 
statiens. a frightful accident occurred last year. 

Mr. Veal, the Assistant SuigooD,«ith tbe lef^Wiog of the 
Beglment, was riding along the edgeof the road on a pooey, 
wUi^ making a slip over the edge with ooe of its hind legs, 
both horse and man wet-e precipitated dowti a nearly perpeu* 
dicular bill side; tbe former was dashed to pieces m the 
depths below, aud tbe latter, by the most fortunate accident 
in (be world, brought up by a tree, about a hundred feet be* 
low road. I saw the marks of the struggle which had 
taken place on tbe hnnk of the road, and a mo re providential 
escape could hardly be possible; tbe small tree by which the 
rider was stopt, being tbe only one for a distance on either 
side of it. 

I started from the beautiful little cantODmeot of X.ohoo 
Gbaut on <be morning of the 6ib December, Zisviog been 
kbH^y accommcklated with a pooey for theft rat tcA miles; 
tbe reffiaitiitig distance of tireoty-seTen, I walked with ease,

The pleasant nonsense witb which 
tbe old set of tiger sportsmen in Bobiikund used to beguile 
their leisare hours during their prolonged excorsions, was 
most ludicrous. Some years ago, io one of tbeee partis, I 
happened due momiog to clothe myself in a pair of an men- 
tlouableB of whkh I bad not for a rery leug time had a peep 
erw, tbe obesity of time had attached ttmlftomy limba, 
atidthebiee buttoQS coSd not be fixed. This wsa pure 
accidmt, design would have been of no etTect for good InoK 
l^e wrere at tbe time persscnttd with several coueecBtire 
blank daya, and any thing of fiiis sort proceediog ffeax to- 
cid^tit was immediately bailed aea gnod omen, so I waa 
gMtbd *ieh a joyous shoot by all bands,, and heartily coii« 
grattifMed on tbe cat? of my Uacomfbrtdde fit.

When erery other tudheer for 
good luck failed, ihe old set of itohilkuod uhJ to mount 
their boreee and ride full speed to the North for Afev nJlae, 
neicber lookjog to ilie right nor KsfV, and there ai’etrellauthso^ 
cicated iastnuoes of tlte signal success of tMs cersmony. 
HsTlog oa thp prsseot occasion, si Bindara, been voted the 
lu cky mao , two more g uos were banded to m and off we started.

coiDcoencsd cutiiog capers in the juogle, bounding abase 
grass, with l;er tuil w^l tip, and Ipoklng so uce and clsan, aad 
lady like, wbsQ gomboUlog sod sxiiffimg the fiusl^ sir, that, ws 
iaimediately deieminsd oa secariog to oorselvep hoc agueahle 
saolety. This was only to be dons by iatercepiiug her retreat 
U> the frightful nulla just mectionod, where a hundred, cle* 
pbaD|s,Muld have beeo of no use ; we bad only four, so Uut 
ever/^iag depended on buodobust.* We were notloi^jo

she found we were quite up to her TDOvcmenti. W '■'» was a 
▼dry nifu! old dodger in the Micuce, I was a vnry fair sccood 
rate, and ihe gri (f Vep t the e en crc of she line to adre irat loo. It 
WAS nowacoudnuouscniQol artful dodging^ zig>Bag, backwards 
and forwards* In parallel lines of three or four hundred yards in 
length, at each eirtremlcy tho tigreu making a sneaking at¬ 
tempt at getting to the weather dde of oa and skulking into the 
inpeoetrable QulU, vlwoh WUeridentIf her citadel. Sbe, how- 
ewer, (band our tacUca to be exceedingly deesprire, for in the 
course of half an hPur we had worked her cut, nearly to the 
.^sVi'rt ofihe grass jungle, which bordered on eoree culcirated 
fields, the sigitt of which erideatly made her b^tntn lose 
heart. 

She now tried anew dodge, that of squatting down in the 
lupoi of giving our elephants an opportunity of passing over 
berkbutweweretofeognoseem for her, always keeping a res* 
pectful distance till we could ascertain to a certiuruy where 
she waa skulking, aod then ibrined our line accordingly. The 
least precipitalioD on shy of tbw ocesaions mast have been 
fktal to our success, for had we passed her, only ooe single ysjrd, 
she would have bolted fur the nulla like a shot, without our 
.being able to dre, except at random into the thick grosl. 

V^ewetetwo or three tlmea io hopes that she would have 
eha^sd-dovn upon ns, but were dlsappomted. She recom¬ 
menced her manosurres to break our line, but we eooA tired out 
the good Isidy, bringing hei to bay tb a patch of short grass. So 
excellent hsd been our buodabust, that, t)it instant she croudi* 
ed, the elephacts were fodod drawn up m a semicircle around

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viiiiout ftlarming her iuo taj deapetate effort to escape us. 
^be was now so totally dooe up, that she laid herself dovo liloe 
a carcase, and we remained for half a minute or more a taring at 
each other. The brute would not CTeo growl ac ua, and the 
only chance ot gettiag a charge out of her was by wounding 
her; ao the giiffaeked if he might fire, and wo coneented, not 
anticipating euch aggravated steadlucee as he evinced in the 
very teeth of thii hie (irst ^ger.

Tble b^t 
must hare beoQ an excellent lesson to young T ; he might 
have been at the death of a dozen tigers, without seeing such a 
striking example of lb e sncecfis of sheer discipline and buodo* 
bunt. We received the compllmenrs of all the mahouts on our 
geod arrangements, they said ** that tiger had no busiacw to be 
killed in such a ;uogle, but bundobust did it si)/' Tltese 
geo is have aever the slightest hesitation in openly saoeeing at 
the waoc of success, should it proceed fj’om soy nueoraoeg^ 
menti nod for a man who makes a regular of atiget beat, 
they always entectala the most uubounded and undisguised 
OM tern pc. The g walla was DOW rewarded whh live Rupees, 
the. carcase put on (lie pad elephant, the whole job finished, 
and the psrty made a fresh searti all wiihiu the hour. 

We now procoeded beating the jungles io thedirecUon at a 
Jarge village called Newris, where our tents h&d been reraored 
during the day. 1 1 rained all nextaorning but towards after* 
noon I bidodieu to my sporung fri^befs*, mounted an elephant 
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and arrlred in a eoupb of hours at PiUhheeS, from vh«nce I bad 
a dawk thac next day landed mo safe at my own dear home> 
from which Z bad been almost alxQontbs absent.

Do the Keleemuib range, 1000 feet 
higher chan Almora, the oaks (Quercus inceoa, Banj) are alt 
of a etanted ai 2 e> and the commoo pines (pious 
Cheer) are only large and (hiek on (he northern aspect of the 
range. Tradition, howerer, reports that deodar treea (Pious 
deodetti) were ones plendfulon (he N. W. face of the A U 
mors Hill—now one unbroken sloping sheet of the richest 
cuUiTsUon—end this may in some measure be founded on 
for maoy of tbs old bouses are built of deodar 6r 
wood, and the tree itself seems to take kindly to the Almoni 
soil whenever its poverty is somewhat enriched in favorable 
situations. The bareness of the hills lo regard to wood, ex¬ 
tends to a distance of abouc 4 miles round Atmora on every 
side; and beyond (hat distance ibe mountains are as well 
timbered os nny la the central parts of die province. 

Alinoia Ua saddle shaped ridge, rnDoing from N. £. to

The Ealeerauth and Simtola range varies in height from 
6,200 feet to 6,400 feet above Uis sea: Hurree-Doeogn is about 
5,7P0 feet high; and the Abttora ridge itself extending about 2 
iwle# from tbs Block House at the east, called Sc. Markka 
To^etr to the Churralekh set of Bungalows at the termination 
she ridge CO the west, varies in elevation from 6,200 Co 5,500 
feet above the sea. A lateral ridge running west from Hitcree^ 
Doongra, cdled Sieo]ee(tbe scene of all the fighliog in 1815) 
stcetchee down Co the Eossila River and Hsnulb^h iioea, sad 
to the aiorch.. llie intermedUte space is

On the eaat and and south udes, the tDouDtain ia based by the 
^uval mer,^^ it Is on the west by the Soaeila hrer; and 
at ibeS. W. point, the ridge, afUr reacbmg sta highest point 
of eleTa^on at Chorralekh, dipedovn in a bold and rugged cod« 
tinuadoD to tbe point of junction between these two rivers. 
Thus, Ainon U a kind of peaineule, only connected wicb other 
biUs at its nortbero orSimtolaaad Eeleeiauth crest. 

Tbe view of the snowy peaks from Almora (especially the 
Jawihlrset) ie very 6Qe, end one of the beet in the whole billet 
and on a fine day, from the parade, isakee up for the bare near 
scenery. Beginning /rom tbe west, paesiog tbe Churralekh 
bungaiowe all high sad airy, we arrive at the open spot occupied 
by Fort Moira, otherwise called LallMumt and (be parade. 
The sepoy’s lioet dip down from this part ofthe bill on die 
east, and the officers’ houses dot the mountain on the nonhen 
and western slopei Then coaineuces the town—a street, paved 
withfltone, from 30 to 60 fset wide, 3 quarters of a mile length 
from gate to gat^ built wttb bouses two stories high in fronts 
but generally four stories (owing to the dope of tbe bill)—n 
good deal encumbered, in some of tbe older parts, by .wooden 
golieries in the stories, bat all substantially compoeed of mica 
date stone, of a kind which ta soft enough to be cut for orna* 
Bent, yet hardens by exposure to tbe air. Tbe roofo era all of 
inlcw elate, and the town has a clean, compact end pretty ap» 
peeraoce.' Beyond tbe nor(b eastern gate rises Fort 'Almora, 
the old native fort, In the enclosure of whieb are situated tbe 
treasury end Cutcherriee oreriot^Hug die coantry on every 
side. Beyond this, the top of die range is pressed iotoa small 
hollow or belly, containingthe Gunge, Serai, Tebseeldary and 
aoorfaer snialJ bazar, called (be tall fiavaar, tbe 
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<{uart«r mbabited by the dooms, or ontcasta. Tbobilllhso 
again rises towards SC, Mark*s Tower, witb two or ibres 
temples and bungalows igarkiog its course. Oo botb aides 
of the town on theN. W. aad ensterD slopes, tbe blit side is 
adorned with very dcie subtantial isolated rat ire boueesi and 
also rilUges embosomed in orchards of toou trees, walnut 
trees and apricots. The sast side, bowerer, Is less ditiio" 
guiabed iu tins faspect chsa tbe west, owing to the greater 
steepness of tlw mountaio face; and the lines of roads for 
exercise aod passage from oue part of tbe station and town 
to another, all lie on the western face which is easy and 
level. 

The most remarkable foct at Almora is the number of the 
spriogs, and their nearness Co the crest of tbe ridge. Tina 
may sound sCraoge to the ears of those who, comtogfrou 
ibe p1aios» bud id the hotter cnooths water lees near and less 
pleDtiful than io tbe plmo9,*^but the fact is nndoebtedl^ 
true. In no oiber hill of tbe whole Himmala hare I ever met 
with water on tbe top of a bill; bnt, at Almora, cbespnng 
next to tbe tank is on tbs very crest oftlie range. All tbe 
otber springs (more tbso 100 in a umber) lie on either side of 
the Hdge within 300 feet of the crest,—aod generally at a- 
bout 150 feat tbe top. Compare these springs with 
tikose of other mouatains, wbers, in the rainy sessoo, tlie 
ftesreet spricg is rarely nearer than 500 feet from tbs Great 
of the range. At Almora in tbe hotter months, sometimes 
the nearer springs become dry or scanty; but, taking the 
wWehill, and putting aside the eoaveiitional distribution 
of the springs amoDg tbe several castes, tbe geoeml supply 
of water is plentiful. Very few of tbe springs bave epouts 
‘-^mosl of tbem are natural wells under covered bowleafe 
But*those where spouts are used, arc considered tbe ptlrest, 
as there ifroo eonteminstion possible from the cleaosiog of 
vessels and washing of dotbes &c. All the epnngs rise in 
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mica s)aU orquarUnse ▼ema which ftre tiuinarous; and aU 
thoa^h oa the Ea^eernutb ridg^, traces of iron and j^rapbiie 
are obaerrable, I soinot aftare cbat ferrug’inous matter has 
been detected in the Alcnora ^ter. Limestone is disinnt 
many miles from AImora, so (hat calcareous matter should 
also be absent. As, however, the cominoD diarrhcea at Al« 
morabasbeen attributed to the water, it would be well to 
analyse some of (be water from eo'seml epribgs. The wa- 
tar always tastes cool snd refreshmg*^so rnucb so, (bat for tbe 
tefrigeradon of wioe, artificial processes are not required. 

Sixty (60) dag roes isaboot the annual aTerageCeraperature 
of the air. In the bot weather, front May to 1st July, the 
clinate at Alinora, tbmigb at that season from 16 to 20 dag. 
cooler ^ao in tlis neighbouring plaioe, approaches to a tropic 
cal type. Punkahs and Catties are not required, and tbe ther- 
uometer (except for a few houn on some hot days bsVbre 
rain) can be kept down in a closed house to74. Whenerer 
it exceeds 86 in an outside shaded veraodah, rain or a 
thunder storm may be expected, which phenomena sozn^ 
(hnesat once reduce tbe temperature to 6S. In the raina 
72deg. may be conaiderad the averago temperature, mdai that 
sfiuon, whichis very pleasant at Aknora (hoogh not cold and 
raqniring fires ns acSimiab and Massooreo, tbs range of tbe 
temperature is rarely ^ degrees. Midnight and midday in 
a cool rootn abew tlie (borinometer, in July and August, of¬ 
ten for days together, at 72 or 78 
Id tbe winter, snow falls occasionally, but rarely lies be¬ 
yond a lew hours on tbs grotibd. Different years .display 
different phenomena in regard to (his meteor: for laetance, 
on December Htb 1841, saow covered tbe ground at the 
level of the KosailaandSuwal rirbrs (8,700 feet); on De-

most frequent in /Vbruary, iahififf a Aunber of jfeart, Octo-’ 
ber and November are beautiful efeareold monUie, and (be 
fruiMreea tfien lo»e all tbeir leaves. March and April are 
generally marked by thunder atormi, but in all theeuminer 
montlis, till tbe reguiar Momom rain foils, a ibick atmospbe* 
rical haze prevails which obscures all the vterv. TJies haze 
however, is common to (be whole bills, and I have seen it -as 
deuse near tbe snow peaks as at Almora' 

Chimera last visited tbe bilUin l627,or 1828, and was very 
fatal; occasional rare cases now occur. Small |)ox visits 
tbe bills once in three or four years, and is generally very 
fatal among the children. The natives practise ioocutaeba 
(with the variolous virus) to a great extent, and few of the 
upper classes are marked with the disease. The towns-peo* 
pie of Alcnora are for (be roost part ttry healthy, and tbe 
state of heal thin thecautoomeats, where, sometimes, (be sepoys 
suffer considerably especially during tbeirdrst seasoning lo 
the climate, is no criterion of that of tbe town. Fever and dy¬ 
sentery seem to be the prevailing fatal diseases among the ua- 
CivBs; and Cholic Isot^n rapidly fatal, especially in the froitand 
vegetable seasoA. The bad fovei of the typhoid form (Mab« 
inurree) does not prevail at or near Alcnora. It seems to 
shun comfortable bouses sod coUoo dresses, while it makes 
its home in villages where (be poverty a.id dirt are greatest, 
and where woollen forms tbe apparel of man. It is a gross 
error to suppose that the typhus of (be bills Is con d usd to 
valliesjon the contrary, it is o^en fond of high and cold 
cooDtries where a gigantic hemp grows, wild as well as cultl* 
vated. Tbe mtennitteut aud remittent fevers prevail in tlie 
valUes, and In tbe ordtoary hiU^—I have found (he cosmon 
fever and ague rapidly yield, to Quiaine, and a dose of Tartar 
Ccaetic given at die very commeDcefflent of a fever, often 
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cheeks it St ODce» At Almora io (lie rains, ffild hemp, aettlee, 
thistles, worni'-wood, rDir^ilU Jalapa (marrcl of Pern) 
aiint, datara, an4 ivU^ balsam kc. sprio^ up aud produce 
a r«ak ragatatioi:; hot, it is lees ^rowD 07st than moal other 
hills, owing .(0 the dryoess and sballowoeea of the toil above 
the solid rock. If excessive uoderwveg'etaiioii is (because 
ef disease at Almora, <Sin2a should be peeiiferoos. * 

Micaceous Schistus of four didereut kinds according to 
the Iv degrees of hardness and crystalline character, and ac« 
cording to the greater or less proportion of quartz, is the 
rock at Almorab. Oa the descending ridge to the Snwal 
aud KoesiU on the S. £. aud S. W, points, a great out burst 
ofgraoite prevails, which ts connected with the eruptions of 
the eame roek in an easterly and ' westerly direction at 
Euoeoor, Dwara, Dol, Dhee, and Chumpawat, always at a 
distance of about 40 miles from the plains. The Almora 
granite has tbe'maledie du granite’ of the French Geo* 
lo^ste, sad (be deoonpoeiuon of the foltUpsr causes the charso* 
Seristjc boulder looking rouses on the bills. Captsiu Herbert 
csUi this sickly gruite ‘ Grsaan.’ Some of the granite is compact 
and besuOiul, espedalty near the gaeiw strata out of which 
it is erupted, end the graphic vudety is sagnlarly ao> Some 
of the oioa slate strata aod quartz veias shew signs of great dis* 
turhsDce, as tbs Almora ridgs approaches sheso granitic deveU 
opnents^snd the hill udes in this direction (the W. and 
(he S. E.) are uncommonly barren, rugged, and, to a fostidious 

oye, ugly. 

Ihe population of Almora may be estlssated at about 
6,000 seals, including the troops and camp foUosrers, and the 
immediate nelghhourbdod'is very duckly peopled. The 
iQbabitaDtsoCibetowiiand suburbs area conrfortsble looking 
race, end some of the women and ebUdren are remarkably foir. 
Indeed, the attractions of the for men have been found some- 
dmes to be very powerful, ereo among (be bold sons of 
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tAii>,and on the wbo^e, from Khia or K>aie other cau<e> the 
moraliCy of cbe p^ace bee cover otoo^ very high ia the estims- 
tion of the vlrtuoue. The coolieo are not so sturdy lookiog 
nor so strong as tbeir broth reo of the western stations, aud tliey 
eairy loads on the liead instead of the back ; but they are better 
clad, and if degrees of dirt are to ba takeu into calculation, 
they are perhaps a litde cleaner than ibe Garhvallees and 
Sirmoorees. 1'be outAde of tbeir bouses it coriasoly more 
neat than that of the Tillages near Mussoorea (E«arkoolee» 
Bhutta the slate roofs give a great appearance of 

comfort: but the leas said about cbe inside of the habitadins 
the bette r. One of the moat aCriki ng circum stan cea at Almora, 
la the great uae made of female labour. In an evening 
ride, one is almost mobbed by sets of jolly looking lasses re« 
turning from the heights, loaded with fire wood, grass, and 
the bark of the trees. Tlivso ladies also act os grass cutters 
for the stables, ao^ carry loads from, bouse to bouse, or from 
Almora to Hawulbagh, with (Boch greater zeal aod activity 
than their husbands, many of whom stay at home to ourse the 
babies. 

There is only one shop with European stores at Almora— 
dial of an obese but worthy bunneah by name Csabee Sah 
(perhaps the future Nubbe Buksh of'Nainee Tal)but 
though he trill sell hermetically sealed provtsiooa, he is, alas! 
too ri^d a Hindoo to profane bis shop with Wise, Beer and 
Spirits. He has a license however," to seli-^tea, sonffand to* 
bacco.^' His Dew house is parh^a tbe haudsomest in thawhole 
Irilli, aud would not disgrace (he main street of a foreigb city. 

At Almora all tbe grain is broogbt in from tbe bill per. 
gunoabs, and none but the rarer sorts are imported from the 
plahn; all tbe shopkeepers, too, are pufasrees, and vouieof the 
borai and cloth merebaots who trade with Thibet are* tolera* 
bly weiltby« As the bunneahs do not store up much grain, 
and are dependent on the caprice of tbe iccnindara for tbeir 
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eupp!ie«, sDmftHmes, when the latter are buaf mth reap^o^ 
and Boving aQ«f other urgent agricultural purauita, ebe baz^r 
store of grain becomes rer^ soant. But of bite years, ^is 
inconr^iaoee has leas felt than funaerlyy and on tbe 
wbqle, tbe raatkatmuy be conaidered as cheap and plentiful, 
considering ihe isolated lituacion of the torrn. Almora is 39 
raUes from the foot of the hills, and the rate of cartiage lure 
for the 4 marches la one rupee. The scenery of these marches 
(except (be one into Almora) is rery pretty, and the view 
from the (^agbur has been of^ii lauded. Oisbop Ileber is 
particular speaks of itia gloving terms, and fev trarollers are 
disappeisted with the scene. 1 hough comparistma are 
odious^ it nay fwly be stated that there is nothing on the road 
between Bhar.aod Sittla, to cooipaie with the marches from 
Bheem Tal toPeooraln point of beauty and variety ; while 
theroarcb into Almora is not barer than chat to Syre» from 
Subathoo. By ths bye, ahy are not iroo suspension bridges 
built on the Simla road ? In £uniaoD, nuddeas much smaHor 
than the Gumbsr, sregr&ced with these erecdoDS. 

Some of the Peaks around Almora me fins objects, and 
Ssahse,Bandanee, Debee and Biaaur are^aH high and cool 
vid^in.ooe m^ch of ebs staiioo. The roads C9'Bageaur in a 
northerly, * to Petorab Qhor, ki a north easterly, and Lohoo 
Gbaut in an easterly direotion are remarkable for the beauty of 
the scenery through wbleb they run and ibe tiew which they 
command. The routes to the soowy raugeand passes ftum 
Ak^ora are many end good, and the Bindutee Glaeiara ai 
thafbutofNuudi De?i can be reached iaeix ea^ omrebes. 
Thsrads Upw a good road made (o htuasDore'(M least Co 
Teeree)iaod staging bungalows have’ recAa% bean buili by 
tbs Ciftl Ofiicei^ on tbnc part of theaoatf which lies between 
Ahnora end SreOneggai*^ * ' . ' 

In gifiogaa account of Almorai ic Vocld be improper te 
OBUrmeodonof Hawulbagli. This lovely spot is ],60Q feet 
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sad dmitesbelov Aloiora, but still cool enough to tote the 
necessity of tatties and puolcaba, while in the cold weather its 
6 ^sts aod somedmeB its soows are, for a short tine^ Eoiopean' 
tn (hair intensenest. The statlou overhangs the Koesila river, 
here crossed by a pretty iron snspene'toa bridge, end the bous* 
e$ ere scattered about the vaUeyinaveiy picturesque man* 
per, ornsincntod by groves of various trees and shruba^onis 
alpine and some tropical—such as cedars and cyprsSeesand 
myrtles, alongside of sissoo trees aod plantains; aod almost 
buried la orchards of applet, pears and pbtmt. The anr* 
roundiag hills are covered with cheer pines, and the broad 
cultivated valley is fuU of 6iie villages. The beauty of the 
SGSoery acBawulbagh, in tome measure cotopenaates for the 
abseoceofitat ^Imorab. Cricket matches and poncy races 
form tnaataple aomsements of the valley, aa ri£e-practfce, 
dves, and biUiai'ds do of the bill. The GoverDtuent bought 
major Corbelt^a large estate at Hawulbagb, and under tbe 
super intend race of Dr. Jameson, tbe borticultunl garden, it 
’may be hoped, will yield large supplies of the above-mentioned 
fruits, which require considerable improvement In quality. 
Tbooaauds of Tee plants ere thriving very well in the i^Imora 
aod Hawulbagb nurseries, and 10 Chinese tea-bakers amuse the 
puharae population with their strange figaresand still stranger 
propensiUea. 

At Almora fire wood is always for sale ia the baiar, aod 
its price varies from 7 to S mauads per rupee.—Query; is this 
much dearer than wood by paid Jhampaoiee at Simla and 
Mussooree? Talhiog of jbampanies, I must not omit to 
meatioo that at* Almora the usual mode of cooveyazice for 
gendeoteu ia per dandy, a much lighter and faacer^oing afiaSr 
than &jbsmpan. Tbs dandy la notbing more than a faem- 
mock, swung on a pole and carried by 2 men. The 
pace down bill vuh a good set of runners is hi^ly conuueod- 
able. Anciher peculiarity of Almora is that the' gboonls 
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are not abo J. Tbe^ are rid de n w ith ou l s] loea^firsr, beca ate 
kiafoand (bai the same boofa which could bring them safely 
down over theanovy passes to Almora, ser^e for all useful 
purposes erer after;—and secoudly, because Aimora does 
Bot boast a farrier.

Frocn the foregoisg account Uvi It be ssen that, with alii to 
barsoess and partial ugUaess, Atmora is, on the wkoU, a plea* 
sent enough place, certainly a prosperous one in regard to 
the native population. Old peopU are of^n bsld, and AU 
cnora is approaching her tliree-bundrodth year. We ought not 
to expect, Oh her crown, inn lisle old age, or eren (which 
would be nearer the trutJi) in mature days past the prime, the 
luxuriant botior«‘ of a youth Ail head • and liare not her da ugh- 
tsrs, especially tbc youngest, Nnfnee, lorely yeinee,a safficreot 
growth wherewith to coiner the nahsdness of their mother ? 

It remains to tell what sort of a place Almoraiefor Euro¬ 
pean resideats and sTsItors. Northern (here certainly exist 
drawbacks which ^ouId not beomitted in a faithful descripo 
uon. Among these the greateet are—the difficulty of approach 
and departure during six months of the year-^tho dreiance 
ofthe elation from the foot of the Nills^ibe unpleasant dt* 
mate during two months, May and June,—and the of 

agreeable rides and walks. The lucoBTea fences a tteotNng rhe 
two first-named drawbacks are sufficiently obfious, and need 
nut be detailed. Concerning (he third one, baWng premised 
that, compared to ftoy plac% 4o < the piaios attht some season, 
Almora isa Paradise, I proceed to state that Europeans com¬ 
ing (0 the HHis, hope for somethingbeteerthan n closed house, 
Sudan m-door temperature of “summer heat/'varied by an 
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dccosionni rise to 80 FfibreoheiC. Undoubtedly Bneleration 
or&,500 feet in faciuide39 85 N. thoog;!) caneing; bard frost 
sod soov io the winter, is an iinfortunaio b&lfway iiei|:ht ia (be 
hot weather. In low eUaetioii^ people expect to be grilled, 
resign tlieiQselvea (o their fate accordingly, and consider 
Puokaheaiid Tatties as wnfeing Arabutii gates, sad redolent 
of bliss.*' An easterly viod ts their only dread,—and tAis^ta 
cren Utougbt bealtby, sa it thews (he Essence of swamps. At 
a grent height, ae at Simla and Mussooree, tbe aua has aot lost 
all his terrora, and perhaps a May inornrogat (ho latter atadoc 
on (be south eido of the rntige'^say, the nuddleof the white 
Mall road—before (he Dhooii breeze springe ap, is rather tepid 
and not quite an Boglieh May morning. But still “ tbe 
gentry" {ae the good Bishop wonld say) can live in their 
houses, like Christians, with open windows i they do not^tum 
pale or bent their servants when a door is left open, and they 
need not bury tbemselves io bedrooms like dungeons. Visi. 
tors to AliQora, therefore, especially gentlemen of a dyspeptic 
or bilious bodily diatbeeis, bscoms cruet cross, and their dan¬ 
der rises when, even on the aummit of a mountain, they find old 
Sol raging in nil his glory, ai}<l (be breezes, tbongb not (orrid, 
at leastlukewarm. In vain during these two unhappy months 
do the older real dents point to the thermoinetrical horrora 
described at Delhi and Agra,—in vain do they ** babble of 
green fields"-^iii vain do they expatisfte on the coming doUghis 
of the miny season,—in rain do they tell the stranger that the 
local diarrbeea will purge off his grosser humors. Fruillssa 
ey^enistho fruit, and apricots and plums only increnso the 
d i iorde ra of h is inner man. He refuses to be com Ported, —an d 
like ariaua in tbe moated grange,.

Such are the effects of dieappointneaC, acltogon a diseued 
coueiitutiou at 6,600 feet above the sea, t height of ooly 
iDediucu elevation, id the laouths of May end Jmie. Yet, 
perhaps, this viaitor may have fled from the brick duet, 
cOwduDg smoke, and flery viDde of Cawnpoon Bealdee the 
went of sufficient elevation, another cause roakes the dry 
hot aesther unpicosaot, namely, the great glare ffom the glftter- 
iDg iikica slate a&d white quarts Tocke, which under a bright 
sQfi not only dissle the eyes, but reflect back the beat. The 
white roads and scarps on the face of the Landour aad Mub> 
e6otee ndge have, doubtless, m sonny weather a stsnngand hot 
e^^t, but bare mica rocks are much worse; attd need all the 
shad log which plaatations aud foresee can afford. A t Almora 
che latter do not eaUt, wfiile the former are only attache^to a 
few of the bestbungslowa, and to the native bouses and vtllt^ea 
scattered about the hiU. This brings me to the subject of rides 
and walks. In the rainy season and.winter, open roads com- 
manffiog cheer6ii views of che country are far from objection- 
able, and are preferable Co patha through damp and cold woods t 
butio the summer nonebs the want of cool shady retreats ls 
severely felu It Is in these very months, too, that <nihigh 
mounUiue, such for instance as those visible from Almora on 
eveiy side, the woods, when not scorched by che Area, asauise 
their greatest beauty. Who at that season would wiBmgly 
rc&s the rhododendron, horse chesnut, scads, ffidromeda, 
symptocos, deccsia, spireea, wild rote, and many others; not 
to mention the thousand Ibtely flower which bloom at the flxtt 
of these trees and shrubs ? I need hardly add bow favorable to 
love and friendship s^ wanderings through forest and gleo; 
and the shady paths round Jacko at'Simla, and behind the 
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Ca7n$r$ £ack at Mossooree, (though these oames are not suit¬ 
ed to romance) coutd, doubtless, tell manj & romantic tale of 
which thej have been the scene, At Alicorah the roads are 
broad, mid on the whole good; and there is one of them 
which eueods» almost level the whole way, from one end of the 
station to (he other (two miles) j but one portion of this road 
runs puroiiel with liie town, and not far below it. Here ac« 
eordhigiy, more than one senseis otfejided bv certain disagre- 
mens, which it ia uanccessary to particxilarise to ludiao 
readers. The main street of the town itself from gale to gate 
beiog, aa before ment^ned, clean, wide, ond pretty, is not a bad 
promenade, in coul weather; and the bcvctaI circuits, the 3 mile, 
5 mile, and? mite rounds, and tlie rides round fluri’ee^Doongree, 
up (0 Ettleemuth, and down to Mawulbagh, are all good in their 
way, and are aJuiirabiy adapted to Indifiduals who deUgbcia 
what are called constitutional walks. But they all iiiTolTea 
good deal of ascent and descent, are all bare of (reea, and la 
short, though generally safe and full of interest Co a Geologist, 
their character eaCitles them to the reproach of wanting the 
quality of agreeableness, and, therefore, of forming one of the 
mam drawbacks to Aim ora as as a resort for European men, 
women and children. 

Many of the lesser drawbacks, dullness, confinement, same* 
uess &c. are common to all small staiioua ; and tours to the 
Outposts, Snowy range, or f^mnoe Tal can help to baiiiahen- 
Aui in Kumaon. The unproductlveneas of aomeof tlie kitchen 
gardens is an evil which oanoot, without great expense in 
^WfSering and manure, be helped on the top of a mountaiu, and 
ia no( peculiar to (he Alroora ridge. Ooc especial disadvan¬ 
tage, however, must be iuendoDed,aB analog from the prejudice^ 
of the Hindoo natives, audthe scantiness aud depression of ^e 
Mahomedan population. Bcudents can keep farms and fatten 
^yneei ; but oocaeional visitors ftom the pluns sufler from the 
syant of butchers and beef. It is true that, under a modern te* 
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gulaiion Sir Charles Metc^fe, the slaughter of lone, 

wtfdHtkflinitiic/CantowienUonly.'iifa been allovetl; yet 
stilh heef is at a discount, and it is a naisancc for an Englishman 
to erfl his national food as if he was committiog one of the seven . 
deadly sins. In an earlier page, the rulee about springe were 
alluded to os being n conventional matter, quite Independent of 
the plentiful su[iply of water by nature. These rules are 
prod active of real i nconvon io n re to the m i I i wry and European 
public. Thcgrcntrntyorliy of the covered atone A'flofeet are 
privAie property, belonging chiefly to Josca and other principal 
bralimios of the place. In confirmation of the nncient die- 
tribfiijon of thetpringfc these and oiheii were, in Mr, Trollies 
made over excimively to the Hindoo cemtuunity 5 others 
•dtea« apart for Muaulmans and ou leasts 5 others were de- 
d&ted to be common, bus even there, the well oust not be de¬ 
filed by the Lheesiy’s musanck or Dolchee, and Hindoos are 
stationed to dispense the elcmenr, and pout it m» the aeretal 
receptacles brought. Even the plain aipahees adopt this 
custom, end the principal Naola in the lines has a guard over 
it for this purpose. Thus, only a few distant springs, which 
are bleewd with spouts, are opso and free to all, and chiefly 
through the agency of Mr. G. Lushing ton the commissioner ; 
to these has recently been added, I am happy to say, to aque¬ 
duct which brings water from the Sim tola hill to the eastara 
terminauon of (he town. 

Tlie delays, wpsnse.and botheration of all kinds ftpsaing 
this system may be imagined, and shew that Europe^ 
sthti<rh>in purely Hindoo dislrioia ought to be foumlod in en¬ 
tirely gronnd, and not be lacked on to old exUiiug loca¬ 
tions, brhnfolof brafemioical prejudices, Tbe reasons far 
making Almoru aeteition were of a poUtwaUmJ military na¬ 
ture, and were explained at the 6t>motemc«nsQi of thia acr 
count. It must also be remembered riiat Kumaon was naver 
^conqueredbyibe raiihtul, andher Rajabsonly owedanor 
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inioat allegiance to ibe Maliozncaedan mien of India« Hence 
uo fair coioporisou can be made »ilh (be exieting state of 
affairs at Benares, Muttra.niui otlier lioly places; nor do 
. $imis»And Mussooree afford precedents fuca change toKreaier 
liberality ; for, as before observed, tliese SunuUria verv found¬ 
ed by £iiropeuns on unoccupied ground. Nothing but a 
positive interference on the pert of Government (as in the beef 
case) can remedy the iucunvenieuce ; and as the hill people are 
loyal, and not ungrateful for the protection afforded by the 
British rule {e protection impossible without the pr^ence of 
troops) Uis to be hop^dthat, when the dine comes, tliey will 
bow to the necessity of the case, and subinU with their usual 
pbilosopiiy to a change of system. It is proper to mention, here, 
chat prejudices are nut confined to BrAbtahis, os the Elnjpoots, 
Bunneeaiis, nnd Kimssiabs, arc all extremely scrupulous about 
castes and customs. 

Having thus fairly and broadly stated the disadvantages be> 
longing CO .\Ii7iora, as they affect the European population, I 
conclude with mentiooing some advantages not enumerated la 
che first purl of this history. 

The great abiiodaoce of stone suitable for building purposes 
In every part of the station, is worthy of pariicuiac observation.* 
Every house la of stone and slated j and con:imoQ care in mah» 
ing a roof oan render il water-tight. Mauve houses, not being 
built in ahurryi never resemble sieves, and die buildiogs be- 
longing to Goveromeot are for the most part secuced from 
leakage. 

House-rent is fur from high^ and t!ia bungalows are, general¬ 
ly speaking, good and comfurtsble. They have an sir of 
substaatialoess about them which many of the hous s at Simla: 
and Mussooree waot, and they all are built on level ground, 
and are not hangmg over tbeedgee, or buried in the banks, of 
precipicea, Someof them, oUo, are large and lisndsoirte. 'fhero' 
are five tolerably ccmibrtable bungalows for sick officers oi^ 
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lc4Te, ivlacli the public ewe to die liberalicy of GaveromcDC, 
Ai)d (bough Dot peleces, tbeir eccominodatioo is not to be de«« 
pised. 

A Tery pretty Gothic oburch> capable of holding 60 chric.. 
tiaoe, ha$ lately riaeo at the west eod of the st&uoo, and le 
highly creditable to (be arcfaiiect, Captain Weller of the 
Eogiocers. After tliU year* the only iblng wanted to make it 
corapiete will be a >-4ick chaplain. 

Thedouda and miete which envelop the aetcr^iadona in (be 
Himmala are, comparatively «peakiog> auknowii at AUuorah, 
which ia, therefore, during the rains a deiirable residence. Ac 
(bat season even old Ealsemutb dons a robe of green, and the 
number of fnlile villages, vUiblein every direction, ^ve an air 
of cHeeifulnees to the scenery. I suspect (hat, from July to 
October, the Nainee Tal folks will not be sorry to leave their 
fairy lake and take up (heir less romantic abode at Almors, 

!o which case toe change of climate will not be so severe as that 
from Simla and Musaooree to Subathooand Dehra, those places 
of refuge from the “ cloud-compelling'’ Jupiter of the Hills. 

The cbikore and woodcock ahootiogat Almora are very fair 
in their respective seasons, and tbs distnoi e£ KumaoD Is full of 
noble game a sportsman. Nainee Tal aloes affords an a. 
bundant supply of beats, goorul, jurrows, surrows nod other 

small deerf’ and ao eoterpeieing geudeman, this very season, 
returned from a trip to the passes with the large (literally) bag 
of one KioMp cr—wild donkey ! > 

As a station for administering ibe judicial busloess of the 
province, and as a resideoce throughout the year foe natives 
engaged io commerce and trade, or reposingon their owo re* 
sources, or living od hope ae 0 <»ned^cars Almora is well placed^ 
heiog central sod temperate in its climate. For these classes 
and for suitors, high peaks and dangerous precipices subject 
to severe storms, and bitter cold winters, are not so ** eli^^e’^ 
residence, to say the least. 
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Fbally, tUe view of Alioora from the toon tree on the road 
to H&i*uibagli it redly very prHty. and would form s difficult, 
but adenirebie euhject for a painter. Ou a sunni; da^ in the 
raiae^ the long flat ridge covered with fiic buildings nnd or« 
chards, Port oira witli the Britisli flag dying bravely over its 
wftllsto note tbe Swidaff^ and tbs fine slope of rich fields 
etreCchingdo>vo from the ridge to the shining rlvor, fill the e^e 
even of a dyspeptic stranger with pleasure. The natives of the 
province consider Ahnora as the Si pbtt vUra both in 
nature and nrt—and a« an instance of this» I may recount ^at 
the writer of this paper, being accompanied by aii Almora 
Barber to a mountain in the iuterior, 10,000 feet above the sea, 
clothed with the most magnificent pine forests, carpeted with 
flowers of every hue, ond commanding n prospect above of 
snowy penlis, and below of blue streams and fertile rallies, 
asked ibo said Barber fur his opliuoa of the scene { his answer 
was—“ Th«4h ! Alnwra MadJUs/’

On the 9th December 1842,1 passed through Bareilly «n 
route to the beautiful lake, and about midnight entered the 
foreat of grass and trees which elteruately cover the tract 
of land under the hills. It ie known by the name of Turaee ; 
mdra generally called the pestilential or deadly Turtiee; 
with what justice is rather probleiuatical, for no where 
tbtoQgh twenty miles of its extent is water to be found either 
Id flie rivers, or lo wells, which have been tried to a depth ^ 
3 or 400 fe4t without an approach to a spring. The character 
foruohealthlness, cuoimonly attached to this tract of country, 
is worthy of iropartial inveetigadon, to which ] shall Wre* 
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after endeavoov to submit it The rosd ie Tory bod for a ira.

I had nearly 
omilted lo say, that there is ooi moch chance of sleep for s 
traveller going through the fowl in apalkee, at night, for the 
beared keep shouting at the top of their voices every fire or4e«

Tiepcfi to be very nuiiieronfl. After dawn of day they gfad- 
uaily cease their Chonw, aii<l ilie Unsboatl recoUecc was 
vhen the hilla became diadnctly Tlaible to them j ou winch 
(hey watind up with a not very liermouioua Cadeuaaof*' Ai 
Koiee PArretl Wain," mtichm die atyieof aboat cargo of 
Hindoo pnaaengers, when their craft is fairly launched into 
the Gniignjee. 

The hiiercourae between Eastern nnd Western nakioos, 
inuat have bean far more extensive ihnn the a deace of the 
Classical writers of Antiquity would warrniit us in believing*. 

I think I must have reioarkAd tbU iitsome ofmy format notes, 
and the subject was again brought to luy reculloclion most 
forcibly by the shove exclacnatiou. The ignorant iulinbitania 
of ibis reuiOTte forest calliug their Goddess Ralee," Parvet: 
Wala,” (fi'ee translation, wouniain, boro) would not strike 
one ns any tlitog very remarkable, did we uotdnd aome o^the 
ancient Greek or Roman writers occasioanUy using the same 
expreasiem to diethiguish that of the Himtoala knowci by tbe 
moderns os the " lliudoo Eoh"—Montes Parveii” is (be 
name given to that range, by Arrian, and, if I do nottoiatake, 

1 believe by soiite otiutr ancient authors. Bodi words slgoU 
fy rnogntam in the respeotivo largunges. 

TheGreeks and Romans doubiltts looked upon the Basteroa 
as barl)ariAna,just as tbe Cbiaese have hiiberio dooe on tbe 
rest of maukiod,aiid naturally talked and wrote of them in a 
can temptible and laconic style, althongh it is very quesUooable 
whicb of the two were best entitled to the appellation. 

After a walk of three hours, I reached the Beeiut-nl bungalow, 
where \ bad a most agreeuhle surprise in needng my gi^ 
friend Weller of tbe Engineers, in llte company of Mr* Batten. 
Unexpectedly meeting the companiun of m; first trip lo 
NaioeeTal was no onlinary pleasure, aud the rapid changes 
which bad ta^eu plane in regard.to its future dealuyt io tbe 
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short penod of twelve months duriog; which time we bad been 
insti'ureenUl in drawing i( oii( of an anoccountable sort of ob* 
scurity, into 8 well merited ceiebriry, supplied ue with nbun- 
danltopics for discusdoD. A good many travellers hawevUite^l 
it during 1842, and agree that my first daaenption of it as to 
beauty and grandeur, instead of being exaggerated, falls 
greatly short of the reality. 

Tne Putwaree of the villi^cs aroiuicl Roemtsl accompanied 
me fiom Bumowree, and we entered into an animnled discus^ 
Sion on the Polilits and Statistics of Kiimaon, and Che com- 
p&rativc advantages of che British and the Goorklm rule, under 
which tbs Province happened to be i^aced by the iuvnalon of 
tbas restless Cnbs some thirty years ago. A Putwaree in (he 
biUs is not the saroe as a Pu (wares of the plains. In tliefi>rm- 
er he is a kind of Tehsesldar, receives 5 Rupees a month from 
Government, and coUecU (he Revenue from Malgoozars of a 
tract uf villsges, being entrusted to the amount of 8,000 Rs ; 
collects supplies, and coolies; attends inquests &c- The''e are 
fifty-Cvouf them in Rumaon. 

Having never seen Beemtal, I questioned hiio particularly 
regarding its sppearance; finding that, owing to my visit to 
Nainee Tal which so far eclipses all the other lakes, I was 
inclined Co be fastidious and iodiderene to tbe beauties of 
BeemUl, lie held forth with very good taste on their respec¬ 
tive merits, and gave me Co understand by ihs mosC gentle and 
polite hints, tliaC my depredating the latter, without havirig 
seefrk, was a common kind of affecUCion. These Puhersee 
doceTUlniyonmost occasions speak their minds freely. He 
prepared bv a sort of clumsy ruse, which no Puharee can at¬ 
tempt without almost certam detection, to entrap me at once 
into a grand view of BeemCal, by gokig ahead and keeping me 
up against the bank of tbe road, which iatercepted any partial 
sight of tbe sheet of water. When within a yard of the Pass, 
just above the lake, at (be point where you look down od ica

entire eorface, Isavliim preparing to <lrftv the eurtaio, f e. 
seep 8ude and aIIo* me to see tbe speciacie, but I made a 
bound to one side, much to his vexation, and without his con¬ 
sent took a bird’s eye view of the pretty little sheet of water. 
Heoonfesaed to the mnneeuvre by which he wished me to 
form a farourablo opioioD of it^ being conscious apparently of 
the duiwtiou of dret impressions; however, my exclamazon of 
how very beautiful” quite restored me tgsio to hie good 
graces. 

The bill men bold lakes in great estimation, and talk of 
them wj^i a sort of religious veneration. On joining mj 
friends, I found every preparailoD bad been made for pro- 
ceeding nest day to Nainee Tal, in the meanume we put the 
boat into Beemta1,and rowed ourselves round it. Tbe ex» 
poeure to the sun fur 10 days and being out of the water, bad 
made it so leaky chat we were obliged to have a puharee with 
us to bale out the water, frbicb he did with hie shoe. Tbe poor 
man was in evident bodily terror : he never w«is to a boat in 
hie life l>efore, and he said the Tal was very deep. Ho was the 
idendcal person to whom Bishop Bebec offered money, and 
asked to become n Christian, on whirh I believe he threw 
Che money on the ground. It showed the good Bishop’s sup¬ 
posed gross ignorance of rnankind so eirongly, tliat I have 
ofUn been inclined Co think it was only a little piece of acting 
on his part. My friend’s camp exhU>itod delightful proofs of 
the abundance of spo.’t, tbe andera of the jurao, Che fresh 
looking skins ofUie Chamois, and Kakiir deer, promised a 
ffret rate dinner, not the less welcome to me that i had been 
without a meal for thirty-six hours. 

An Alderman of London would have been in raptures widi 
the fare, coasisttng of tnrtle soup and three diffcrccc kinds of 
ventaon and game. Good cheer, woshiticf My friends devo(>' 
ed thecneelves to some first rate beef I had brought them, there* 
by indicating the true John Bull aaac. Beef is not ea»ly pro-

cumblein iht'selnllsi on account of the native prejudice i^^ainst 
the itlaughter of tlie sacred SDiinal, and Govemineat ImTtng 
iDA<Iea covenant with them to prevent it. 

The puhai‘e«s are angular beings. On Mr. B. (their Judge, 
CoUoctor ftn<J Megieii atc ) landing from the boat, they crowded 
round Uim like children, and In real cai'ncet coDgratulaled him 
on hisesca|)e fnunthc dangers of Ins hazardous voyage round 
Beetnbd! HjuIUc U^en tlio pet sun of every one of theta, he 
could not bnve been received more nifectioRntely. They seemed 
to think it ait unnecountable peculiarity nf the 
tI)Btthey should undergo all the fatigue of rowing themselves 
about to a boat, when tliey might employ fiervasls for tho pur¬ 
pose. 

There are ft nnmber of other very pretty lakes within ten 
to fvelve mill's of Boomral, but every 0 no of them so inferior 
to N.iiueo Tal, that on acenuot of my haviug seen It, I was let 
off ft visit to choin. Mr. B. as.iired tiie that Beeintol vras con- 
si lerc'tl prefect ly bcnuiifal i>y Bishop ITcVer aud the aei/i-fo^ite 
p'‘i>oe*'ciiug t» then, must they think of 

(laiiiee Vah when the I'oa Is nre mads so as to give (bem an 
opportunity of seeing and admiring it ? By April next it will 
’ be as uccriidble t) nil ae Simla or Muasooi'ee, and most pro* 
bably by ftr enwr routes* 

Aft-r an early breakfost ve alarled for Kalnee Tal, b&viug 
sent i><Tthc^ hofttsome hours before, ncccmposied by about 30 
hill moil. My (irst visit to the lake waa by a detestable and 
difficult route up the l>e(] of the Khyrna river; on the prosit 
nccasron 1 h>«l lo steer nearly duo West for Beembd, climbing 
up the Gagur mountain range. The path, however, was uoC a 
difficult cue, the sseents not more than three or four thousand 
feci, and (he desoeota about one theusaod. Id the ai^emooB 
I sudik'iily enmain sight of the eutire expanse of tbe lake, 
from the end of the ridge cidled Sher ka Daode, at a height 
of two or three hundred feet above tbe water level. Tbe well 
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remember^ forest, which w«ie lo riew in the distance for 
some time, hid prepared me fcr its viciidty, bar. sliU on i-s 
sudden eppesrance, the half of it iighied up by the auii aiid 
luoltiug like n sheet of fire, while (he other half in the shade 
oftlie treinendoufi moanUin of Ayspatis appeared black as 
ink and as sinooiU as marble, I was much more struik both 
with iu beauty and grandeur than on my first visit. On the 
present occasion, my haring jast cuinc from the moirotonoua 
scenery of the plains enhanced d>at of the lake, no doubt; 
while my wandering in (he g I'oat snowy range for two months 
pluvious to my first visit, must liave mnterinlly detracted from 
the appenraueeof vasinesi and extent, which now seemed to 
characterize this unrivalled landscape.

ofjeelniisy to excel those of the most fbrcik CMoeae-Tartar 
imagination.* The Province ia now, under the pnise*worthy 
and ilbernl syatero adopted by the Goveimmeot local officers, 
open to the researclies of every traveller, and if ordinary pm*

TmillV (llkinedO lystem of govarDmeat. liorcilU* U only eighty 
mile^ fi oiQ Sainaa Tal, and yet up to the end of lust yrar.ii vae 
amKtWrofdoubtwithihs majonty efihe residcota of the st.v 
^nusrbether ornot there wu su^ alake m existence. It was 
htifiorevs to hear the description given by two or three of the 
regents of AI more, who visited Bareilly about two months ago, 
of the sceptical ideas entertained by the mAjoiily of the good 
folks tliere, oftbe existence of such a place na Naince Tal. Un* 
fortunately neither of (lieao residents of Altuora had seen the 
lake, and could only decUre that, to the best of lUsit belief, 
there IMS such a place. This was a neutral sort of opinion 
which could net improve the state of affairs, sod 1 believe I 
»kjoy tile unenviable celebrity of being a traveller of au 
quivocal ebaraeter, fbrailachmsnt lo facts! 

Had the lake been m the heart of the Snowy Aaiige, or half 
way iuto Cbinsee Tsrtary, it would not have ataggvred any 
OosVbelief f but its shore distance fromBareHlT, only 85 miles, 
made ila existence next to an impossibility in the opinioo of 
mwy- 

Aoethertidicobus circumstance which occurred about a 
year ago,tended co tlirow a doubt on the crutb of ibe first des¬ 
cription f gave of Manee Tal. A few days alter my return 
from the hills and scenery aroond the Lake, a gpiitlsraan 
to whom T described tbem, thinking the information woulJ he 
^accepiswie to the Lditor of the Newspaper 
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c om m un i cated it «itb ou l my pe rmittion, a 11 li e same time ni ak* 
mg' a moetiadicmue mistake, in Bubstltntmg; the viDew (or the 
oypreu tree, nnd moreover giving; another huiulred feet io 
addition cotbcir 1*081 height. [ considered it advUahleto 
correct tkeee luielakes, by iiabliahinga short and true account 
of the place i« the Agra UkAhar ; but my deducting die 
hundred fuet from die height of lie willows nnd lubrntuting 
the cypress instead, had not the effect of producing a proper 
impression of my veracity ns a traveller i—in fac>i taking io 
altogether, nothing better than my contradiction could have 
been Joviaed with the view of making it gueetiooable and 
stispicioue. To endeavour to convince your renders that the 
place is really posseasod of a habitation nnd niiame," 1 now 
send yon a rough >>kctcb of the lake, and the adjacent country 
in die direction of Moradnbad, Bnreilly iumI Almorn, On the 
south side lies the mountainous ridge called Ayapatia,and 
nearly to the South West, the great peak of Deop a tU, exactly 
recemhling one of those in the Snowy range, in point i^ ebspe 
and grandeur :^in a westerly direction lies the shapeleai luaas 
celled Che inn r, with Its terri Ac preeiptces nnd land slips and 
cypress clnd glens ; and to the K'lrthnard extends a long 
ridgft called Sherka Dandn. At the point of June linn of the 
latterwith (he Ayepaltn ridge, is the gorge through which tlie 
surplus waters of the lake make their escape, a aiasji portion 
iaUingover the brink, and the bulk of it by subterraneaxi p«i* 
eageii. Along the creet of Sher ka Daoda, there are about 20 
building ihei, the whole of them commanding an ex ten live nnd 
gorgeous view of the highest part of the Snowy range, with 
the drawback, liownrer, of water having to be brought frooi 
some little distance from the springs below; although, after all, 
io that respect, it would be a trifle compared (o the beet sites 
atLundour and Mussoctee. On the lawns and undidacing 
ground between the lake anti Cbienur, flf^y to a hundred, or 
^sn double that could be built, according to die extent of land 
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gnu ted beyond wliaC le aecesnry for the mere buildings. 
Belotv iliesummit of the ityapatU range there ie an immense 
extent of ground for houses, with springe of water at tin de¬ 
ration of about seren thousaad feet above the sea: * indeed n 
gentleman who risited it in October last, iisving been requesU 
ed by Mr. Batten, C. S. to examine its cap^ilities, reported 
h ]aige enough for X/ondon itself; uieamug. doubtless^ that 
there was a great deal more than ever would be required. 
There is also building ground, with water near, ou the west 
face (»f the Cbeinur mountain, so there can never be atiy ap¬ 
prehension of the eupply taUiDgehort of die demand. The 
eupply of wood, both for boilding and fuel, is inexhuustiblc, 
avd^t^e rtesouroee for every Other kind of material seem unli¬ 
mited, There are more cypress trees withered or tialf wither¬ 
ed than cao be expended in buildings for half a dozen years to 
come; not one of the green trees need be cut down, they 
may all be preserved for ornament, at the saiue time that tlie 
getting rid of those dried up ones will improve tlie appearance 
of the aceoery. Tills cypress is different from the Persian 
species, nod is considered by the natives of the hills to be 
quite as valuable as the deodar, whjeh, in England even, Is fast 
sii^rsedtng every other kind of pine fir. It appears, oo tJic 
best native authority, to last in buildings forcenCurtos, 

The bill oak grows to a gigantic size near (lie Inks, sur¬ 
passing any others 1 have seeu hi my extensive Hiimnala 
ramblings, and the small bauiboo called the rungal, an article 
exceeding usefol ia buildings, is in abundRiiee. The AyapaU 
ta mountain is composed of limestono; a great proportion of 
the Chieour aud part of Sberka Dandsof different kinds ^ 
slatestone, a roost admirable one for buildiogs, with occasion.

The zoolUtude of oma* 
mental treea, shrubbery, and wild Anvers, such as Rbodo- 
dendroD, viM rose, lavender &c. &c. is uot exceeded or eTen 
rivalled by any otlier i)art of the sub-Himmala r^nge of an 
equal extoit; nature seema to have lavisbetl her gifts vub a 
profuse htud, to have hlcssod tbo spot with acUmacs suitable 
for the coinpletr ei^oysne ii t of her bouo lies. D uri ng the 11 th, 
J2rli, Idih, v)<] part of 14th December which spent st the 
lake, tlie iliermomctcr scstoely vari d in the shtde, day or 
Tii^c;—the lowest at night or rather lialf an hour bofore sun¬ 
rise being 46^ and the highest during the day 54^. The lake 
is completely encircled by high mono tains, and I suppose hnv 
on (hat account 0 more pquid>le ohiuale than is generally fouad 
at the snme eluvadon. Wo were equally free from tho parch¬ 
ing mummy making cold of the December moruingsof (he 
plains, nod the oppressive noon-day heat. Before our arrival 
the tecnperaiuM must have been lower however^ because we 
found a small lake, about 800 feet bigocr than KainseTal, 
completely froseti over, and the Ice so deep that we were able 
to omuse ourselves sliding over it. We had not thought of pro¬ 
viding ouerselvea «Uh skates, for wbiclt tliere is bere omple 
8 cc^3^ Xven on the ice we did not And the cold half so 
disagreeable as in the plains, whore low temperatures are, 1 
think, DDoaftiral, and any tiring but healthy. The visitors to 
the Uke Id Juoe found the cecDperature about 57^ so that 
the climate must be all the year round quite as good, if not su* 
perior to that of aoy part of Bagland* * 
i^bouthalf a dosen locations for. building have already either 
been applied for or granted, aod Mr. Lushington the Commis- 
stoaer of Kumoon has already commerced upon n email house* * 
We found he had erected out*houses sufficient for s large camp,

several other a pplicatiu 116 for land aro in prt^ress, viih the 
view of making it a sniiatarium. Arrangvneiits are also be¬ 
ing made by the local Officers to rentier tliu nature of every 
teuure so clear asd distinct, that there h every icasoii to hope 
tbe QGw settlement may profit by tlio oiistakcM and mono- 
polies and vague transactions, vbich have rendered pTO|>ercy 
at Massooree so unsaiisfactory to its owners. Govermnent 
has decided on fixing tbe rent of land at NauieeTal at 2 
aoBas per kucha bee^, 6 beegas to tbe acre, and ordered a 
l^aee to be set apart for a Church and public buildings. 

I shall hereafler send yon copies of tbe public correspond- 
euce, which bas takeo place between myself and the Kumaon 
local Officers aud the Govenimerit on thiseabject. * A bosar 
has been planned out by Mr. Lushing ton tbe Commissioner, 
and (lie bill people are fiockiog in tv take leases of land for 
dookans. They are rejoiced at the prospect of Nalnee Tal 
becoming a flourishing settlement, and by April next if 
European visitors are numerous, there is litde doubt that 
every kind of ordinary supplies for food as well as porten for 
carriage will be procurnUe. At preteui the snow must be 
deep on (be hills, as well as ihegleuof the lake, but vjN 
disappear by the end of March. Alinorn is about 33 miles 
disiatit, and the road to it is by a Pass over tbe 3her ka 
Banda, north of the lake. On the opposite ride (to tbe lake) 
of this ridge, there is a thick forest of cypress and cak trees, 
which, about fifteen hundred feet downwards. Is succeeded by 
oue of the conitoon or Norway plus fir ; on the opposite side 
of the Cheinur mountain there is also an imraeose forest of 
* See sppeadix ^e III. 
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cypress trees ; os well os on the south siUeof Ayapatta, o^ei- 
bang'mg the plains. Therein do other inMaoce in any part 
of the Gagur range, or indeed in any pure of the Sub Hiiu«« 
male, w'bere cypress foi'eer^ are found so non r the pie ms as in 
the vicinity of Naiiiee Tal. Those on tbe soutli si<lc of 
AyapaltA me only screu miles from the entrance of the Nilial 
river Pnsh. There is here no outer ran|^ of billK correspond* 
ing to the Sewaliek raii^e bet^veen the Jemnn and Osnges; 
ilio Gugiir at once entered direct ficm the plains, and 
from an elevation of not more ihnri 1,500 feet above the sea, 
an ascent of about 5,500 in 7 miles hrrnjp^ you to the top of 
tile Paaajiisl over the lake. This sudden truiisition, from the 
plains into the inoiiutain scenery on such a large scale, is so 
striking, that evtm to nn old traveller in tbe Hiinmnla, on 
impression ’is convoyed, that a section of tbe great Snowy 
range itself must have been removed by some mieiakefrom 
itSQiTo proper region and dropped aroand Kainee TaJ. Tbe 
scenery of the Juwahir Pass leading into Chinese Tartary, 
is here exhibited on a amall acalethe cypress trees 
are commou tu both, and tbe peaks have a strong reseuiblaiico 
to each other. Tbe deodars at Simla, with the exception of 
a very few trees iu the deep kuds, are inferior in sise and 
beauty to the Nahiee Tal cypreen. My friend Weller paid 
ademUoificial visit to the Jawahir Pass last year, crossed 
tbe S oowy range, end went three day’s joarney into Chinese 
Tartory, nearly iu tbe direction of lake Manes Sarpwut 
sUII, with the opportunities be had of seeing scenery to which 
there in no equal on the face of the globe, he declares tlinl 
Kaioee Tal and its mountain ramparts are not thrown into the 
^ade by any thing else that caroe under his obRcrratioii. 
Considering ^at, on cho above occasion, he was for a month 
wandering among jodunraios twenty three to tweoty. six 
thousand feet in height above theses, be might have been ex* 
peeled to look upon any thing in the lower range as very 
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nmlitis therefore n strong; 0 |iinfon in favour of 
ihe lake. Game of every ktud is in unusual abundance. In 
Octoberlast iliree 8(>ori8cneQ, who paid its vUil, skiig;liicrod 
in R few duys, S jmao (lATgesl re<l deer) 8 chamois, S kakur, 
a hear, and 4 other oidmals. I believe they did notnhooiat 
pheasnnte» which arc also in great plenty.

The boat which I ioek>vi>h me to Names Tal, was sonvey- 
ed over the inonncsins with great ditficuley, and did not rsadi 
its destmnlion tllln wbole day after onr arrival. I had for* 
tunatdy taken eho precaution of bringing a Garpeuter and 
plenty of dammer with me, or the boat would have bseo nss- 
less. The value of this Bundobiiit was allowed, end it was 
voted nem. con. that I most hava been making good use of 
the “ doorbeen.** This was flattering; but. as I have sniJ 
befw’c, bundobust te no where so well understood os among 
the old Hoiiilkuculites. We .soon had the pleasure of laaiioli' 
iiig into the water tbe first boat that ever floated on tbs bosom 
4 )f Kainee Tsl, and one of the first things we did was to make 
its circuit at full speed, in sight of an astonished and delight' 
ti uaetnbIsgeofPuharees, (do not print ibis pvttcoree#, if you 
please, printer's augelsl) who like chi Id reo, were almost frantic 
with joy at tbe novel and unexpected spectoelo. The circuit, 

I should say, is 3^ miles. On landing, the bill people crowd* 
ed around to congratulate ns, and amused us exceedingly with 
their remarks. Our appearance in the distance on the lake, woe, 
with tbe most ingenious and cloesical good tute, llkeued to tbe 
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iirst appearaBc« in the world of the God Viebnoo encrgiD^ 
from the mighty deep. 

The bill people are well versed in the Hindoo Mythology, 
aud in a iniaute the whole bietory of Vishnoo lying asleep in 
the bosoni of Devi, at the bolcom of the ocean wbiuh thou 
covered ibe earth, and a lolue stalk epiiogingout of his body 
and the ascending flower eoon reaching the surface of the 
Hood, and Brahma sprin^ingODt of that Hower &c. &c., was 
related to us with gravity and solemnky. Our boat wae the 
fac slmUe of the said lotus flower, and we being three resem- 
hlrsl tlie Hindoo Trinity, and our advent on Nainoc Tnl in a 
boat looked like the flrsl-boro" come to people the cnrtb 
with human beings! 11 \Te succeeded in enticing a respect¬ 
able TJiokdar, called Nor Sing, into ihe boat with ue on our 
second voyage. This geutlomau had laid claim to Nainee 
Tal and the mountains arouod ; but it was decided a|aiost 
him by Mr. Battea iu bis Court. Tbe case wes at this lime 
before either the Board of Revenue or 'Goterument. On get* 
ting well into the lake, f asked bim if he would resign his 
protensious and admit the right of thu Honorable Company 
Bahadoor to tbe lake, end intimated tu bim tliatbe h&d hie 
choice of doing so or of being loft in posseeslon of bis property 
on the spot. He looked very blank, an id tbe lake was very 
deep, and agreed to waive bis claim, in prefeiice to tbe cbance 
or rather certainty of being drowned if the boat were upset, a 
feat we assured him we could prepetrate in one instant with¬ 
out danger to ourselves. 

Being always provided with a book and pencil when in tbe 
hiUs, I produced tbein, and the poor mao wrote out in it, a 
deed by which he resigned all claim to the Uke ! As all t])e 
Pubateea of Kumoou, however poor, can read and write, aa 
eoon. as we returned to the shore I exhibited this document to 
the aseembled crowd, and then puoi* Nur Sing wae told that he 
bad been most vUhuoously hoaxed. We had put en as eeri* 
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QIS3 faces as vs could vfiile on board (ba bont, aud the man, t 
do believe, tbougbl us in earliest, but tUe roars of laugli«r 
tliat note saluted him on e very side opened his eyes to i fie lit* 
tie trick we had played hloa. He got ridiculed and roa»tcd by 
all hie neighboun, in such a style as one never sees niuoiig iiu> 
tlTeiofthe plains Our joke was consldere<l aa drat raW; 
there is noth tag the hill men ai*e fonder of than a good practi¬ 
cal one, end nothing they ore so sensilivo to, hs ridicule. .Nur 
Sing has now applied tvbemude the Putwurce of the new 
eettUnient oo5rupees a iiioutli. 

Ill one of our excursions oii the lake, we came upon n great 
black bear cliiabing a frightful precipice, and only thirty or 
forty yards distant from ui. To our great disappointment 
we had not a gim on board, or we should' have had spleiKlul 
sport. The 6rst shot at all well directed must have tumbled 
him into the lake dose aloitgside our boat. lie soon dis¬ 
appeared, crawling over the fnee of upright rocks, that no- 
thing but our seeing could bare convinced ns were praciico* 
ble to any iiniuisl whatever. 

Weller dariug the day of die Idtb, fired at a ttger and put 
a ball tbrougli him. We turaedoutour whole camp in the 
evening eud traced him fora long way by his blood Into a 
lab) I'iutb of Tlie most dismal caverns in ibo limestone moun¬ 
tain of Aynpatta. The ground was almost impenetrable from 
(he thickness of the Riiiignl bamboo, and wo bad to take some 
frightful leaps over cbe ravines winch led out of and into the 
endless succession of apparently bottomless cavoe. In one of 
(hem ve sawa partof tbe skeleton of some large aoimol that 
bad falleu a pi‘ey to the brute. Had we come upon him, with 
life in him, it must have been a deadly dangerous encounter 
to so ins of us. We kept ti^etber pretty well, detenu ioed to 
be staunch, bat our search wasfruicleu. This tiger id the 
morning took a fancy to Weller’s seal-skin cap, mistaking it 
for some animal, (dm also happened once on a dme to my 
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friend Peton Oorh rvitb a leopard^) and instantly 

crouciiing’ commenced a stealthy approach with lus tail up 
evidently determined on making bte breakfast of oor good 
frieoJ, vbo, instead of running, accommodated the aaioial so 
far as to approach some twenty yards nearer him, to have a 
better shot. Ho was drilled through and through by Weller’s 
bullet, hulk was not f8Ul,find we were sadly dlsappobUed la 
losing him. Weller also came upon two leopards, huodng 
die lungnor, a very large species of monkey. 1 iieTer before 
could im^ne bow so many leopards in cLo hills managed co 
make their Uvolihood, but this accounts for it. There are thou* 
sands of monkeys about Ifalnce Tal. When one of them is 
unlucky enough to take refuge in a solitary tree, a pairef 
leopards stand sentry over It, till Jneko’s impatient temper 
soon prompts hiioto bolt and run fork, and*for a short distance 
when once on the ground, they hare no chance of escaputg a 
pair of leopards. The natives assured Weller, that there were a 
great oiany destroyed lo this way. 

After enjoying ourselves for three days to our heart's con> 
teat, we prepared to qait the lake on the 14th December. As the 
boat had w be wintered here, we set half a hundred pnharees to 
work on tbs coostniedon of a wet dock at the edge of the lake; 
this was covered over with strong bronuhee and leaves of trees 
to protect It from the snow, and there the little crafr remains in 
solitary possession of Nafaee Tal. Early in'die forenoon our 
little party broke up, Weller reiuralng in the direction of 
Almore, and Batten and nyaeU making for the plains by the 
most direct route, down the ravine of the Nlbal river. We bad 
first CO make a sUurc ascent, and then an almost uninterrupted 
decent of five thousand five hundred feet in about 7 miles. The 
scenery of the Passk very grand; die aide of Ayapntta mountain 
facing the plains Is a wonderiul sight, lunccessible peak/, and 
an alternate succession of tremendous landslips and beautiful 
clumps of the cypress, diversify the landscape. A little way 
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lake. Or a could be uiede from tfie Kotha Dhouo to join 
the Kibal Paes at or near Koorpaka Tal, (ben on to the lake, 
ae in No. The Polgurb Paaa ie not yet passablv for Uuckcnes, 

but might be m&deao witkont much diScnlty. This route, 
with a little clearing of the rood near Chilkeea would, Uu 
believed, beat all titnee of the year aa l.oalthy if not more eo 
(baotfae PeyraDhoon. Mr. Batten, who waa once employed in 
Sabarunpore, declaree that the aickoera am nog the nntive police 
eraa always ten times worse at the Mobun Cbokey in the Kerco 
Pass, than in any of cho posts iu the Kumaou forest, lluld* 
iraoee attdtlie Kotha Tkanas are both far more healthy tlian 
that pert of the JDeyra Dbooa. A strong prejudice exists 
ag^kkst ^e SlamaoQ Totaee, but oo trying *to come ai the 
meriteof it 1 lieve always found that it sunds on tbs principle 
of give a dog a bad name,*^ dee. The deaths that have oc¬ 
curred to European travellers from fevers which ate described 
as so dreadfal, 1 have found to have been almost wholly oc¬ 
casioned by downright imprudence, and neglect of proper ar¬ 
rangements for the jonrney, I shall again recur to this sab** 
jeot,and conclude in my nest with a few remarks on the tract 
of conn Cry under the hills.

ProBi the foot of the Hills at the outlet of the Nihal river, 
where we foun d on r horses in read I'aess, we rode to Huld waoee 
through the forest, a distaoee of about 16 miles. From com- 
Aion report, I bnd been ted to believe that tbc whole of this tract 
was a dismal wildertiess of Jungle, so impenetrable end unheal¬ 
thy diat human beings dreaded even approach log it. To my 
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astcvnisbment 1 fuuod a gte4t Dumber of flourishing villages 
wicb lusurUct eidti ration, and vherever there iraa foreat it 
had goihing; ofthe charalter of ajungle. Tbe eaul trees have 
borage been out down bf the timber dealers; but there are 
immense numbers «f ocher spedca, many of them very beau d< 
ful andsiniely, and the underwood is anything bat iinpenctra* 
ble. The road it exoel^nt, with the exeeption of the stony beds 
of a few hih streams which wo had to cross. 1'he coltiTatloii 
is irrigated by numerous srtifleial canals brought from these 
streams. Todvellers in the plains, the sight of these beautiful 
little ean&ls britiiful of cryetal water running along on a level 
with tbe surface of the ground, affords a great deal ofpleaaurc. 
The beiieflls they confer on the collivntora are not to be esti* 
mated ; they are invahioble. Wherever I saw tliem, they were 
accompaoied by sheets of cultivation» andl said to myself 
wbat might nut tbe whole of Robdhuad be, if the Salido river 
were turned into canals and carried dirough die prorioce. 
The icbabiiaLts of these vidages under the lulls, appeared.far 
mo/e comfortable than iu any other part of Rohilkund which 
Ihaveseca. They turned out bodily to see their master Mr. 
Batten, who sesins to be fiersooally and intimately scqnaiotod 
with every ono of diejn, ae well as dieir lauds, cultivation and 
feuds. Thiagives him a great advantage in settling and pre- 
venting the endless litigation, to which the hill men bear such 
an atlachment, that it seems to form ooe of their chief I ux- 
nries. Many hundreds of (he puharees would sell all they hare 
and b^gar themseJres, to be able to iudtUge ia lUigstion with 
an cbnosioua neighbour. They are in the practice, too, of in'* 
ventiag (he most incredible compl^nta ; tbey rash into court, 
petition in hand, with such frantic gestures and furious elo- 
i)ueace, that a person uoacquaioted with their habits would, be 
led to suppose they must have been robbed and plundered, ood 
at least half^illed, when the cream of tbs whole affair perhaps 
(urns oat to .1^ that some neighbour either looked or spoke 
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(ingrily at liiic, or laughed at him, These, and even letter 
grounded complaints, Mr. Batten can> from hcs intimacy with 
Ilia sahjecta, dissect in an insUQl, and they generally end in 
the complainant sneakiug ofT, heartily asbaoied of liimaclf, 
end in terror of Its sabjecting him to ridicule. In nil iiiy liill 
wandeiings, although 1 hnre Lad hundreds of complaiiHS 
brnnglit hy villj^era against serrnnts &c., not one lialfuf 
tJiem bad niiv gronnd at all, and the other half 9crc aochihlisU 
end frivolous, tliat it Old; re^juiruda fetvrroJHls and a little 
pathmrs to restore thn complainiinta to good humour. When* 
ever a hill mnn came to me mors frantic Lban common, with a 
drea<lful story of wrongs, I used to qniet him, and tell lilm to 
flit down, and I would hear it whenever hscoiild tell It with- 
OttCtbe accompaniment of insane gestures and unneceesary 
uproar. Aflerafew minutes, on giving kirn another chance, 
I generally f«nm(Lthe ferer abated, but not enough tom^e 
him reasonahle ; an made him sit flown again to eat patience 
and phihtanpliy : tried him again and again, till at last finding 
that, divested of die frantic gcslaros and infuriated eloquence, 
Lrs story was completely spoiled and not worth telling, ho 
would take the first opportunity he could of SDeakIngoff. Their 
impai’ence is proverbial. ( remoisher near Josee^Muth, inysolf 
and two ^mpaniona journeying along the road at some die.* 
tance frxiin each other, apiiharee rushed up to the furenost 
of our party, a Queen's officer, threw himself into the most 
killing auifudes, and swore that our servants, who bad gone on 
ahesd some miles, bad robbed him of & dozen sheep, beat him 
and driven him nway from hisfiotk. The Queen’s officer, ao( 

understanding his lingo, briefly answered him^'go to-’’and 

walked on. His eloquence was evidently beginoingto (how, 
but he thought he might as well have another trial, so he wait¬ 
ed for the next in order, a Company's o^cer, who, after hear, 
tnghiin, directed him to go to the Sahib iu the rear. His story 
bad much dim infeed in interest by the last gentlenau's hi. 
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Oi^eTenc^i foi* ilic number of sheep plundered was reduced to 
eiie, and when lie coin e at Ids Mo me, And I commenced by 
makiug hiin (ell his story quietly Mho dn mage was brought oo 
low AS one small Inirvb. Ou getting to Jo^^ee-Mutb, I found 
that my hill titidal hod laid hold of a lamb in die mun’a dock 
nud asked him to sell it fur our use, on which he ran olT.ns if 
plundered out of house nml home, I sent fitrche animal and 
he sold it to us, pocketed the money with a grin, and walked 
offeppnrcntly ns muck pleased as ourselves. The nauvesof 
the plains can Dot endure the piilisrees, they look upon them as 
die most contemptible of human beiogs; aud, rice versa, the 
puliai ees both detest and fear the dcsee mou. The iroinaoii 
puharecs, however, have many very good qualities, niuoug 
which tlie chief is honesty. XJicy are not wanting in courage 
either, like those ahoot Mussoorec; a gieat peopoiilon of the 
men of onr Qoorklia corps, are natives of this province. A« 
bout eight hundred of ihe Goorkba corps in Shah Soojab^s 
service, who fought so desperately at Cbarekar, were natives 
of Kumaou, Cliiefly from Eajee Kumaon and Lobha. The 
great hero of Charekar, MoteeRam, ia the son of the Chokey- 
daroftbs staging bungalow at Da^urra, near l.ohoo Gbruit, 
a poor half blind inBrmold man, nn inhabitant of the neigb. 
bouriijg clearance in the forest. No doabt lie must be familiar 
to mnny travellers in that part of the bills. 1 well remember 
the old mna inakiog most anxious enquiries of me regarding 
the Goorkha corps in Alfgbanistan, early in December 1841, 
when I passed a ni^t id his buiig&low. I bad then do uevs to 
give him ; bat it was rather strange that nextmotDing, oinny 
arrival at Lohoo Ghaut, I received ibahrst intelligeoceof ihe 
maurrecdon and massacre of Burnes,&c. iu Calmo). Motet 
Ram, in his own native hills, would have appeared to a casual 
observer just the same as any other pubaree. CiiCumstaBces 
developed his real character, which, however, is afUrall obly 
that of half the uatives of Kumaon, if they were in a similar

tile had been 80 lioolzed aud aaiioyed at Simla by having 
to repeat bis story erery day of iiis life, Uiat he has now be* 
coDie ulent and nToids the inquisitive curiosity of Buropeane. 
To tbe^iativos ofliiso^vn bills he has always been impcneira* 
ble; be vill tell iiotliin^, been use, poor fellow, be wishes to a« 
void the distinction of being tLo messenger of evil tidings to 
almost every Rajpoot faniiy in Kdmaoa and Rriiisli Guib- 
wsL He saw all his brave cocapanioos io arms massacred and 
Uvesalorveto telj the tale. How very melancholy i lie is 
now about* to vi^ the Gamp of tbe Governor Oeaeral, and 
tbe CommaDder-in-Cbief, in the hope of gsttiog something 
io tbeKelAuUGilsie Corps, or of being able to attach htoi- 
sclf to Eldred Puldnger, the only European survivor of Cba^ 
rehaivandof course the .only one who could give tsstliaony 
to the truth of bis sud story. lie was long at bis home before 
recovering from the. effects of Ids campaigns, and to the deep 
regret of ail who know him and wisi) to serve him for his bra* 
very, be failed in obtainiog even a' naidesnip ia die KumooQ 
Goorkha Corps, stationed within a few mile« of bis home. 
The natives of thia Province have a very good iden of their own 
courage, wlien any thing occurs ro call forir. My friend the 
Futwaree who took me tr» Beerotal, in talking of the conquest 
of Uie bills by the British, scouted the id«*a that we coold ever 
bsvebaxe wrested tbe country fiom the Gooikhss, had the in* 
hebiUmts not been lu our iavour. Tbe Nspaul rule, he said, 
WAS tyrannic^ and aojuit, and tbe entire population of 
Kumson oot only stood aloof, > but evon gaee us every aseU* 
tonce iu their power. There was tfutb iu my frieDd’s remarkst 
for it can etiMly be imagined what a struggle ao army would 
have to make, when opposed by ten thousand men Jiketbr

After a most interesuDg aod agreeable ride of three or four 
hours, ve arrived at HulJxraaee Mundee, a large baaar and 
inart for bill produce, which it keps up all tlic ^ear lo&tead 
of being temporary like Chilkeea,ot’ SuQejQ. 

I waaofien amused Coses tbo canaUfor irrigatioo eroaging 
each other 00 bridges, and sometimes tvo or three ruoning along 
aide of each other. Thisiaoviogto tbe uncompromising and 
uitconrenlioDal characters of the natives of the bills; every 
village must have its own separate canal independent of any 
other, and if it were to receive assistance from a neighbour it 
Would lose caste and rank I It would be undignified and db» 
graceful ! Kot that any one would stand a chance of receiving 
if, for tiia owner of a canal would a hundred times rather rap 
ills surplus water to waste in the forest, than let a neighbour 
benefic by a single drop of it. The whole of tbe conals near 
Huldwanee are brought from tbe Glioula river, and each viU 
lage or proprietor boa bis own dam<bead and his own water¬ 
course olb3D for miles through forest, thus causing an immense 
waste. Sometimes are to be seen five or ux canals ell carried 
along the fbee of a bank one above the other, and so clannish is 
their hatred of each other, that a stone falling from one down 
pon another leads to (he moat deternuoed lidgatidn. 

Commisuoner Trail! at one time interfered, and autboiita.* 
tively introduced a system of day and night appropriation of the 
water; this has as yet been supported by the Civil Court decrees. 
If Govern men tl wore lo (nketbe manageineot of the water 
\iuder their own coutroul, there would be a sufficiency to trrM 
gats double tbe present cultivation. Just now the Qhoula river 
is entirely run off iuto these canals, and, a little below Hu|d« 
wanee, ia quite dry (0 near Tanda, about lb miles lower down 
where (he apriirgs again break out* Tbi.« ia tbe case with all 
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ihe minor rivers of KohUkhund, each aa the Bhnigool, Gurfa, 
'^their water U fbrestBlJed nn^ bait of it wasteJ, owing to 
tbe bitter spirit of the puhareee' enmity with each olher. 
There is no cultivation found beyond cbe tnduence of tbeso 
canals, wbicb, however, even under the present eystem give 
fertility (o a considerable extent. The ^uaudty of land 
cropped iu the forest under Kuniaon by these ineaita,isae 
much as 25,000 aerss, nnd If Gtovernmont irere to interfere 
and compel an equitable distribution of the water, it might 
perhaps bedoubJed. This forest Innd is, by the hill ineJi, call^ 
ed the “ bhabur,^’ and is divided into fuurpai^: 

IsL Below Burm Deo. The Ealee river bounds it to the 
east, and the Dewa ^Gurra) on the West. There is no Irriga¬ 
tion near the Kalee and it is not much required ; the springs 
are not.very deep iu the earth, and wells can be dug. Tlie 
cultivation is chiefly by the Boksnr and Taroo tribes. The Ealee 
(.Sahdn) is loo Ini'gea river to admit of dorns fur cannis being 
tbrowu across by iudividiiuls, but it fa to be hoped such a 
spleodid undertaking may not bo neglected by Government. 

^nd. Olieeanee Kao la tbe diviuon chiefly irrigated by tho 
Dewa or Ourra. It is a very ferule tract, but baa, from aouie 
cause or other, become nearly waste. A settle men t for rcstor- 
ingit isici pi'Cgresa bowerer. The Chor Gulfeea and some 
oti)er vilingcsai’e iinusuidJy feetde, bxit the forcat la heavy, and 
herds of wild elephauts enter the hills at n valley colled tin: 
DoorgA Peepul Oliooii by the Dewa river Pass, ond are most 
destructive to cultivation. 

Bill* Chaknta division hounded by tho Dewa on theEaH 
and tike Bukra on the West. The Ohoula river is near the 
centre, and itecnnals have already been described. 11i6 forest 
is light, and the clichnic not more remarkable for aohealiliinca 
than the Dellra Dboon. The Boksac tribe begin to cultivate 
between Tanda and Rooderpore, the only tract which is really 
pestilential, and it is not move thnu 15 miles in breacUli* 
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4eli. Koths division from the Bubra od the east aide, t<^ tha 
KoiLaBao torrent 12 miles west of the Kossila Hver on the 
West. Koilis Rao separates Kuiuaonfrom Gorbwa], and 
Noradahad from Bijnore. This division it well watered by 
the Bnkro, tlie Boorha, the Duhkaand the Kosslla, besides 
minor streams, and stl the upper part of it is exceedingly 
prosperous, eome parts of the Kotha Dhoon being for miles an 
aointerriipted sheet of cultivation as fine aa any in India. 

£(U. From Rotha lUo to Ilurdwar ws find the Patlee and 
CUandee Dboons, with very good onUivation. Xhoj 
lUm Gnnga has its course through (be former. Canals Lava 
been lately constructed by Goveromeot Co irrigate part of 
Bijnoor from ibe Koh river, and it is in contemplation, if 
funds are available, to connect it with the Ram Guoga and 
Sossila rivers by a series of them. The hills in this divisiou 
form the boundary between Gurhwal, nnd the Moradabad* 
and Bijnore districts. The wtbole of the irrigated land in all 
these divisions, 1 should say, would be admirably adapted fos 
the growth of Cotton, and £ suggested this to Mr. Batten, 
as well as to one of the American gentlemen employed by 
Government for the imppovement of (bis valuable product,, 
when I happened to meet bim at Bareilly in December laat. 

The winter palace of tbe ancient Rajas of Kuinaon was on 
the Kotha Dhoon, and its remains are still to be found there^ 
Sooiwj Singh, the eOn of the rather well known Gooman 
Singh, the present Raja of Eaaheepoor, is the lineal deircen. 
dent of tbe Rajas, and has, under bis new satclement, takeix 
from Mr. Batten several waste villages in that valley, with 
the intention of Improving them, and restoring the palace, 
and the aqued act on the right bank of tbe D ubk a river. 

1 have lengthened these notes beyond my original iotentlon, 
and beyond what tbe interest of the sut^ect would M pr^nt 
wamut; butastbelocaUcies nay in all probability become 
better knostn before long,..owing to (be att^tipoe.of Nainea 
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Tat, I dare say they may be acceptable co many of your 
leaders, and 1 shall now return to my trip and fiuisb it. 

Mr. Batten bad phehed his camp, and having hie Kucherry 
ot Iluldwauce, we fonud a large aasemblage of the hill 
people of every deecrip^oo. I was nn nn^rtiinate object 
for tbeir insstitible curiosity, owiugtoa report baring gone 
abroad ibat I had become tbe proprietor of Nainee Tal, sud 
was goiug to found a new colony there. Nothing would 
satisfy them bnt to koo>r all about me; ooe ashed me bow 
many sons I bad j another, if 1 was married; a third, If I bad 
plefity of mosey, and Sf I woald spen d i t free) y at the lake; bu I 
die n^rity were eager to know if| could giro them employ* 
pifiit. J was Haniaed ctil it became a perfbci Duisance. 

1 now conchrde widi a few rerparks on (be pr^udice 
generaBy exiauog, agaidsc the safety of the Eumaoa luraoe 
for (rarellers. I have already mentioned, that the reeum of 
the mortality among the police employed )□ the outer range of 
bids bounding the Dehra Dhooo, is greater than among that 
of the Tbsnabs 20 the turaee under tbe Kuenaon hllla—this 
is a fact which might be easily ascertained beyond any doubt, 
and it is a very strong ooe to (he point 1 should also like to 
see a retura of tbs number of travellers or Borope&ns Id 
general who hare visited Almora, and the proportion of 
deaths caused bytbetorsse &ver. 

A distinction must bo made between tbe real tarwee fever 
which t$ au intermiUeat, and the violent remittest fever 
brought on merely by the sudden change of clftnate, kitbo 
transition from As hills to the plains at the hottest seaeon ol 
tbs year, and t^iiaprodeDce, and ovei^lndalgeoon ^In eatmg 
and drinkrog. • I bare known three iostanees vS amre illneas, 
two of them DicAal, arFancwriT oaoaed by pasaiog through 
theAlmom tarsae, which jf one were to believe all tha( is 
popnlar, must be deadly beyond conception ; but Z happened 
to be ta the iecstX: one of them wm an Rcquaintsoce of nun* 
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wlto, in the tnooth cif Mnj, raslied up frnm & ststion ia Che 
Dooth Co tbe cnowy range vi& Almora like a in ad man, in the 
lea$C possible tinie^ and returned to die plains iu tbe aame 
maoner, in less than a month> all tire while Utking the greaCeeC 
possible liberty witk his constitution, guilty of every sort of 
impradence, rutesiiighis hordes and ddk in the tnraee, au<l 
haring Co fileop oq tbe cold wet ground ; Ite very nstnrsUy 
caug)it a severe fever, and just escaped with Ids life. He loft 
a dienste where, tbo temperature ims 93^; in ten days he 
was in tbe Hitniusla, where it wns below Zero; and in tea. 
more down again to the plaios, where it hod by that time 
reached iOO®. All tins time be was exposed to the sun every 
day from morning till night, yet to these causes his illness was 
never attributed; al I was put (o the credi t of the A1 morn t u rase, 
and thus the residenU of one station of the Upper Provinces 
became couvinced that travelUng through it was equivsleiitto 
signing oneV dcaih*ivarraiit. The pr^udtee has gradually 
over*run every other staiioo &om similar causes, and Mussoo- 
ree and Simla bare absorbed the ioterest. 

I have known many instances of people passing through 
in perfect safety, in September too, which is by far the most 
dsugsnus season of the year. October is not much better; 
but I aasert^esitivsly, that the sickness is originated by the 
travellers’improdence, aod want of foresight ia not making 
their travelling arrangements with any thing like care. The 
fevers in almost every Instance ocwr to tnvellers on.tb^r way 
down frocQ (lie biUs,*aiid not on (he load up ; and are of tbe 
same character an they would be, if on Englishman were in 
cae day transplanted frmn the climate of an European winter, 
into, that of tbe Isc of June in the Uooab of the Korcb 'NFestern 
ProvMcsa, and he were ,ta continue the same free system of 
eating snd drinking as in the former. I am of -oploloothat 
nothing biU good arrangements to obviate sleeping ocany un* 
BQeeBsaxy delay in (he Aimoraturaeo, ia w^tio^ to divest U 
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of its pKseat imsgiDAry terrors. Tlie route vil Kocha, Chit* 
V«eA flod Kosbeepoor will always, howover, be n safe one eorn* 
pared wWj any of the otljers to Nainee Tal.*

Memorsndtimorafev iacidea to io a journey from the plain# 
to toboo Ghaut in Ealee Kumaon, yili (he Bunadeo Pass, aud 
OD to Nalnee Tel, in October 1843. 

Reached Pilibbeet about midDighf of the 23d October, and' 
having only one stage offiBeen roiles to get over io the palkee 
to biingme to Biiidara, where 1 had a dawk of elephants poe^ 
ed, I might, in all fairness, have calculated onl>eing abie to per¬ 
form sucli am oderate distance by day light. ButlcalcuioU 
ed without my host, for the hurricane of the lOtb, ISthend 
13th cf October had laid the country under water, which at such 
a late period of (he eeasorr, when die days ate short, diesuii 
less powerful and evaporatioD less rapid, dees not disappesr so 
quickly as it would in September; so I had to wallow through 
^eznire for nine long dreary hours, now and then sticking in 
the mud for an hour or so, and now and then getting a I’uah of 
water in at one end of my palkee. The country bad been con¬ 
verted into a swamp by the late unparalleled deluge ofrwo, and 
ddeks or geese were the only two footed animals that could 
ha re a chance of goi ng across it. I d i d not reach Bindara till 9 
o'clock, but being sttl! in hopes of aceompliahing the passage of

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the turaee ia six hours, I lost not ft raoment in stertin^, as my 
intention was, if possible, to get over tbe first range of hills by 
evening, and lial t at Belkhe t on the banks of the Lnddeea N ud« 
dee, where I bad arranged for Usvlog ft tent puobed forme. 
Tbe first liage by elephants was to Suneya Mundee, a d Is lance 
of 16 miles, >vhich was got over in three and a half hoars, and 
should huve required much less but for the inundated state of 
the couatry. 

The next was from Simsjato Burmdeo, and was done in ab* 
out tbe same time. Here I was compelled to rest for the night, 
and had to sleep on the ground in an old hut, which was any 
thing but agreeable. Started next morning 25th October, and 
after four hours ascent descended to die valley of the Luddeea. 
Owing to the unusually heavy rain of October, tbe roads were 
so destroyed as scarcely to retain a vestige of (heir ori^nalline, 
while every petty torrent of my former a cquaiotance was swoU 
len to thesixe of a large hill river: every little riH waa increafth 
ed in proportion, snd hundreds of new springs had burst oue 
where for the last two years there WAS not the slighest trace of 
them. I had also to encounter frequent and dangerous land* 
slips, where the footing WAS exceedingly prccariSfto. On coming 
?Ci fif the Luddeea Nuddee I thought I must have made 
some mistsW about the road, and fullen upon tlie Kaleeoreome 
otiier first rate Kill river: but thdpuhareels who had come frora 
Lohoo Ghaut to carry my baggage assured me oil wUe rrgfrt, 
and that they had been crossed over by two profeasionsl men 
who live in a village some two coss distant from the ghaut. I 
could Dotunderstaud their explanation of the process, and 
bad to remain io profound ignorance of the purgatory I was 
oboot to undergo. Tiie elver was about 40 yards wiilo; only 
3 id d feet deep : end rushing over stones with the velocity 
of a whirlwind. For a distance, in Icnglli, of about fiO yards 
tbe water was tolerably smooth, in comparispo with tbe points 
at each end, where there were foaming rapids, and terrific 
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bfeafcere, from whicli nolbiog* Jiving could have by any posai* 
biliiy escaped. At tbe lower rapids tbe river separates into two 
equal stresrue with aa island between^ and I pointed cut to the 
two rirer sbootera, or stolkerSiOr runuers, or whatever they 
might be styled, (Tarpooa,or some aucb designation ibey coll 
tbem^l^^t) tliseitpediency of goiogdown a Jiule farther, and 
trying (o stem the torrent whore we had tbo advantage of its 
being in two divisions. The answer to what I thought good 
advice WAS, that, at the very spot 1 proposed, six hill men 
cnrtyiug Govotnment sCitres were tirowned m July, when the 
river was rather lower than wbai we now saw it.* This I af¬ 
terwards ascertained robes fact, and that Governmout bad 
issaed orders that no msD abould be allowed to go to Biirmcleo 
for such purposes, between Jaly and November, until an iron 
suspension bridge, for the surrey of a Bite tor which instruc-' 
tiona had been given to the Executive Engineer, might be 
erected. Aud now tbe iiervoos process commenced, by tbs two 
profesdonni gendemcii tying a kummerbuud round niy chest 
sacli laying bold of one of iu ends. 1 was then walked into 
the tor rout between them, at the oeai’est practicable point 
below (he upperrapida, and was able lo advance some eight 
or (en yards from (he bank without having my legs carried 
from under me. As soon, as the sti^eaui became too strong for 
ns to rcsisr, the two msu called out to me something which, 
from thertishiog noise of the water, I,con Id not hear, and darted 
with me into the most rapid part of i(. Tlicy now shot duwn, 
running in a diagonal direct ion and making for a point a Uttle 
above the breakers on the opposite shore, about 80 yards be* 
low; I wu thrown on my back twice in about ten seconds by 
not notTeTstandiDg their instruciioas properly, but after two 
tbiids ofthediseince beiog performed, 1 began to redecc (bat

or gees slower than the eCreaia, beie instondj thrown on hie 
bide, and down he would go to be dashed to peces in the 
rapids. 

This incident I consider Co he one of the most daDgeroua t 
have erer met with ; and it would be only the greaCeat leojpta- 
tion that would ever agaio indoee me to uoderflake soch a fear¬ 
ful expericnent. My coolies and baggage wereoi'eseod ih safety. 
In theeottfee of two or dtree hours ; the Fonaor Aon orh»s 
btidsed and lamed l%e afys^f. I rewarded havdeomely the 
two men who had been of such Inralaable service to us. Reocb- 
ed a small ieiit,*a eou^S of miles from this detestable rivet and 
ludisdforthe night.

now a small party here, ooly ^ree ladies and four gentlemen, 
but we expect sereral additioos to our society in a few days. 

Od (he 9iL, after eight hours of bright eunshme and mild 
weather, we were fisited with a most unmitigated snow storm, 
lasting without intermission fhr upwards of (wentv hours. 
The buildings are now at a stand more or less, and we must 
Ay to the plains. This unetpecCed Tisitation has been cala¬ 
mitous to us all, and must throw back the settlement rery 
much for next season. The snow clouds kept uasuslly high 
upioths atmosphere, and to this >1 attribute the immense 
quantity which foil. Had they been a couple of ihousandfeet 
lower, the stono most likely would hare discharged itself in e 
few hours’ralo. Tbe appearaace of the mountains is singu¬ 
larly etrikiog; the cypress forests being half white, half greeo, 
and the branebaa drooping from tbe weight of tbe snow. The 
Ladies are hurrying to tbe plains, and in tenor twelve days 
more, Kainee Tal wilt, in all probability, be le^ nearly deserU 
ed till March. 1 here no leisure to say more, for tbe ouC-door 
work here completely engrosses oa«*s time. . • 

We are at last nearly relieved from (hesteneb of dis ica. 
euacs, and after such a storm, I do not believe alive one can 
be fouud iu all Kumaou. Thermometer 10^ to 80^ in the 
sun at 1 p. M. The water is up to this date flowing uninter* 
ruptedly in a fine stream over the eur/oce of the outlet, and 
has blKii sbee tlie middle of July, i. e. only 4 days less than, 
five mopthe- 

Nainec Tal la like a sheet of glasa. tbe water purified' ^ot 
tbe aboininatiottof the locusts, the atoLoephere amne and 
clear, aod every scene so cheerful and bsppy looking, that it

is difficult for tti to beliere we are id the middle 0 / winter. 
Tbe ice the lUile lake abo^ u«> is »troni? enough to bear 
4 A cMant, and if we had eksiee, ihe nmcKeiuenteof our early 
days might be renewed with a pleasure we are seldorn fur- 
tunaw enough lo enjoy in our Indian exile. The new road 
hr* been measumi to the foot of the hilU, and rouinl Q luiles; 
Kana Bail 10, and KaWnongee must, from all accounts, ho 
between 12 and 18. Uecollece rk« hue line l>i?e(i lengthencd 
by sig sags, aiueethe (iioe the Mcitsnoree people cnuie here, 
and made out Kaleedoongee to be 18 milea from tho lake. You 
refoamber I eaid in my former notes, that the point to which 
haekei^ could be brought vaaTorS miles from the lake,* 
and 1 waaright—I should not wonder if the meaearemeota of 
lake itself, were fouad to be totally dlHereot from those stated 
m the 3iJis." We have taken off, as you perceive, more 
than five miles out of his eighteen of road, and may be able 
yat to discover that the circuit of the lake lias been substract- 
ed from in some such smillnr proportiou* 

The weather coi^liuueJ delightful up to the time of oar 
departure, on the 27tii December, end every thing in tba 
shape either of bunnesa or amusement has procesdod most sa* 
usfactorily. A few days before leaving, a party of ladies and 
geoilemeI) asoended to the summit of the Cheinur mouniain, 
a height of two thousand feet above the lake, and were mors 
than amply repaid for the fotigue of the journey. The ma« 
jorityoftbe victors to this celebrated epot bad bean io the 
bifoitof seeiog the snowy range from Simla, and their as* 
toBishmeat and gratification at the glorious view of maay 
hondred miles of the most elevated part of it, with the ex¬ 
quisite lake b^ow i (he lovely valley (Dhooo) of Eoiba 
bounded by fts oulet lange of low bills, like tbs Pehra

Christmas day was asbered iq, by a party ef g:entlerQea 
saUyiug out to paj the coiapljmeots of the season toa fine 
Urge black bear, inhabiting a care halfway up the Ayapatte 
mountain. A luimber of these gentry bod been ia the 
habit of exposing tbetoseires ratber too often to ibe public 
gFuc, and two youngstera had been severely wounded the 
previous evening, by a party in abotc.on the lake; bat not 
having bagged the game, the disnppomtmsnt led to an ex¬ 
cursion tbe Mowing mo rniog. Master Bruin behaved very 
quietly and politely at the oommencement of the cerecnooy, 
and looked on as philosophically ns could be expected at the 
stones and abuse which were thrown at him; but when tbe 
intruders got so daring and regardless of hla peace aod 
serenity of mi lid, as to heap up a pile of wood at bis very 
door, and in his very teeth, and set it in a tHaxe, it was too 
much fur the stomach of even the most pacific of bean, and 
accordingly out he came, roaring and bellowing like a dosen 
mad bulla; n regular scrimmage ensued, and as do amicable 
terms could be arranged between the confliedng parties, tbe 
growler was cooipelled to eat his breakfast of lead, which b^ 
iog somewhat ludigeatible, brought on a sudden fit of lock* 
jaw, and be departed this life never again to grombleauy 
more. He was a bear of tbe largest size, and yielded it is 
said abouta maund and a half of fau These brutes were in 
the iiabit of going dowo at night to the brink of the lake to eat 
the dead locusts, and, more than once, I have heard them in 
the middle of the uigfat fighting with each other for the spoilt. 
During the day the residents of tbe two eods of the lake paid 
each other visits. ^ This is always doos in boats, and is racier, 
ao ireprovsmsDt oo tbe execrable roads of some of de b?l 
statioas. In tbe evening the parly, conaiatiog of * three ladies 
and fix gentleiueD, set down so dtoner in ** Pilgrim liodge'^ 
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foar rooms of which froro roofod find otU«rf?ifla mada 
habitable—Cbrielmu logs of osh were put oo blazing firea of 
o^resawoodi the time paated off most agreeably; aod the 
day closed by a email eibibidon of draworVe, and diatribution 
of eweetmeats for the amusement andbeuedtof thePubareee. 
Next day (96th December) was occupied in eecurlog walla 
fto. BgalDSithe winter enow ; on the 97tii the building esta* 
blisbroenU were nearly all brolcen up for the season, and (ho 
different parlies, with ilie exception of two gentlemen, with 
aincsre regret hidding a temporary adieu to the beautiful 
aceoea, among which I could have lingered and untiringly 
vskuierod for months ami years of summers and winters, 
ntuTsed the plains. 

CONtfiNW OF CHAPTER XXIV.

I shall now proceed bnedyto examine (he routes (oaod 
from Nainee Tal, ond the adjacent ftatioue both in tbe plains 
and tbe hills ^ but first of all I have (o make a slight digression 
to shew (he defective communication at present existing be* 
tween Almora, (he capital of Eumaon, and the nearest military 
stations in Rohilkbund. 

Eumaon U so little known, and, (ill Naine* U'al was brought 
into public notice by mein ]S4S, it wae so little frequented, 
that probably few of your readers are aware Uiat tbe Govern* 
ment, at a heav^ expance, long> oonatru^ted a road from 
Almora to the foot of the bdle in^sbe direction of Moradabad, 
partly with a view to rapid military communlcatioii when 
Mcessary, and partly with sheol^ect ofimprovlugand exteod- 
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)n^th« trade betfreen tbe bills find tb« plams. The outlet of 
the chief biU trtde ie vii ICocba, Polgurfa, Cbllkeea, ud 
Kasbcepoor. Sereral substantial Iron suspension bridg;«9 were 
erected Q,r<r the hill torrents, and from Polgurb, which is 
siciiaceil imuiediatelf under a lotr range of lilUs bounding the 
Kodia ralle; on the plains side to Almora, Ibe comionnication 
at all seasons of (be year is almost certain and safe. Batb^ 
tween Polgurh and Gbilkeea, tbe KoMila rJrer bas to be 
passed, and there no bridge of any kind has ev er been propos¬ 
ed ; the great width of the stream making it very difficult of 
construction, and eQormously expensive. It is also quite unfit 
for fhrry beats, owing to the large stimei in the cUaonel, tbe 
rapidUy of tbe torrent, and tbe sudden descent of the fioods. 
A body of troops might possibly be able to ford it occasionally 
during the rains, but (bat would be merely a piece of good 
fortune. The chances oi them, or their baggage or ammuni¬ 
tion, being swept away before they could be clear of the wida 
bed of the river, are greater than that of their paseiug In safety. 
For weeks, somettrues, this river isaach a raging torrent, that 
DO human beiog Fould veolure to cross it; and in such a case 
it is evident that tbe loss of time, sapposing troops to be on tbe 
march, or any filing like an emergency, might be altogether 
fiual to tbe accomplishment of their object. Tbe routs, there- 
fore, from tbe plains to Almora, vift Saaheepoor, Polgpwb,ft^, 
is useless for any military purpose during three moo the of the 
year white the rains continue. The route rifi Roodurpoor 
aod fiumowreeis still worse because It is more oiibealtby, and 
tbe toad running through tbe Jagheer of tbe Rampoor 
Nawaub, fiienumeroas water courses for irrigafion crossing 
the road, nod foriqiag ravines unpassable for Hackeries, «s 
well as the ravines being unprovided with either bridgsst <or 
ferryboats, make it impracticable for troops formore t^n 
four months of tbe year. Tbe attention of ZEumy has accord¬ 
ingly bean drawn to tbe discovery of a better routs ihsn either 
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of ibos« 8t pr^etiCm nae. and the ona from Almorato Morad- 
abad via Namee Tails so palpably superior to the old ones or 
to any other ever likely to be opened, tbat it should require 
nothing e1$e to recommend its being immediately csfrie^l into 
eflecc, beyond n bare statemeot of its advantages in facte and 
figures Butbeibre duhig ibis, ! shall gives short account 
of the neiv route loiely opened from Naiiiee Tal to Moradabad 
and for this purpose 1 siialJ extract from my journal. 

27 th Deer. 1843. Left Nainee Tal about noou. Avery 
gradual ssceiu commences in the valley, from itenr (he present 
bunneea'a bazar, aud continues on above the margiu of tlio 
SooltaTal, apoivd completely ftoaen over whsn we pawed if, 
to the cr^i of the Pass, which may beal^ut five or six hun* 
dredfeet above tlie level of the lake, or say ux thousand eight 
hundred above the sea. The new road is good although not 
yet sulBcieutiy widened, and to describe the scenery would only 
be a repetition of every thing ulready published on this re¬ 
mark able mountain girt valley. The Kursoo osks strike the 
traveller to be of unusual size, both as to height and girth ; the 
(mnlc.of one of then), which appeared to me rather larger tbaiv 
the others, measured thirteen feet in circumference : itstande 
quite close to the aew readjust afler leaving the Sooka lal. 
From the crest of the Pass lea continued descent through 
very flue deep woods, which shade the traveller moet 
effectually liotn the sun, to an opening of nearly level ground 
which has been called the “fir tree park/* from itebeing 
Kiclosed by forests of the cheer fir. 'The size of these trees 
ia iaiiuetise. The fir tree park is about 3 miles from the Tab 
A large pond (it has no outlet) lies on (he right in passing 
through this glade, and a litile below it the descent again 
conniienees, and terminates in another small open plain, in 
which are a fe« huts belonging to the hill men who cultivate 
here, though only to a trifiiog extent. On the road side 
■taoda a pubaree jhools, or swing, below which is a steep 
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descent dov» to tbe bed cf Uie Ffihal liv^r, irb«re a bibutarjr 
vtioain has to b« crosed. Parsing half a irile of sbingte 
brtnga ibe traveller to the ebort ascent of a apur of the moun- 
iaina. and tlieo to tbe Jaac descent on i(a opposite aide. Tbia 
may beaaidtobe (he cenoiuaiioii of the mountain part of (he 
road, and iCa distance from the lake ta between six and seven 
tnilea. From here the route is atuni; the shingle boulders of 
the Tuvine of the Nibnl river, and it can without raucb 
difficulty bo made practicable fur haclteries, as there is no 
part of it ijoiu so bail aa (be Kheree or hTobun Faaam the 
Sewalick bllla. Continuing along ibe dry bed of the river> 
and keeping a little to ibe right, parallel to an artihcia! canal 
for irrigation, we come to a place colled Rana Bail, where 
there is some cuUi\*ation, and where o nugin" bungalow is 
about to be erected. Kan a Bail ia ten milee from the lake, 
and three miles further down is Ealeedoongee, dow a 
large fiouriahing and increasing village, where we eu- 
camped for the night. Tbe scenery here is very fioe, 
and tbe cultivation drat rate. The concourse of pubarees 
is immense, owing to their temporary migracloa during tbe 
winter from all parts of the hills within 50 or 60 miles, to this 
tract wbiebjlike the others just under the cuter ranges, lacalU 
edthe Bhabvr. Thccrop^ are irrigated from canals brought 
from the Gboola river, and we had a iine clear etiwam carried 
through every part of our loige encampment. All kinds of 
supplies foraervanca and cattle are to be bad in abundance- I 
aow observed, what hail uever struck me before, that tbe low 
range of faille bounding tbe vallieB of Kotba, Chandoee, &c., 
aud which coutliiue ss far as Hurdwar and oa to the Jumna 
and the Sucledge, suddenly terminates opposite Kaleedoongee. 
They appear to take a rather abrupt turu andjoio theasdves 
at once to Ibe higher chain ia ibeirrear. The new road Is 
made to avoid this lower range, and NaiaeeTal haa therefore 
tbe advautage of u approach by which only ovft range of 
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ni9UDtaiii4 Iiae to be aeceodeJ, inetead of two as in tho case of 
HosMoree, where the Sberee I'aas, the reiuiaiecencos of 
which are sot orer pleaenot to anf one. has first to be climb¬ 
ed, then a descent has to be made to the Dehra Dhocn, ;iniJ 
af^enrarde another steep aaoent of six' or ae^en miles to ilio 
atacion. Kaleedooo^ village is inhabited all the vear, and 
ftom the iinivereal tcEtimony of the pubareeSf who have mucli 
Biore dread of poatileiitial bcaUtiee that Etiropcans, it is al¬ 
ways remarlcable healthy. Their living here, at seasons of 
the year wboo tljey are compelled to fly from the vailiee of ri¬ 
me far in tie interior of the billa> at elevatioiis two or tliroo 
tbooeand feet higher, ia a strong, indeed an almost conclusivO 
proof of tbe corractneea of their staUmen ta. Here ve transfer- 
edour b^age to haebertei dec., and ecartad on the 28th for 
Hareepoora, an encamping place in the forest U roiles distant. 
The new road however is not to be made through Hureepoora, 
but from the Nowgaon village about a mile disUnt, and on to 
tbe village of Boorhainee 10 milee, in a perfectly straight line. 
No village at Hureepoora, but abundance of fine water, and 
supplies can be brought oo from Kaleedooogee. On tbe S9th-^ 
nine mites to the large village of Mooodeea, where there is no- 
thing remarkable. One of our paVty killed n boa constrictor 
fifteen feet long j he was shot in the a« of looking out for some¬ 
thing to oat, haviogbeen found with hie head erect some Uirce 
or (out feet above the ground, and moviog it to tfie right and 
left, He must have been very hungry judging from tlia ap¬ 
pearance of hie body. 

FrwiMoondeea five or six miles to Manpoor on the 80tb, 
where the ooaniry becomes a ebeet oC caUivation, and on to 
Durreeal five more. The Utter is a large native town hel d by 
Buojara ^emindArs, aad mhaUted chiefly by a Bunjara popu- 
btKHj,w|jore«m for hire, and fb* their own traffic, a great 
niuDberof the finest native tattoos I have evCT seen. Thisia 
a most important recommendation, because at any season of 
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year vheo loalarm mfgbt be dreaded, these ponies couM 
be lured by travelers to push tbeir servants through the 8up-> 
poaed unliealtliy track of t»sire miles of turaee. No European, 
traTeHiiig in the usual way, need dread any bad coneequencea 
at any season <if the year by this ixjute; but serraute wbo are 
in the practice of lying down unahelrercd, fatigued, and often 
badly clotiie^l, should always be veil provided with (he mesos of 
clearing the suspicious ground before euoeet. Near Durreeal 
We forded tlie Knssila river, now a hue open quiet stream with 
a eanJy channel, and perfectly manageable during the whole 
of the raine by means of ferry boats. This is the river, please 
to remember, which I pointed out as being unfordableand im* 
practicable, «ther for boats or bridge during three months of 
the year, at the point where tlie present mlUiary road crosses 
it some 3o miles higher up, and where it is a Cromeadous 
mountain torrent rushing down over a stooy bed. 

Oa the 3Let left Durreeal, and passed through the large 
towns of Bacjlee Tan<la and B&dlee, which can muster about 
a thonsand of the Bunjara tattoos abova mentioned, and on to 
another JUlanponri a distance of about ten miles. On the 1st 
January l8Mloft Manpoor, and joining the new Kashoepoor 
road about 4 miles from Moradabad, reached the station in 
the morning. The country highly cultivated during cha 
whole of the two lest marches. 

The route we have travelled has been partly by the old 
roa<l, and partly by the new which is yet in an uodai^ed 
state, so 1 abaU now give you the stages and distances by 
the new one only, qnd io (he reverse direction.

By the old roEid vi& Eftsbuepoori the distance to be 
travelled IN THR KILLS is &2 miloK • wliilo by Naiiiee Tal it 
vould only bo <14iiuloj), atidcniibe made loss by improns^ 
the roads in llic rav hit* of tUc I^ibal river to a point only eix 
miles distent from the lake. Every bill traveller, and the 
local Guvanimeiit too, knows well the importance of belogf 
able to convey stores, bo^^aj^o &c. os near ae possible to a 
hill station, by Doinis of back erics, c&iucls See. instead of lia7« 
ing: to depend opon tbe miserable carriagic by hill coolies for 
any distance. Here then U a clear saving; of one day’s jenmey 
and one day's carriage of l>agg;j^e in the bills, by simply 
altering’ the luiliuiry road, and timiiag ittlirougb Kainee Ta( 
instead of Hasheepoor and the EotUa Dhaon, and an ubimlute 
saving of distance of about 6 in ilea in 90. The last however, 
coinpnr od witli the importnneo of tbe saving wiihiu the bills, 
uiiiinporUut. Besides all this, 1 do ooi believe that, in tbe 
rainy season, the Kuiuaon local authorities could suddeoly 
supply tbe great number of coolies required for a body of 
troops going up vid Kastieepoor. Tbe ICoesila river is held 
ill great dread by tbe bill racn, and tbe country is thiidy in¬ 
habited, while at N a inee Tal, which ie fast approaching to a 
Bourishing settlemeut, my firm bellofie dial, in two or three 
years, hundreds of hiII porter's might be engaged. At the 
worst, there will always be some hundreds at work at the 
place, and, on uii emergency, I suppose Gorernineat would 
sot acraple Co demaud their services frots me, (noletis volena) 
or any one else la whose employ they might be at the time. 
Last of all, the whole of the suspension bridges which are 
erected on tlic old road vil fCasheepore, would come into nse 
DO tbe proposed new one vifi Nainee 'L'aJ, as the old aud tbe 
new roads would uni te at the Kh y m a suspeoslon bridge siea r 
Ghu^urh, and the only new lice of road required to be 
made ia the 12 miles from thence to Nainee Tal; a very easy 
gently sloping tract of country, I believe several thousand 
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are expended yearly on tb« repairs of the old road; 
aJ though for three months in the year it is a nomrntitv. 

The sxtensire traffic between the hlUs and (he pin!os, wiil 
doobtless before long change its ceum. and Kaleedoongec in* 
stead of Chilkeea wHI become the entrtpdt. There are many 
obfioos reasons for it * among the principal, I may mention 
the preference shewn by all tho hill men lo Kaleedoongee oecr 
Chilkeea, and the greatsaringto n trader of 8 oriO miles of 
hill carriage, the expence of whicli U nunoiis to all mer¬ 
chandize.* Nainee Tal being a European station, must of 
itself, without any other inducement, 11301*6 or less attract (he 
course of traffic. 

Regarding the taraeot which is now beginning to be better 
Understood than formerly, I shall inly say that the whole of 
the suspicious tract on the new route fhom' Morodabad to 
Nainee Tal, consists of only 11 or 12 mile«, viz., between 
Maopoor, and one mile north of the village of Roorhainee, 
and even here we find the large intermediate village of 
Moondeoa, which, If tt were very deadly, could not contain so 
mnay inhabitants as St does, la this tract of 12 miles, how¬ 
ever, I would recommend travellers to avoid encamping in 
the rainy seaeoD, until it has been better tried. 

1 must now return to l^ainee Tal, the present state and 
probable future progress of which, 1 promised, should form 
the conclusion of my notes. 

The settlers there have not been disappointed. This is aay« 
iag perhaps ruoce than I ought, because tliereare difficulties 
andMrudgery to go through in every new uodertaking of the 
kind, and particularly hi Kuiaaon, where the Chinese system 
ofGoverniDeotrertiedoD, till withio the lest balf dozen years, 
taught the DsdvH of tho'biUs to dlstrast every European, ex- 

tbs oster ruge ef bUIs by the Polgmb and Chilkett route U a 
peat obstacle to trade. 
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cepltbe local office to sack & degree, (hat no confidciiee is 
mataal obligations could for along time be osutblished. Even 
Qovil is ouly part)ally eatablUhed; but sufficient footing has 
been gained to alie^ (be people that iotercouree ^ith ue is od* 
vantngeoxis to them, and that fair dealing is not an eKdutive 
charuc(eristic of tbeir public men and Courts, but is also 
practised by prirato iudWidnala. 

Tlicy are very <]ifficult to manage at first, but if one makes 
himsolf accesaablo to thur grievances* whether imaginary or 
Tonl* n good understanding trill generally be (he result. There 
are undoubtedly exceptions in the shape of bad chatacters as 
aiKong every people under (lie sun, and I well remember one 
instaoce tthere u niuo undertook a journey of 1$ miles to lodge 
a compliunt in coort against me for one and a ludf annas, and 
U;u] to submit toils dismissal after all. He must have known 
it was groundless, in the first instance. Another refused to 
take his irises, aad complained in court for the aeme exact sum ^ 
he had been offered. They do not amalgamate at all with 
servants from the plains, and I strongly advise niiy cue who 
may be likely to h\ve muck work at Nunee Tal, to employ a 
good iioad poliaree, who can read and write and keep the ac« 
counts of the laliourers, even If he should, in addition,, have a 
plains Gomashta at tho same liiue. Labour kas Idtkerto been 
expensive, but promisea to become esaier. Tbe billcoi^tea 

first employed for quarrying, carrying stone^ &c., &c., had to 
receive 5 Ropees a mvmb ; but by commencmg with a small 
gang nt this rats, and going ou quietly, almost any number of 
additional hands can be obtained at 4 rs. and even under. 
Stone Masons are to be Lad at 6 rs. a month; but sawyers and 
carpenters must be taken from (be plains. We had consider¬ 
able difficulty in getting these at first, but it was greatly to 
beattnbuced to tho cold of tke clintata in winter, and I do not 
anticipate that any further obstacles of consequence in that 
departmest frill be experienced while the mild season 
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laeis. Tiic atAce for building is very good, but diilicQU to 
quarry. Lime atooo ia ao abundant that mvat of the aettlers 
haTc as yet prepared tb^r Ume on thdr oirn grounds, and 
the cypress wood baa been found must valuable fvr cIju roof, 
iiigof buildings and every other purpose. Tlicro arc also 
inezbauatlble forestaof tlic Scotch fir, within a few mllos of the 
lake. The cust of a house muHt depend on ita victiitly to 
quatrica of atone, which fonns the pniiuipal item of czpcndU 
cure; stadisl^ceof ahuut ciiTCU or four humlriHl yurda from 
them, ahouee nud out lioiiacaofubout the following diincnaioua 
wUb the work very auba tan tial, though some what rough> may 
coat about fifteeu hundred rupees * One room by 14 ,* one 
14 square ; onelOby 14 ; one 10 square ,* oae IDby 21 ; and 
«Qe 10 by 14; in all six rooms; and half a doaeu good out* 
houses. The roofe are aU.beiog made flat, and bovsrsd in 
widi day well peunded down. I need cot say that much 
, depends on the managonsnC. Seven huusci arc either linished 
oriu progress, and three or four more arc to be soon com. 
menced upon. 

Supplies are plentiful beyond all expectation. The immense 
concourse (^people at Nainee Tal in October, November and 
December wanted for nothlngi in tlie shape of necessaries. Its 
vicauitj So the large towns of Eaebeepoor and Ram poor gives it 
great advantages over the utiier bill stations. 1 1 is no w however 
becoming well known, and 1 need not enter into further pariU 
cuinrs. so ahaU conelude with the expreasion ofa wish and a 
hope that a portion of the Society of Upper India may, before 
long, experience tbe benefit of having so ucar tlimr doors such 
an exesUsnt climate to resort to, acber iu case of sickness, or

I subjoin a Rcfurn of a part of our trade between Kumaon 
and Chines Tnrtarj. It was kindly giren to roe> by ag^en« 
tlomnn of die Civil Service at Alrno'a, with a viev to mer« 
caiitile purposee, and as I bad taken an interest enough to 
furnish me with much miscellaiicons iiirurination regarding 
our Hill territories^ and the countries beyoud our froutier* 
I coDsiJer myself fortunate in Imvmg my views b general 
corroborated by auch aii undoubted aulliotity. The race 
of people callod Pooteas, partly residing on ibis side the 
snowy range and partly on the other, are tie “ Carriers ” 
of the trade of the two couotrios. They are a very bardy 
race, living nt the licnit of almost perpetual enow^Andare 
trained from tbeir infancy to end a re cold, and tlie effects of 
a rarefied atmosphere. They may be said to have a com* 
pleto monopoly of the trade, and it is believed that this ie a 
great obstacle to its extension in these distant countries. A 
very considerable increase, it is supposed, would take place, 
were a direct communication and free trade with Tartsry 
cstnblisbod. The native mercbents of Almora offered to 
enter into a bond to pay our Government forty tboiisand 
Rupees yearly, if (bey would abolish the Boo tea monopoly, 
and lay open (be trade to them. The monopoly is a self* 
arrogated or self estoblislied one, and no other parties dare 
to infringe it; such is the fear of Che Chinese, whose subjecte 
the Booteas piofess to be, and under whose sanction they 
pretend to hold it, although they prbcipally reside in oar 
own territories, The undeviating reason for ibis,as far every 
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thing* else, is “Cheen ka hoohm." When our qanrreU with 
China are settled, it is to be boped the countries beynixl oar 
Hlmmala frontier may noth© entirely forg-otten. W© ought 
to ^ trade with TartQry,and permission fur Euro- * 
peans to trarel in it, on© of tlic conditions of our treaty ; nud 
1 am coulident, as well as are many othem who Itavo given 
tbeir attention to tbo subject, that it would be highly advnn* 
tageous to both countries. There is n vast tmet of country 
beyond tho Uimmalas, in ibe table Iniid of Tnrtnry, richer in 
mineral treasures than most parts of the world, and the do- 
velopment of its resources might lead to rrMiIia which it 
would be im possible topredict. I shall, lu my next, give you 
a short account of the passes.

Having accidentnlly heard the other d&y, that o detailed 
account of the procccdinga of the Chinese and Nepalese> against 
the Sikhs in Tibet,liad appeared In die Dtfhx Gaz^iu, ! n in induced 
to send yon a ru« purticulara which may, perhaps, be partly new 
to your readers, and partly tend to correct any eliglit inistnkes, 
which, It strikes me, must have crept into those supplied to yonc 
Cutemporary. I am sorry I had not an opportnuity of seeing 
the GazeUi in winch the account appeared; 1 am writing, 
therefore, uader the impteesioo that there may be some mistakes, 
merely from the little 1 liare beard I'egai’ding it in casual con> 
▼ersation, and I mean no oifcnce to your Colcipporary, whose 
iuformaiion must be generally plessing, novel and vaned, judg¬ 
ing iroiQ tho extracts frorn it, which you occasionally publish, 
aud the churactcrl sometimes host of it as a gleaner of iuicIlU 
gonco. 

Since Zorawur Singh's death, no reinforcements haveaetual- 
ly been made to the Ciiineae foice in Heoondcs; (the part of 
Ciuneso Tariory north of uurSumaon and Gurhwnl frontier } 
the Troops which were sent from Lliasaain Inner Tibet, to 
drive nue tltc Sikhs, still remain as they weroin uutnbers, 
having after their victories proceeded on to Gartokh, and thence 
in tiie direefioD of Ladakh, wiiieh province they have now 
Invaded. They have garrisoned Tuklakoth (a place of impor¬ 
tance just beyond the Eamaoh frontier near one of the Bceans 
Pastes) Gartokh, Daps, 6tc. Although the Sikhs wore, at the 
date of the last iutcliigeuco, bolding out lo tholr small forts, 
the Ladakh country loay even now be considered virtually in 
the possession of the Tibet Troops. The Chinese Government 
has promised to support the Tibetans in Ladakh, by sending 
an Army vik Gulnak (It is difficult to any exactly what country 
or provloce or city is here meant $ but the Chiiresa Tartars, 
near our frontier look upon It as China Proper, aliaa the foun^ 
<aiu bead of the Empire) and V’erkund; and If die prooiiio be 
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flc'cJ up to, we ttey look for & protractwl struiglc belwccn tbera 
and the Sikhs. There are at IQ a few mnnrnte cf Zorawut 
SioHi's Troops kept ptisonors in the different posts reconquer¬ 
ed by the Tibetans, and occasionoKy a f«» make their escape 
into Kumaon. The Lhassa Go wnment are, ae fiir ns can be 
baned, sending an addluonal army along the North of the 
HimmaU t bat theNepalcw hove nothing whatever to say to the 
matter, and, tinleesdriten to it by China, tlirough force, you 
maybe eery sure that notliiog is farther from thoir intentiona 
than co-operating with that power, in the aggression on tljo 
Ladakh country. The Sikhs hare seat Bustec Uam, who escap¬ 
ed from the awe ofZorowar Siogh's disaster, dunrglsst win¬ 
ter, ♦hrough Kumaon. to reliete Ladakii»andyeu need not be 
ftffprtwdif the Chtoesa were to get defeated, ae they have now 
lost their own ventage ground, by preccedhig beyond their fron¬ 
tier; just ftswe on a larger scale met with an accumulation of 
reverses and disasters, when we carried oitr arms beyond the In¬ 
dus into Affghaoisttin. The Slkiie arc now quite convinced of 
thehbad policy in having invuded Chinese IVury, and arc 
reedy to agree to any treaty with tiie Tibetans to guarantee its In¬ 
dependence, and condos themselves within the limits of Ladakh. 
TheHajahof Iskanlo, or Bultee, (Dule Tibet) isjnstnowa 
prisoner, or an ally with the Chinese fores in Ladakh.

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branches of the great river Kalee. Perhaps you will aik where 
or wbat is the great tiver KaUe ; and, bdenl, there would N 
Dotbmg remarkable m yoiic doing so, eoDeldertog the way m 
which the geography of tlkc immalrv tdoud tains in general has 
been treated, and the benighted views and nations which ace 
prevalent on tiie subject. I acn told that the^eMt Gatseiit 
has been descrildng Kumnon as a protected [iilJ state 1 Fifty 
years the whole hilh from the Suilcdge to the Kslee, were 
put down in maps and books ns Sreenogur; then os our coo* 
^uering (hose territories, every thing was *'Aimors,’* and re¬ 
cently the neighbourhoods of Simla and Mnssoorec have been 
mistaken fur the klimmala mountains. Vast Importance seems 
Co be attached to Eanawur, as, fcom wbat 1 hear, the Delfii 
G<n:ette appears to have obtained tlie InfuiTnatloD it published 
from thaC'quarter. Now, there is no part of Kunawur, or the 
valley of the ^piri, less than a month's journey from the scene 
of the conflict between (he late Zomwiir Singh and the Chi* 
nese Tibetans; the important part uf our frontier appears tome 
to by along the Kumoon and Guthwal countries, oud not in 
the direction of Kaoawur. There is a coctlDuatlon of the 
mobt difficult mountain passes beyond Kimawur before you can 
reach the Chiucee territories, and travellers are apt to Ims^e 
they have crossed the Hlmmsla when they scale tbe Berioda 
Pass and descend into Kunawur; this Is a mi stake altogether, 
the Berinda Buss being a passage merely across a sort of ridge 
or spur of the great snowy range, which bss been excavated in¬ 
to vailies and ravines by tlie destroying acilon of the large 
rivers, the Sutledge, the Buspo, and tbe Spitl. Let any 
one make an attempt to reach either Cbapmog, or Goroo 
vig the Berinda Pass, and he will find he has to ctoas the great 
snowy range by most difficult Passes, Icng after accompllsbing 
tbe passage of that celebrated resort of tbe Simla travellers. 

In Gurbwal and Sumaoo, the great snowy range is nore de¬ 
fined, and ccrtaioly very far exceeding in grandeur aoy thing to 
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be s«en io (be Musworee or Simla direcUon. Our Passes, 
vliich are fire in namber, tI;., two lo Gurliwal and three ia 
Eum&uD, lead direcd/ to the very crest of the range, aud as coon 
as you have attabed the suracnit by an almost unintertupied 
ascent, witb tbs excepuon only of the uinur vallies of tbe tribu* 
tory rivets vhich join the iniibi stream tu tlie grand valley, 
gsuvallv at about right augbs to it, you C4»mtnonee a wry 
gradual descent into Tertory. On the contrary all the I’ossos 
in the Simla quarter, eonslstitig of the lloi hidt, the Rotipm, 
the Goonuss, and Sltatool, t.)kc you over only one tUvisbn of 
the snovy range, end leave you in a more difficult mountain, 
eus cooGtry than ever, where you have to climi) Post niter 
before reaching die rugged table land of TxTtnry.

It is 
thehij^hest of all the rasaes> being 13»000 feet above the sea. 
The tcinple of Budrecnadi staode near the junction of the tvo 
streams, and anme Bladuo ^Igrbne proceed by Maos, to the 
two lakes above mcadoned ; aa Fell aa ratum by It after visidug 
thoni. I formerly sent you an account of my visit to Mona. 
The next in order is die Nestee Pass; lO.dOOfeet above the son, 
and formed by die Duuleo river, the fartliest branch of the Gan¬ 
ges. It is an easy Pass, and a consuler^e traffic is carried 
on by it in salt, wool, &c. The nbove three Passes art the 
Gangetic; die next three belong to the Kniee river and lu tri- 
butanes,‘^first, the JiiFnhlr, 17-500 feet liigh, beyond Mel urn, 
•here tho Goouka and Gouree rims join; the latter rushing 
out at ooce In n large body from nn immense glacier: next the 
Dharma Pass at the source of the Doolee river, Fhieh is above 
16,000 feet iu height: and lastly the Beeans Fassi at one of 
the sources of the Kuleo itself. The height is unknown, but 
it is an easy Pass, mid is supposed to be above 16,0D0 feet. 

There is also a very easy Pass in the Nepol territory, called 
the Hoomla. Tins is aloeg the banks of die Gogra, (vid Jooin- 
la,) a tributary to t)ie Salco i although in the plain**, the united 
streams take the name of the former, which is the smallest of the 
two. The Gogre, like the Sutlcdge, has Its source beyond the 
Himmala altogether, flowing from the bass of another range of 
mountains, called the Kylas. , 

This is a very short sketch of the Hlmmab Passes : and I 
would oot have ventured on giving it, were ie not for dve

be in the uoagioatioo of Geogn^bers, as fkr, at least, as a knowledge 
its real source is concerned. 
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purpose of tryini^ to attract a little atteuiion to the countiies 
beyond them, oow that tbcy are likely to he tbo field of a long 
eootett between the Sikhs and Cblaese, which will most pro. 
bably bo only terminated either by oar lending our assistance 
to the former, to take and keep poaseasion of Chinese Tartary 
along the North base of the snowy range, ot enacting from the 
latter, wbrn we mnke a final treaty wUh them, a pludgo of 
their ceasing the aggresveils just commenced on Ladakh. The 
most minute account of the Gurliwal ami ICumaon Passes, by 
Mr. Traill, formerly Corainiwloncr of Kumaon, may be found 
in the Aaiatic Society's Researches, for 184S. I have not seen 
tbia account. I regret to say, but am told it leaves outno> 
thiog of any importance. It Is very remarkable that ao few 
Eopopeans here visited theso Passes, while so many have flock¬ 
ed to tlioee near the Suticdge, leading into Eunawur. The Ma- 
ns, the Necluog. the f)harma, and, till Mr. Lushlngton went 
to it lest year, the Bceans Passes, are quite unexplored ; and 
very few and far between, have been the visits to the Nectccand 
the Juwaliir. The ehannela of the descending torrents, the on. 
ly paths which nature has provided for the access of man into 
these inysierlous regie os, are the objects of tlio most siirprisiog 
grandeur and magnificence. The terrific precipices, roaring 
cataracts and never-ending masses cfsnow^lad mountains shoot¬ 
ing up into peaks like the points of pyramids, and to heights 
▼aryiog from 31,000 to 26,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
cannot be described or conceived without being an eye-witness of 
them. Eumaon is altogether the grandest part of ilic HlmmaJa; 
the peaks, the valleys, rivers and lakes, are all 6ner than any 
other. * The zoogniflcence of the Sales river, far, far exceeds 
that of Ganges or Sutledge; and, where it defaouclies from 
the hills near Bum Deo, there is a character of majesty about 
H which none of th e other rivers can preu nd to, excepting perhaps

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th« Indus. At Ram Oso it is ne&rly t vice the else of the 
Genges at Htu'dvar^ end in the pltune it tnkes iirst Uie name 
oftiieSohd^f (veil known to the tiger shooting geomUon, 
who have a most proper idea of veiteration for it and always 
apeak of it willi respect,) and oftorvarde the Gogra.

The number of European travellers through it bas been at 
tease treble wbat it was before Kynee Tal became a tboro in 
JDaOmah's aide.— There is a very safe route frozd Nynae Tal 
vll Polgarh, Chilkeea and Kasheepoor; the latter being a 
lAROC llirlfing town, just twenty three and a half miles from 
the foot of the bills. The road cau be cut, for baekeries, 
through a lower range of bills bounding the Kotha Dbobn, 
and wheeled vehicles of all kinds could then proceed to within 
about twelve or thirteen miles of the lake. I have been con* 
suiting on this point, wiih a medicsd gesllensn who paeeed 
ill rough the Kotha Dboon, Poigurh, Chilkeea audKasbeepoor, 
in the beginning ofJuDC, aud returned in perfect safety at the 
very end of the sane month.

By this route (here Are DO swamps and only fifteen or 
sixteen miles of dry uncultivated land, which, by an extension of 
incercourse with the bills, would in a few years disappear. The 
reat U an open, well culUvated country. 

To oca elude; the gross abuse, by the Bask ah, of myself 
and the Aim ora community is so far satisfactory, beiog evi¬ 
dently ID tbs exact ra^o of his aoreiieas and dissppoiDtment. 
He may now publish any thing be pleases without feat of con- 
tmdicUon, but my imperfect and hurried papers on Hynee Tal 
will continue to be what they professed; a useful approxima* 
tion CO the troth, for every ordinary purpose of uulicy.

It is not much consequence, being merely one 
ottivo more illustratioosof the fallacies of the Basuav of the 
Hoaayc, that in ray first deecnption of Nyoee Tal, I 
make its size seeen^tmss what it has been subsequently found. 
By his aocQUAt 1 guessed its length at about ooe and a quarter 
mile, and its greatest bzeedth three-fourths of a mile; there are 
warlous waysof measnt^ the l^gtb pf a lake, and I must 
eonfees my way, od this occa^eo, to bo 9 clumsy one,— I walked 
down one side of it and made a rongh guess, a line drewm 
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from one end to (be other, would, of eouree, meife % diOer' 
ence in length according to the shape of the lake. HesAfS, 
iC8 actual length is four>6nbe of a mile, and breads obe quar¬ 
ter of a zcile. How does he make out the formar to give aeveo 
Umes the size of iheiattcr ? It will be obaersed that be has do 
dAia to go itpoo for an aoara^e breadth in my guess at its size; 
he must have therefore drawn for it upon bis own fruitful 
imagination. Any school ioy could detect the quibbling 
here employed. It is evident cbnt he tbioks his apparent self^ 
confidsBce in ihotmth of hisowD assertions, may indues the 
to receive them as gospel without an sitempt at m- 
vestigating their soundness. How complimentary to them M 
lam now positively nasurod that, by a survey lately made of 
^fyoeo Tal, its length is nsurer a uilb than fout*ii{tb$ of a 
mile. This is not ofmncli importaace, but It shova that Bao- 
man's measurements are quesdonable. 

He forgot to take notice of my having informed the readers 
of the AgraVhhhar,i^ iny first burned sketch of Nynes 
Tal, that 1 Led lost ell my notes, and ivas wclung 
from recoUeclioQ only. My first visit in I$41 was 
■0 short I that I could do nothing beyond desenbing my 
own Impraseions. Our party arnved at the lake in the after¬ 
noon, and left it next morning. When I relumed to it in 
December, 1842,1 tried to take a better estimate of its size, 
and for this purpose we rowsd and timed a boat round ike 
lake, and guessed ics drcumference to be above tbree miles. 

I have before meutiooed an authority for its being 2.S77 
miles. I shall, on my aext vUit, endeavour to mens me it cor¬ 
rectly as A matter of curiosity. The average depth g^veo by 
Baouam I cannot receive. Regarding the outlet, whkA Is 
now established beyoud all doubt, B.iOMAU quibbles about ray 
faaviog declared there was e constant small stneata nioniog 
over tbe brink; afact which be denies. Had! been trying 
Co write a book on geology, instead of a short general sketch, 
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I would Lave expUioed that 70 c could walk acroa the i)ar of 
rock with dry feet, but below your feel you could detect the 
hoe of vbe hseures through which (he water made its w 0 y> and 
appeared in & email etreaiu a few feet below you. Towarde 
the end of the dry season it appeara the lake sinks two or 
or three feet, the water, thcrofuroi does not orerdow by the 
upper fissures, hut Lytlurscof a lowor >»trata ; and instead 
of appeariog only a few feet below the bar, it nppe&re about 
thirty paces below it. 

The recession of the water of the lako from the top of the 
bar, and the consequent falling of two or three feet in its level, 
prevents the outdow, or expend itiire of the water by the a pper 
or auperdcial fissures, and eonfioee its exit to lower ones. The 
diminished supply from the tributary streams and springs, 
daring the dry months, is thereby compeasated for ; and the 
lake retaioa a certain level, below which nature has (hue provuU 
ed that it cannot sink. This is surely plain eoough, but you 
will find it mystified by Bauman. 

Great iiaportaace is attached by the IfUb" to the necessity 
of a surface out-fiow, to carry away the fiUb which might be 
washed into the lake. Every one know^ tlMit sU common 
kinds of JiltA oftoaye subside in water, and do not swim on its 
surface. Just fancy filth of every kind taking it iatu ita brad 
to fioat down from one end of the lake to the other, to ac¬ 
commodate hie theory; while, according to (he laws of naturen 
it ought tc have deposited itself within 0 few yards of the buik, 
or at all events within fifty or a hundred I We shall be able 
daring the ensuing rainy eeaeoD, to obtain a better account of 
theexteutaud duradoii of the sur&ce ouuflow of the lake. 
The Bulleea river has ite source io it beyond all dispute, on the 
principle of the longest stream being considered the parent 
one. It receives small itibutaries, bat net for a long dirtanee 
below the lake, and they are far inferior to the Nyuee Tal 
one io lise. 
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M^tfro ri«iu to the lake bdvebeea eaily ia November and 
December ISil end 1843, reepecd7elj; and (he U7«l of the 
water wQg exsetly tite&arae on both occasioned mch a stream 
running in, and another runnings out. It ought to be recollect¬ 
ed too, that there have not been, within the memory of roan«two 
Stich scanty rainy sea^nna ae the above lo Komaoa. The high¬ 
er spri ogB, aa wel I k no w n, are entirely dependent for th eir au p- 
ply of water on the quantity abeorded by tlie rocky soil during 
the three rainy months of J one, July and August, and it ie 
wonderful that My nee Tal could hs7a retained its lerel, with 
euch a rory deheient supply of rain ns was experienced dur* 
ing the two past years. 

The above remarks will tend to shew the Animus of the Dao • 
UAM facdon.

five feet perpendicular below the top of tbs bar* the water 
bad, therefore, a descent of two or tliree or three and a half 
festiaiupasac^ through the Assures where the si ream appear, 
ed ; its channel ia so Ailed up with large loose stones that iha 
water is somewhat concealed, and I heard its rippling be* 
fore I saw Ir. In other words, if you take a hammer anil 
pickaxe, and knock ofl* a couple of feet of the spongy and 
water-worn part of Ibe top of the limestone bar, you lay open 
the outlet to the meanest capacity. This applies to tbe 
mcKithn of November and December when I tree at tbe lake ; 
H. B. in tbe HilU'' baa explained the alteration which 
takes place in the dry weather, and I hare ali'eady alluded 
toil. To conclude, it is common enough to see the water of 
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a mill dam ui a drer rumting over, not the surface of over; 
inJivulual stone, but chrougb tUe crevices between (he upper 
stooea and the upper layers of stone ; yet surely, in (ho 
oVdinary acceptation of the meaning; of language, If you were 
descriUng U casually and uusuienlifically, you would say the 
water runs nrer the brink. Hut you tvlll fitui even this

It lias just hsoii piiicitei] out to >no by a friend, that 
the allusion in <u)e of lay leKcrs to (ho Mussoorio house* 
holders, akhougli it may he applicable to soule ouc or two of 
their DaiDber,i9 mijust as far as the insjurity of them are 
coftoamed. I pconptly adnut it, aud regret 1 should 
have ioadrertently made the reuiark as applicable to all, 
for I am sore nine«(enths of tbeoi car# oot oae straw 
about XyiieeTnl, and I should be sorry to imitate BadHiiT 
jiiLisfbiil aud sweeping abuse of die wliolo cominuDity of 
Kum&on. 

I have, indeed, a better opinion of tlie body of men alluded
